1. No trespassing within 100 feet of the shoreline of Long Pond

No unauthorized motor vehicles or motorized recreational 

vehicles within the Long Pond Watershed as described above. 

This includes mopeds and snowmobiles. 

6. No horseback riding or other animal activities within 100 
feet of the shoreline of Long Pond except on designated 
roadways. 
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7. No fires within the Long Pond Watershed. 

8. No unauthorized tree cutting or firewood gathering. 

9. No group activities without written permission from the 
Public Works Department authorized representative. Group 
activities within the Goodwill Park area are exempted from 
this Bylaw. 

Penalty 


Any person or entity who violates this Bylaw shall be liable to the Town 
in the amount of $50.00 for the first violation and $100.00 for each 
subsequent violation which shall insure to the Town for such uses as the 
Department of Public Works may direct. Fines shall be recovered by 
indictment or on complaint before the District Court or by non-criminal 
disposition in accordance with M.G.L. Chapter 40, Section 21D.

In accordance with the warrant for the Spring Annual Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School in 
Falmouth, Massachusetts on April 6, 1989 at 7:00 o’clock P.M. to act on 
the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: George Hampson, Richard 
U. Palmer and Elizabeth Buckbee Lindtner. The officer in attendance 
was Paul Gonsalves. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:05 P.M. by the Moderator, Robert 
S. Marshall. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 185 announced as 
present and a quorum declared, the number to constitute a quorum being 
a2]. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Allan Page. The Moderator stated 
that all the Articles in the Warrant would be called and the substance 
of each Article would be stated to the Meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as shown 
in the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which was in 
the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in the 
Warrant, and stated the substance of each Article and_ the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board. 


Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave notice under the 
Bylaw having to do with reconsideration of articles that he would 
reconsider any and all articles passed under the foregoing vote. 

VOTED: That the next session and succeeding sessions of this Town 
Meeting be re-convened at 7:30 o’clock P.M.

"And in Velocity "Vv" zones any addition(s), improvement(s), 
alteration(s) or combinations thereof to an existing structure the sum 
of which would add more than 200 square feet of gross floor area to the 
structure as it existed on April 1, 1992." or do or take any other 
action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 


VOTED: Article 20, as requested, passed on Monday April 6, 1992, a 
unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ART: 21 To see if the Town will vote to amend Article IV of the Zoning 
Bylaw by adding the following: 


"Section 4753. In addition to the exemptions found in Sections 
4751 and 4752, any development which is in the recharge zone of a 
coastal pond proven to already exceed the limits found in Section 4744 
— Standards, may be exempted from the requirements of Section 4731 - 
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Analysis of Development Impact. As part of this exemption, the 
development must accept the findings of the Planning Board or Special 
Permit Granting Authority and comply with the requirements of Section 
4740 — Restrictions." or do or take any other action in this matter. On 
request of the Planning Board. 


VOTED: Article 21, as printed, passed on Tuesday, April 7, 1992, a 
unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ART: 22 To see if the Town will vote to delete Section 5257 and 
Section 5400 of the Zoning Bylaw and replace it with the following: 


5400. LANDSCAPE REQUIREMENTS. 
5410. PURPOSE AND INTENT. 


5411. The purpose of landscape regulation is to protect the general 
health, safety and welfare of the residents of Falmouth; to assist in 
reducing incompatibility between abutting uses; to provide barriers and 
relief from traffic, noise, heat, glare, fumes, dust and debris; to 
preserve and enhance the character of the community; to prevent soil 
erosion and silting of drainage structures and water bodies; to retain 
existing significant trees, and protect rare and endangered plant 
species and wildlife; and to provide shade and wind breaks. 


5412. To this purpose, it is the intent of the Town that streets, 
sidewalks and parking spaces be shaded by trees; that parking, service 
and outdoor storage areas be screened from view of the street and 
neighboring properties; that residences be buffered from commercial 
activities; and that impervious surfaces and ground without vegetative 
cover be minimized. 


5420. APPLICABILITY. All development projects other than single or 
two-family dwellings that require a Special Permit or review under 
Section 7170 or 7180 shall submit a landscape plan as part of the 
required application. 


5430. PROCEDURE. The landscape plan shall be part of the application 
for which it is required in Section 5420. It shall be drawn at a scale 
of no greater than 1"=20’. The plan shall be prepared by a Landscape 
Architect, Arborist or  Horticulturalist, registered with’ the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Each sheet shall be signed and sealed 
and numbered as a part of the total. 


5440. CONTENTS. The landscape plan shall show the location of existing 
trees of greater than four inches in trunk diameter at a height of four 
feet six inches, vegetation to remain undisturbed after development, 
vegetation to be planted, landscape objects and structures, vehicle and 
pedestrian ways, and finished topography. Individual specimens of 
trees and shrubs shall be represented on the plan. Herbaceous 
perennials, annuals, bulbs and ground covers may be represented as 
planting areas. A list shall be on the plan containing plant names 
(genus, species, variety and/or cultivar), quantities, size when 
planted and height at maturity. A list of approved street trees and 
buffer species is available in the Planning Office.

5450. DEFINITIONS. 


ANNUAL-a plant with soft and fleshy stems which lives for only one or 
two years. 


BERM-a mound of earth covered with plants and used as a screen. 


BUFFER or SCREEN-any landscape object or structure (such as a fence, 
berm or hedge) used to hide something from view or as a barrier for 
privacy, security or from noise, wind or dust. 


DECIDUOUS-any woody perennial which drops its leaves in autumn or 
winter. 


EVERGREEN-any woody perennial which retains its leaves throughout the 
year. 


FORMAL-a landscape designed primarily on classical geometric lines, 
usually requiring high maintenance. 


GROUND COVER-low shrubs, herbacious perennials, or reseeding annuals 
which are planted to cover the ground completely at maturity to 
stabilize slopes or substitute for a lawn. 


HEDGE-shrubs planted close together in a solid line to delineate a 
space, form a border, or create a screen for privacy.

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TOWN ADMINISTRATOR'S REPORT 


This report represents the first full fiscal year of the new office 
of Town Administrator, created by the Town of Falmouth Home Rule 


Charter. This position is responsible for the day to day 
administration of the policies and procedures established by the 
Board of Selectmen. The Town Administrator participates in 


discussions at meetings of the Board of Selectmen, but has no vote in 
the decision making. On behalf of the Board of Selectmen, the Town 
Administrator conducts collective bargaining with employee unions, 
prepares the capital and operating budget, administers personnel 
practices and supervises all Town Department activities. 


Perhaps one of the most rewarding experiences during the course of 
this year was the opportunity to meet many townspeople. It is the 
practice of the Town Administrator to have an open door policy, so 
that every citizen has access to personally visit with the Town 
Administrator. While appointments are useful, the Town Administrator 
has been able to respond to many hundreds of people who stop in to 
voice their opinion, complaints, and _ suggestions. Such an 
opportunity, although time consuming, represents the ability for each 
and every person in Falmouth to be in touch with local government. 
While not every problem has been resolved to the satisfaction of 
every citizen, one of the highest priorities for the office of the 
Town Administrator has been to respond to those concerns. 


In financial terms, the Town was able to provide continuing services 
without financial disruption and in an atmosphere of solid financial 
decisions. As ever, the Finance Committee’s contributions toward the 
financial stability of this community has been extremely important. 


Environmental issues including the development of treatment of the 
Falmouth water supply at Long Pond, continuing efforts to resolve 
problems at the wastewater treatment facility, and ongoing efforts to 
provide solid waste management in an effective way, have all been 
important operational issues. The response to Hurricane Bob and the 
subsequent clean-up activity provided by the Department of Public 
Works was a fine example of local services at work. Reimbursement 
from FEMA for much of the cost of the clean-up and repair of damage 
caused by Hurricane Bob provided much needed support to the Town. 


During this year, labor relations can be categorized as relatively 
stable and productive. The contract negotiations with most units 
were concluded for current years and most employees recognized the 
limitations in a tight economy. They are to be commended for their 
understanding. 


Finally, the Town Administrator would like to thank the people of 
this community for helping to make this Town a quality place to live.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the last fiscal year the Falmouth Fire Department responded 
to three- thousand, two hundred, seventy-two (3,272) incidents. This 
represents a slight decrease over FY 91. 

The Department placed into service a new aerial ladder replacing 
one that was disabled. This piece of apparatus meets the new standards 
recently adopted. 

Hurricane "Bob" strained the resources of the Fire Department to 
the maximum. All members are to be congratulated for outstanding 
performance under extremely dangerous conditions. Three incidents that 
occurred during the hurricane deserve special mention. 

The partial destruction of the roof of the Admiralty Apartments 
required the evacuation of all residents due to the possibility of a 
‘pancake’ collapse. The cooperation between the Fire and Police 
Departments enabled the evacuation to proceed quickly and efficiently. 

The rescue of one person from the Tea Room at Silver Beach was 
conducted at the height of the storm resulting in extreme danger to the 
rescue crew. This incident clearly revealed that the public should heed 
the evacuation notice and not place the rescue crew in unnecessary 
danger. The action of Captain Frederick Crocker and his crew is typical 
of the fire service dedication to the principle of service to others 
regardless of personal risk. 

Breaker 15 was utilized in the Silver Beach rescue and had to be 
abandoned in place due to the vehicle stalling because of rapidly rising 
water. It was felt that the vehicle would have to be scrapped. The 
vehicle was retrieved as soon as the water receded. Immediate 
intervention by Master Mechanic Joshua Murphy and Assistant Mechanic 
John Rose resulted in the vehicle being placed back in service ina 
short time. 

Firefighter Arthur Corey and the other firefighters assigned to the 
Woods Hole Station were attempting to clear downed trees that blocked 
their travel to Woods Hole Village when a falling tree section struck 
and seriously injured Firefighter Corey. Firefighter Corey required 
emergency transfer to a Boston Hospital and has been unable to return to 
duty. This is another example of firefighters’ devotion to duty above 
what their job requires. 

Paramedics and EMT’s of the Department continue to conduct CPR 
classes for the public. They do so on their own time and without 
compensation. The rescue personnel realize that early intervention by 
someone trained in CPR results in a more viable patient and also 
improves the patient’s chance for survival. They recommend that someone 
in every home be trained in CPR. The members who conduct this training 
provide a valuable service to our community.

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FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Police Department received 18,587 requests for services of 
which 13,959 required police investigations resulting in 6,349 court 
cases. Reported crimes against property resulted in a loss of personal 
assets of $1,165,870. Incidents reported were 2,343 of which 428 were 
cleared by arrests and court complaints. Reported crimes against 
persons were 461 of which 227 were cleared by arrests and court 
complaints. The majority of these crimes were simple assault and 
batteries which rose dramatically due to the passing of the new Abuse 
Prevention Law on domestic violence. The police department’s 
investigation of crimes against person and crimes against property 
resulted in 436 Protective Custody Detentions. 


There were 1,089 accidents in which four resulted in fatalities. 7,784 
citations were issued as a result of accidents and other motor vehicle 
violations. Criminal and noncriminal fines, through the court, 
generated revenue of $75,094. 


Suppression of drug activities and offshoot crimes continue to be a top 
priority. A major seizure of marijuana with a street value of $65,000, 
originating in Arizona, indicates that Falmouth is not isolated from 
major drug supply sources. Over forty (40) arrests were made for 
distribution and/or possession of controlled substances. Eleven search 
Warrants were executed resulting in the seizure of five (5) motor 
vehicles which were utilized in the transportation of illegal drugs, 
including $15,000 in cash. The Detective Division continues to keep 
approximately forty homes and businesses under surveillance for 
suspected drug activities. 


The Eighth Annual Police Breakfast was held on Sunday June 14, 1992. 
Civilian awards were given to Susan Rogers for assisting the 
apprehension of a felon; Robert and Nancy Hinds for assisting in the 
apprehension of several felons; Letter Carrier Larry Ferriter for his 
help in the apprehension of two juveniles for breaking and entering. 
Robert Shaw assisted in the rescue of a drowning woman. Debbie Smith, 
Scott Munroe and Richard Perry assisted Fire Department personnel 
including Captain Mickey Moniz, and Firefighters Phil McClung, Doug 
Sabens and Scott Williamson in the rescue of two (2) drowning men at Old 
Silver Beach. Several Police Officers were honored for outstanding 
service: Ptl. Michael P. Leighton for recognizing a disguised driver 
under suspension which lead to the seizure of a large amount of cocaine. 
Ptl. Kris Bohnenberger for a routine motor vehicle stop which lead to 
the seizure of large amounts of various drugs. Ptl. Kent H. Clarkson II 
and Michael F. Gower for their efforts in the apprehension of two felony 
suspects which lead to the arrest of more suspects and the solving of 
several breaking and enterings. Ptl. Paul A. Wolfe, Jr. for his efforts 
in the same case as well as the apprehension of a suspect caught in the 
act of breaking and entering into an East Falmouth store. Perfect 
attendance awards to Det. Paul R. Gonsalves, Central Records Supervisor 
Ptl. Percy Kennedy, Ptl. Robert R. Ronayne and Juvenile/D.A.R.E. Officer 
Cheryl A. Atherton-Cunha. Officers Robert R. Ronayne and Cheryl A. 
Atherton-—Cunha were presented plaques as the 1992 Officers of the Year 
for their outstanding contributions to the Falmouth Police Department.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee continues its efforts to make 
Falmouth schools ones of quality. Committee members devoted a 
large amount of time on various initiatives such as policy development, 
negotiations, and the Fiscal Year 1993 Budget. Meetings of the group 
were usually held twice a month with one meeting being in a different 
school each month. This allowed the Committee to meet with parents, 
staff, and students, and to have a capsule view of each school. 

Our Superintendent of Schools, Dr. Robert V. Antonucci, 
was selected to be the new Commissioner of Education for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and tendered his resignation as of June 
1,.1992. He served as Superintendent of Schools ‘for «twelve years. In 
his tenure, the system has made many significant gains and we thank 
him for his efforts. As a tribute to him, the Committee named the 
field house at the high school in his’ honor. We wish him _ well and 
know he will be a_ strong contributor to public education in the 
Commonwealth. 

At the annual Town Election in May, Dr. Donald Delinks, S. Eric 
Asendorf, and Maureen O’Connell were re-elected for three year terms. 
Newcomer Pamela Vidal was elected to fill a one-year unexpired term. 
Long term member Brenda Westgate was not a candidate for re-election. 
We thank her for her many years of service to the Committee. 

In November, the Committee passed a condom availability policy 
based on the recommendation of the Department of Public Health and 
Department of Education. We supported this initiative and saw it in 
the context of a health issue. The policy generated considerable 
discussion in the community. A non-binding question was on the ballot 
in the May election. A majority of voters supported the Committee. It 
is. unfortunate that..this one issue appeared to be the focus» of 
attention for many months as it detracted from issues which were 
far more important to the education of children. 

At the Annual Town Meeting a budget of $19,500,000, was 
approved; for.«-Fiscal.-Year. 1993. While it was $550,000 less’ than 
the original amount requested by the Committee, it will be used to 
continue most programs and retain most staff. 

We extend our sincere appreciation to the town for its 
continued support of the » public schools. We encourage your 
continued involvement, and with you the best.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


It is with a sense of accomplishment and sadness that I submit my final 
report as Superintendent of Schools. On June 1, 1992, after twelve 
years of service to the Town of Falmouth, I began work as the 
Commissioner of Education for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The 
years I have spent at the head of the school system has been some of 
the most rewarding ones of my career. 


Dr. Peter L. Clark, Assistant Superintendent, was appointed Acting 
Superintendent as of June 1, 1992, and served until a new superintendent 
was selected. The School Committee began a search in May and hoped to 
complete it prior to the start of the new school year. 


Students and staff have made significant gains in achievement, programs 
have become stronger, and facilities were upgraded. Alte etils 
contributed to a very positive environment for public education to 
prosper. 


This past year has been an active one for all schools. Enrollment 
projections for the future indicate that Falmouth High School will not 
be able to accommodate Mashpee students beyond the next five years. 


After a series of meetings between both communities, the Falmouth School 
Committee notified Mashpee that the 1995-1996 school year will be the 
last year a Mashpee freshman class may enter Falmouth High School. The 
last graduating class of Falmouth High School to include Mashpee 
students will be the Class of 1999. The relationship with Mashpee has 
been positive and we will miss the association. 


The following staff members retired after many years of service to 
the school system: Alvarina Farrell; Barbara Francis; Grace Fraser; 
Audrey Kamataris; Claire Nightingale; Robert Schuman. We extend our 
Sincere appreciation to each individual for their contributions and 
efforts. 


My sincere appreciation is extended to the community, staff, 
parents, School Committee, students, town meeting members, and town 
officials for their continued support and assistance. By working 
together we had the chance to have much success. The last twelve years 
have been terrific. Hopefully, I will continue to be involved in town 
activities and to offer any help I can. My family and I thank you for 
such a rewarding experience. My best to all for peace, happiness, and 
good health. 


The following are brief summaries of each school’s activities: 

FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 

The 1991-92 school year was extremely busy and exciting. The School 
Based Management Team, composed of teachers, parents and students, began 
the year with the theme of 1991-92 Planning for Change. A Restructuring 
Planning Team created a vision for a proposed restructured high school. 
The team visited schools throughout the Northeast, reviewed mountains of 
literature, and attended local and national conferences as they focused 
on learning outcomes. 
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The School Based Management Team revised their mission statement which 
included the banner statement: "Falmouth High School---A Community of 
Learners, All «Reaching For Their Full Potential." The group also 
received a grant from the State Department of Education to begin a 
substantial reform effort with the nationally renowned educational 
reform network out of Brown University called, "The Coalition of 
Essential Schools." We hope that in working with this network and other 
inservice programs, Falmouth High School will continue to be seen as a 
leader in the educational reform movement. Next year, the plan of the 
School Based Management Team is to continue their effort at creating a 
core curriculum and a program based on student mastery of skills. 


LAWRENCE SCHOOL 

Lawrence School completed its third year of an academic teaming 
structure that has been most successful in meeting the needs of seventh 
and eighth grade students. There has been an increase in the number of 
interdisciplinary teaching units and the opportunities for student group 
activities. Increased enrollment allowed for three academic teams to 
exist at each grade level with four academic teachers being hired at the 
eighth grade level. 


MORSE POND SCHOOL 
This past school year at Morse Pond School was an exciting time for the 
704 students who met their teachers for the first time. Many new 


learning experiences happened this year. The Principal’s Curriculum 
Council analyzed the data from the CTBS individual student achievement 
tests given to our sixth grade students. Areas were identified that 


the council felt needed curriculum attention for students. The council 
recommended instructional techniques at monthly faculty meetings. 
Another goal set by the Morse Pond staff was to increase student 
responsibility and involvement in our school. Thirty four students 
worked with six teacher trainers to become peer mediators in a pilot 
program in Peer Mediation. Lastly, parent involvement continues to grow 
and expand at Morse Pond. We have gone from seven volunteers just a few 
short years ago to well over 200 this year. 


We look forward to the time when we resume standardized testing as a 
definitive indicator of student achievement and curriculum development. 
Student initiative and responsibility will continue to be encouraged 
with the expansion of the Peer Mediation Program. Parent and community 
involvement through the VIPS and our Parent/Teacher Organization will 
grow because of all the wonderful people who give time to help make the 
very best education possible available to the fifth and sixth grade 
children of Falmouth. 


MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL 

In September major renovations to both buildings were completed. In the 
Mullen building, all the classrooms and hallways were newly carpeted and 
the ceilings lowered for energy efficiency. In the Hall building, a new 
main electrical line had been installed replacing the original line 
which had failed over the summer. The old pumps serving the Mullen 
building were replaced. The library media center was renovated. 


Led by volunteers, the children were challenged this year by a series of 
enrichment programs expanding into more classrooms. The PTO sponsored a 
major field trip for each grade which also served as_ the major 
instructional theme for several months. The PTO was also responsible for 
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bringing two major professional groups into the school---Chariots of 
Fire in November and Tribal Rhythms in June. New this year was second 
grade involvement with the Steamship Authority program for children from 
Falmouth and Martha’s Vineyard to have the opportunity to visit one 
another’s community and school. 


This waS a year in which we all tried to maintain the same level of 


services with less manpower and money available. With very few 
exceptions, we were successful. We also re-evaluated our _ school 
objectives. The results were most positive and supportive of our 


efforts on behalf of the children. Based upon the results of this 
evaluation, the direction and goal for the staff over the next several 
years will be to create a school that is more responsive to providing 
children with a developmentally appropriate curriculum and program. In 
this way, we hope to continue to best serve the children attending the 
Mullen-Hall School and the Falmouth community in general. 


TEATICKET SCHOOL 

Teaticket School added a Preschool Language Development Program this 
year along with a fifth kindergarten session because of an unusual large 
enrollment surge during the summer. 


Children Teaching Children expanded this year with excellent results. 
Seventh graders from the Lawrence School conducted science lessons with 
our first and second graders; fourth and third graders teamed with 
kindergarten, grade one and grade two classes for literature and drama 
activities. Learning experiences were high for both the younger and 
older children. Thematic teaching was a focus of the staff culminating 
in a school-wide Learning Lab on plants and vegetables. 


The building was given needed attention with new tiling in the corridors 
and cafeteria, new windows and doors. 


The year was one of growth and productivity for parents, students and 
staff. Seven staff members received their Masters Degree, and one was 
selected as a recipient of the Sallie Mae First-Year Teacher Award, a 
national award. 


EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL 

The 1991-92 school year began with an enrollment of almost 500 students. 
Many maintenance projects to the building were completed. Curriculum 
initiatives such as whole language, the writing process, using computers 
in the classroom, cooperative learning thematic units, and AIMS 
activities were conducted. Participation in Books and Beyond continued 
to grow. Three evening gold medal ceremonies were held because of the 
large number of medals awarded. 


Despite budget cutbacks, each student in grades one through four 
participated in a performance in front of the whole school with an 
additional performance for family members. Math nights were held for 
grades one and three. Many Thanksgiving feasts, overnights in school, 
All Kids Craft Fair, Nutrition Fair, Halloween Parade, Very Special 
Person Week, Science Fair, Elementary Track Meet, poetry reading, poster 
contests, and family pot luck suppers took place. Also, every class 
took a major field trip supported by the PTO, parents, and other outside 
sources. 
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Financial and volunteer support from the PTO and VIPS volunteers gained 
added importance as budgets became tighter. The PTO brought in three 
speakers/performers -— a composer, an environmental puppet show, and a 
performer who featured early American music and instruments. Active 
involvement also continued with a Recycled Kids’ Clothing Sale, Book 
Fair, a float in the Christmas Parade which won third prize, two bake 
sales during elections, a pencil for each student on opening day, and 
gifts for the fourth graders at the Annual Appreciation Breakfast. 


NORTH FALMOUTH SCHOOL 

The year opened with 503 new students, and a kindergarten and first 
grade class was added. The school is now filled to capacity. The VIPS 
program sponsored 200 volunteers in our school throughout the year and 
Project Stile was developed and coordinated by them. Our reading 
program, A Million Minutes of Reading and a week long self-esteem 
project were school-wide community programs. Students also participated 
in a poster contest, plantings and recycling projects. 


The PTO was a tremendous support to our school and organized a Summer 
Resource Night for Kids, provided field trips, purchased two swing sets 
for the playground, brought in parenting program speakers and sponsored 
school-wide programs such as A Million Minutes of Reading. Also, they 
have fostered a relationship between home and school and continue to 
support parent and teacher cooperation. Community outreach activities 
have taken place such as involvement of members of the scientific 
community, contributions to the Kids Connection pages in the Falmouth 
Enterprise, Community Science Fair at Falmouth High School, 
Intergenerational Learning program for grade three and four, fourth 
grade spelling bee, and the All Kid’s Craft Fair which donated proceeds 
to the U.S. Marine’s Toys for Toys Program. 


CONCLUSION 

Once again, we have had an exciting and challenging year. The success 
achieved is a direct result of the active involvement of the parents, 
staff, students and the community at large. Though the economic climate 
is not as strong as we would like, we were still able to offer a high 
degree of programs and services. Town government is working well in 
Falmouth. As a result of the good fiscal planning in the past years, we 
did not experience the drastic problems seen in other communities. We 
appreciate all you do and encourage you to stay active, remain involved, 
and be committed to the children of the Town.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Following is the 32nd Annual Report of the Falmouth Department of Public 
Works covering operations of the Department for the period July 1, 1991 
through June 30, 1992. The Department completed its first full fiscal 
year under the new Town Charter, which went into affect January 1, 1991. 


ROADS 

For the third year in a row, the Department has been unable to secure 
local major road funds for resurfacing and major road maintenance, thus 
deferring needed road work. This has been the first fiscal year no major 
road rebuilding has been undertaken in the nine years I have been 
Director of Public Works. Our computerized pavement management system 
lists twenty (20) miles of local roads below a pavement serviceability 
index of 2.5. To bring these roads alone up to standard with a 
resurfacing program will cost 3.2 million dollars, which is out of reach 
of the annual "pay as you go" approach. The Town is fast falling behind 
in maintaining its road system and the longer roads are left to 
deteriorate, the cost to rebuild becomes astronomical. 


HURRICANE BOB 

On August 19, 1991, Hurricane Bob hit Falmouth with winds in excess of 
100 miles an hour, causing approximately 1.3 million dollars damage of 
public property. The storm was classified a Category Three Hurricane. 
Debris cleanup from the storm placed a heavy burden on the entire 
Department. Major sections of Surf Drive were rebuilt in May 1991, as 
the road was totally destroyed. Other sections of shore roads are still 
awaiting repairs. The major reason for this delay is present lack of 
funding from the Federal and State government, causing cash flow 
problems. Funding breakdowns are 75% Federal, 12-1/2% State and 12-1/2 % 
Town. Further information regarding the Hurricane is set forth in the 
Tree Warden’s report. 


EQUIPMENT 

Again, due to tight fiscal conditions facing the Town, no new equipment 
or truck purchases have been made for the third year in a row. Rolling 
stock is aging and getting tired, thus placing a heavy burden on the 
Department repair budgets. Our equipment has a replacement value in 
excess of one million dollars and it is important this be kept up ona 
scheduled replacement basis. We have a five year capital program in 
place, but is not being followed due to lack of funds. 


SOLID WASTE 

The Department continues to operate the Disposal Area with its own 
equipment and personnel. Wastes such as metal, tires, mattresses and box 
springs, and waste oil continue to be recycled and an area for leaves 
and yard wastes is set aside for composting. The Department prepared 
specifications and put out to bid a new three year refuse collection 
contract with curbside recycling. This contract goes into effect July 1, 
1992 and is being assumed by the Department. It previously was a 
contract administered by the Selectmen’s office. 
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The Town recycled 7,060 gallons of waste oil at a cost of $1,725. Total 
Disposal Area revenue for fiscal year 1992 was $155,297.24. 


The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station handled a total of 40,473 tons 
of refuse through the facility for shipment to SEMASS. Of this total, 
Falmouth contributed 22,121 tons or 55 percent. Total tonnage increase 
over the previous fiscal year was 9.4 percent. 


ENGINEERING 

Our Assessor Maps which include house numbers for the second year has 
been a big plus for the Engineering Division. We coordinate our efforts 
with the Assessor’s department and the Building Department in keeping 
"House Numbers" as accurate as possible. 


Daily requests for house numbers were received and assigned. This office 
reminds those who do not have a number to please call and one will be 
given. Also, by a Town bylaw, you are required to put up the numbers of 
at least 3 inches in height on or near your front door. 


The Engineering Division with the assistance of Data Processing have 
compiled a street listing including several new roads with low and high 
house numbers for the up-coming 911 Emergency phone line. We are 
striving for accuracy, in house numbers and road descriptions. 


August was the month that Hurricane "Bob" made his entrance. The 
Engineering Division had their work cut out for them, surveying and 
estimating the damage along the beach roads. This was just a portion of 
the work which lasted for quite some time. The office had a great deal 
of paper work, keeping track of man hours and equipment used to restore 
the Town. FEMA and MEMA representatives worked with the Engineering 
Division regarding Damage Survey Reports. This was an experience to be 
remembered for future hurricanes or disasters. 


This office has played a major role in putting together a Curbside 
Recycling Specification which went into effect in July 1992. The Bid was 
awarded to Browning-Ferris Industries, for the Curbside Pickup. Pickup 
takes place every other week and our "Blue" containers stand out proudly 
along the roadsides. 


The Town Hall is also proud of our new signs which the Engineering 
Division had made up for the various departments for the public. The 
Signs are in burgundy with white lettering and the public finds it 
easier to locate the various departments. 


June 1992 marked the end of the first full year for the Department of 
Public Works Street Opening Permit Program. Two utilities, Colonial Gas 
and New England Telephone have taken advantage of the Annual Permit. 
Colonial Gas remains the largest user with numerous main extensions and 
service connections as residents convert to gas. The cooperation of 
utilities has been positive and problems have been few. Twenty-eight 
(28) permits were issued for various projects within Town ways. The 
Engineering Division will continue to seek the help of other departments 
and boards in seeing that the public is aware of the permit program and 
wishes to thank them for their help. It is our intent to see that the 
program will insure that the safety and quality of our public ways are 
maintained. 
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The following design projects were done in-house by our Technical 
section: 
* Palmer Avenue Reconstruction 
Ter Heun Drive Extention 
Prepared specifications for monitoring the Landfill leachate 
Prepared subdivision street standards 
Miscellaneous drainage systems at various locations 
In the process of preparing plans and specifications 
for the closure of five acres of the Landfill 
* Started a Bridge Inspection Program with Eel Pond 
Bridge repair work, being identified and completed 
before the Summer tourist season 
* Updated our Pavement Management System and layout of a 
recommended Fiscal Year Repair Program 
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Our Survey Crew were busy doing a varied number of projects. A few 
notable ones were: 


* Updated Assessor Maps 

* Set bounds and surveyed projects for the Waterways Committee at 
various locations 

* Supported the School Recreation Department by laying out the 
recreation facilities 

* Prepared weekly Landfill Reports, setting grades and obtaining 
volumes 

* Layout of the Compost Facility, obtaining volumes when 
needed 

* Supported the recovery effort due to Hurricane "Bob" by obtaining 
the necessary field data for the Disaster Survey Reports 

* Up-dated training on the Auto Cad and implemented the Earthwork 
Program 

* Surveyed several roads for future inclusion into our Road Repair 
Program 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by the general 
public, other departments, and committees have been answered and/or 
complied with. Most notable of these are the numerous inspections by 
this office for the Planning Board so that roads and drainage in new 
subdivisions conform to Town standards. Also during FY92, this Division 
has attempted to start a Bridge Repair System by a continuous inspection 
program and identifying possible solutions to correcting § any 
discrepancies. 


TREE WARDEN, PARKS AND FORESTRY DIVISION 

Hurricane Bob dominated almost exclusively the work efforts of this 
Division for the entire fiscal year. Virtually every village in Town 
sustained damage to trees; the southeast facing exposures experienced 
the highest amount of damage along with areas of Goodwill Park and the 
Town Forest.

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On October 03, 1991, the American Forest Council announced that the 
Falmouth Tree Farm was the recipient of a $4,330 Grant for restoration 
and replanting of the severely damaged timber stands. A salvage cut was 
administered and executed with in-house services and net profit to the 
Town was $5,007 in timber revenues. An Eagle Scout project was conducted 
in the Spring of 1992 that replanted 7,200 tree seedlings within these 
damaged stands. 


Over 200 storm related stumps were removed from public areas, some of 
which were contracted for removal, requiring very large equipment. 


Of the massive sixteen day, public/private road tree debris pickup 
conducted by this Division, a total of 86,000 cubic yards of debris were 
transported and stored at a debris site off Blacksmith Shop Road. 


Trees throughout Town have been under an inordinate amount of stress 
from the Hurricane’s salt spray and prior to that a drought period also 
limited tree health. As a result many Town trees were severely damaged 
and tree mortality was also a factor. A most notable 132 year old 
healthy American Elm at the Chamber of Commerce Building had to be 
removed because of the structural damage it received from the Hurricane. 


I am pleased to announce that our Division did not sustain one work 
related injury in dealing with the cleanup effort throughout the whole 
year. This is quite a feat because hurricane cleanup work can be 
extremely hazardous. 


WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 
FALMOUTH WATER SYSTEM 


During 1991 the Falmouth water system continued expansion with 
1.49 miles of new water mains, 12 new fire hydrants and 89 new 
water service connections added to the system. 


Implementation of the "Safe Drinking Water Act Amendments of 
1986" is underway with special concern for the Surface Water 
Treatment Rule (SWIR). Malcolm Pirnie, Inc. engineers were hired 
to do the engineering services for the new Long Pond Disinfection 
Facility to be completed in 1993. 


Mares Pond Well is under construction and will be in operation by 
Spring: of -1993°% 


FALMOUTH SEWER SYSTEM 
During 1991 we continued to have operational problems with the 
Falmouth Wastewater Treatment Facility. The principal problems 
are with the aeration system and the infiltration basins. 
Wright-—Pierce Engineers are still retained by the Town to 
investigate the problems and assist the Town with claims against 
the contractor and design engineer. This litigation is currently 
in progress.

UPPER CAPE COD REGIONAL VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


High School enrollment, as of October 1, 1991 consisted of 
seventy-five students from Bourne, One Hundred twenty-six from Falmouth, 
eight from Marion, fifty-five from Sandwich, and one hundred eighty-nine 
from Wareham. An additional thirty students were enrolled in the 
Licensed Practical Nursing Program; one student was tuitioned from the 
Town of Mashpee and ten students were tuitioned from the Town of 
Plymouth. 

The school served as a disaster center for Hurricane Bob and provided 
Shelter and assistance for over 600 people. Wind and water damage to 
the building totalled approximately $152,000, all covered by insurance 
except for a small deductible amount. 

Improvements this year included the replacement of a 6,000 gallon 
underground gasoline tank, and the upgrading of ballasts and lighting 
through an energy conservation grant. Hurricane damage, including 
removal and replacement of the gymnasium floor, gymnasium roof and 
windows, has been repaired. Air Filtration equipment has been added to 
the Marine Services Shop and a 20 station computer room has_ been 
established through Federal Grant Funding. We continue to aggressively 
pursue competitive grant funding and have been successful in securing 
funding for Drop—out Prevention, Drug & Alcohol Prevention and a variety 
of other programs which provide educational services to high school 
Students and adults. 

The Board of Registration of Nursing has granted full approval for 
the Licensed Practical Nursing Program. In June 1992, thirty students 
were graduated from this Program. All 1991 graduates have 
satisfactorily passed the LPN Licensing Examination. 

The school has created a Tech Prep Program in cooperation with Cape 
Cod Community College and Cape Cod Technical School. Students from both 
Regional Vocational Technical Schools and from each district school 
system will be eligible for the upgraded program at grade 11. The first 
major, Business Management Technology will be available in September 
1992, with additional programs under development for the following year. 

All Tech Prep Programs will be four year integrated programs offered 
jointly by the Technical Schools and the Community College culminating 
with a high school diploma and trade certificate from the Technical 
School as well as an Associate Degree from the Community College. 

1991-1992 has been a very challenging year fiscally. Substantial 
reductions in budgetary support from the Towns resulted in reduction of 
six (6) full-time staff positions and the resultant restructuring of 
programs and services. All staff are commended for the extra efforts to 
continue school programs in spite of staff reductions. 

After fifteen years of service to Upper CApe Cod _ Regional 
Vocational-—Technical School and the Town of Marion, Helen G. Westergard 
chose not to seek re-election at the end of her term of office. The 
Committee expresses appreciation to Mrs. Westergard for her dedicated 
service and support to the students and school. 

The Regional School District Committee also extends its appreciation 
to the many advisory boards which assist us in developing and 
maintaining educational programs, various town and school officials who 
support our efforts, and the administration and other school employees 
who continue to contribute to the success of Upper Cape Cod Regional 
Vocational-Technical School

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PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT 


Due to fiscal constraints, for the fourth consecutive year, no new 
positions were created. The employment function was active with 32 
permanent positions filled, 8 promotions awarded and 222. step 
increases processed. 

There are 613 subscribers enrolled in the group health plan, Blue 
Cross Blue Shield. 104 retirees pay directly since their pensions are 
insufficient to cover the cost of the insurance premium. The 
Personnel Department billed and processed $163,039.53 during FY 92 for 
these subscribers. 

During this calendar year, 83 employees or members of their 
families contacted our employee assistance provider, the EAP Network 
for aid in handling emotional, family, marital, financial and 
substance abuse problems. In addition to the private counselling, the 
EAP Network also provided School and Town employees with program 
orientations and supervisory training programs to help our staff 
identify troubled employees. Two separate stress management seminars 
were conducted for employees. 

A valuable seminar focusing on "Customer Relations-the Taxpayer as 
Customer" was offered, facilitated by the Rev. Alan Page and 
John Dolen from Falmouth Hospital. We look forward to offering 
continued programs for employee development. 

The focus on cost containment has been a positive outgrowth of this 
poor economy and we have been successful in reducing costs for 
mandated programs. This year the Personnel Department assumed 
responsibility for the management of Injured on Duty claims for Fire 
Fighters and Police personnel who are injured on the job. By utilizing 
a program provided by our Workers’ Compensation carrier, the Town 
saved 25% on costs compared with the former method of medical payment. 

Changing our Workers’ Compensation coverage to a non profit agency 
affiliated with the Massachusetts Municipal Association has _ proven 
beneficial. A Town-wide Safety Committee was’ established 
incorporating both School and town members which performs safety 
audits, reviews all injury claims and suggests methods of prevention. 
Controls and lines of accountability have successfully reduced our 
loss ratio from 61% in 1991 to 17% in 1992. The Town received an award 
from MIIA for having the most improved record of its 233 members. This 
reduction in exposure will benefit our future premiums as well as 
maintain the health and well being of our employees. 

Former employees filed 35 claims for Unemployment Compensation of 
which 8 were contested as we believed the applicants ineligible for 
the benefit. Four of those contests were successful saving the Town 
S237 000cminadLrectucosts, 

Labor Relations was an active component of the department. The 
Police Federation joined the national organization, International 
Brotherhood of Police Officers/NAGE. Neither their contract nor that 
of the Superior Officers’ Association had been settled by the end of 
June for the contract period ending June 1992. The Public Employee 
Local 1249 (DPW), AFSCME Library Association and I.A.F.F. Local 1397 
(Fire Fighters) had not settled their respective contracts to extend 
Into, fiscal..93. 


CHRISTINA CALLAHAN,Personnel Director 
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BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


There were several major changes made in the Building Department 
personnel. John Alcorn, the former Building Commissioner, left in 
February to take another position after serving the Town of Falmouth 
for 4 years. He was replaced by Eladio Gore, one of the Local 
Inspectors who has been with the town since February 1988. The Local 
Inspector position was filled in June with the appointment of Joseph 
Innamorati who had worked in the private sector for many years. His 
experience included the supervision of several large local projects 
one of them being the Falmouth Recreation Building. 

The fiscal year saw the enactment of a new Sign By-law which 
culminated a year-long project. This included several public meetings 
in which both local business people and town officials worked at 
providing a comprehensive yet fair document. Adminstation of the new 
Sign by-law includes the Design Review Committee serving to provide 
advisory recomendations to the Building Commissioner and the Board of 
Selectmen. 

A noticable increase in the number of complaints to the Building 
Department has necessitated the need to limit investigation and 
enforcement to only written request by an agrieved person or a town 
board. Life safety issues shall always take priority and be given 
immediate attention. 

The 1991-1992 fiscal year was another busy year for building 
activity in Falmouth with 5294 permits issued for _ building, 
electrical, plumbing and gas construction activities. The various 
inspectors made 11,254 inspections during the fiscal year. 

Some of the noteworthy projects that permits were issued for: The 
Town of Falmouth Harbormaster Building, May Institute, Radio tower, 
MBL Research Lab, Church of the Nazarene, MBL Carpentry Shop and 
Office, Five (5) new retail stores in the Falmouth Mall, Cape Cod 
Associates addition, Falmouth Housing Authority, First Congregational 
Church addition and Falmouth’s first Pig Farm. 

Some noteworthy alterations, additions, relocations and/or 
expansions included the National Academy of Science, Morse Pond School 
addition, St. Patrick’s Church, John Wesley Methodist Church, St. 
Thomas Chapel, Mobil Gas Station on Davis Straits, Dunkin Donut 
drive-up, Bus Shelter on Water Street, wheelchair lifts at North 
Falmouth Elementary and East Falmouth Elementary Schools and Mass. 
Housing Assistance Corp. Children’s Educational Center, Domenic’s 
Restaurant, Laureen’s, LeRoux and Roland’s Tailoring.

DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


Recent economic events have weakened municipal treasuries throughout 
the Commonwealth, however, the Department of Natural Resources has 
still been able to enhance its public service role without creating 
additional costs for the taxpayer. True - govermental agencies don’t 
work this way, but we have had the advantage of getting a lot of 
support from people in the community who have donated so much of their 
time and materials. Therefore, we have some thanking to do: 


The Falmouth Wetlands Action Committee was formed under the Town’s 
Local Comprehensive Plan to inventory and analyze wetlands in the Town 
of Falmouth for the Cape Cod Commisison. The members of this 
committee have located and documented many new wetlands that have not 
appeared on the Cape Cod Critical Atlas. They are also examining the 
botany, hydrology, and animal life of these wetlands as well as any 
natural or man made impact that may have an adverse affect on them. 
The committee is comprised of a team of twelve people with strong 
academic credentials in botany, biology and ecology. They will give 
much of their free time during the next two years to work on the 
project. For this effort the Department of Natural Resources is 
grateful to the F.W.A.C.’s members -— Ellie Armstrong curator ‘of the 
Grey Museum of the Marine Biological Laboratory, Dr. Richard Bachus of 
the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution, Anne Buckley consulting 
taxonomist, Mary Hunt amateur taxonomist, Sandy Maclean President of 
the Citizens for the Protection of Waquoit Bay, Pam Paloni marine 
biologist, Alison Robb instructing ecologist Waquoit Bay National 
Estuarmarine Reserve, Peggy Sloan Association for the Preservation of 
Cape Cod, Adele Rustintino science teacher The Cambridge School in 
Weston, Dr. Donald Zinn and Marge Zinn - Harvard University retired. 


Ruth and Rusty Parsons of Sadie’s Lane have donated to us their 16 
foot, Alpex, motor boat, complete with a 60 HP. Evenrude engine. 
Prior to this charitable contribution we had no boat, now, (thanks to 
them), we are able to thoroughly enforce the Town’s shellfish laws. 


The Friends of the Falmouth Pound have raised money to buy the Town 
Dog Pound outside runs, a perimeter fence, and have paid for the 
interior painting of the kennel facility. As well as paying for the 
general upgrading of the pound, they have done their standard hard 
work getting abandoned dogs good homes. 
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Dr. Aimlee Ladderman of Yale University and the Marine Biological 
Laboratory iS continuing to study and retrieve data from the 
Blacksmith Shop Road white cedar replication project. Her guidance at 
the site has allowed the Town to develop this mitigation area, and we 
are pleased that it is also providing the scientific community with 
some valuable information. 


F.Y. ‘'92 provided challenges for the Town of Falmouth and the 
Department of Natural Resources, and of course the biggest, bar none, 
was Hurricane Bob. Like many Town departments, D.N.R. was out during 
the hurricane. Our task prior to Bob making landfall was to notify 
residents of low-lying communities to evacuate. When the hurricane 
struck, we attached our units to the North Falmouth Fire Station and 
the East Falmouth Fire Station. During this time, D.N.R. helped with 
rescues and evacuations in areas such as New Silver Beach. 


We had some changes: 


The Department of Natural Resources is now located at 59 Pumping 
Station Road. Which is a perfect spot for us since the Department of 
Environmental Protection requires D.N.R. to patrol Long Pond daily to 
maintain compliance with their waiving of our reservoir from stricter 
requirements. 


We also have a new animal control officer, Charlene Triantafillou. 
She is an asset, and has worked very hard at enforcing the town dog 
regulations, which is evident by the reduction of strays in the 
streets and by a sudden surge in dog licensing. During the seven 
months she has been in the position Charlene has picked up 251 dogs 
and responded to 1,127 complaints. 


Normal Operations: 


The Department inspected 1,960 hunters, 2,819 shellfishermen, issued 
58 cease and desists, issued 134 non-criminal citations, and has 
prosecuted 14 criminal cases including three arrests. We have drafted 
an emergency plan for the containment of an oil or hazardous material 
spill in Waquoit Bay. In addition, we serve on the _ following 
committees: The Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution Sea Grant Marine 
Outreach Guidance Group, the Waquoit Bay National Estuarine Research 
Reserve Resource Protection Committee, the Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution / American Littoral Society coastal pond discussion group, 
and, in accordance with the Cape Cod Commission’s Local Comprehensive 
Plan, we sit on the Falmouth Planning Board’s Wetlands and Wildlife 
Committee and its Coastal Resource Committee as well as being part of 
the Fire Department’s Emergency Response Task Force.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The downward trend in subdivision approvals experienced in the past 
few years continued in 1992. The Planning Board met 36 times and 
approved 2 preliminary plans and 7 definitive plans creating 21 lots. 
The Board also endorsed 31 plans as not requiring Planning Board 
approval creating another 32 lots, bringing the total number of lots 
created to 53 —- 4 less than the number approved last year. The Board 
also approved 9 Site Plan and 8 Special Permit applications. 


The board recommended 24 amendments to the Zoning Bylaw at Town 
Meeting of which 21 were adopted. Adopted amendments include 
floodplain restrictionsy updates to the Town’s_ landscaping 
requirements and technology transfer in Public Use districts. 


The Board continued its involvement in the development of the Local 
Comprehensive Plan through a cooperative effort with the Local 
Planning Committee (LPC). In addition to having three members on the 
LPC, the Board has prime responsibility for the development of the 
Land Use and Growth Management element of the Local Comprehensive 
Plan. The Goals and Policies of this element are drafted, data 
collection .is .underway,. including .a. study .of «-"strip').. zones jan 
commercial districts, and town-wide hearings to gather public input 
will be scheduled in the coming year. 


As a result of changes in the Town Charter, the Planning Board 
increased its membership from seven to nine members. A third vacancy 
was created by the retirement of E. Neil Helmers. The Board wishes to 
thank Neil for his exemplary service to the board and wishes him well 
in his new position as chairman of the Local Planning Committee. The 
Board also welcomes new members Raleigh Costa, David C. Oshman, and 
Dorinda Osterman. William C. Parks and Janet Hand were re-elected by 
the . Board to their respective. positions. as Chairman. and 
Clerk/Secretary. Assistant Planner John Hulsey departed in 1992 to 
pursue his planning career in the Cayman Islands. The Board thanks 
John for his 3 years of dedicated service to the Town. John was 
replaced by Rhett Lamb, a graduate of Tufts University. The Board 
also wishes to thank other town departments and the many volunteers 
who have committed valuable time and resources to the various efforts 
of the Planning Board.

LOCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


As provided by the Cape Cod Commission Act, the Selectmen appointed 
the Falmouth Local Planning Committee (LPC) in October 1990. Tt ws 
comprised of seven representatives of various town boards. and 
committees, and interested citizens. The LPC met 24 times during 
1992,. 


The primary responsibility of the LPC is to oversee the preparation of 
Falmouth’s Local Comprehensive Plan. This plan will articulate a 
collective vision of Falmouth’s future and serve as a guide to the 
many public and private decisions that will affect this future. Issues 
addressed cover a broad range of topics including: land use and growth 
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management, natural resources, community facilities and services, 
economic development, and historic. preservation and community 
character. The LPC’s objectives are as follows: 


1) To oversee the preparation of Falmouth’s Local Comprehensive 
Plan using the Cape Cod Commission’s Regional Policy Plan and Local 
Comprehensive Plan Guidelines as a starting point. 

2) To get the most appropriate board, committee, Town Department 
or other group to assume primary responsibility for preparation, 
implementation, and future maintenance of each Local Comprehensive 
Plan element. 

3) To compile and edit the final document that is submitted to 
Town Meeting to assure that the elements are consistent with respect 
to content, format, and style, and to highlight any unresolved 
conflicts among Town groups and with the Cape Cod Commission. 

4) To see that procedural requirements such as public hearings, 
consultation with neighboring towns, communications with the Cape Cod 
Commission, etc. are complied with. 

5) To administer grants from the Cape Cod Commission and others to 
achieve optimum use of money in plan preparation. 

6) To review the consistency of the Local Comprehensive Plan with 
the requirements of the Cape Cod Commission, State laws and 
regulations, and Town Meeting requirements for a Master Plan, and to 
explain any unresolved inconsistencies. 

7) To keep Selectmen, the Town Administrator, and the Public 
informed about progress in formulating the Local Comprehensive Plan. 

8) To submit the completed Local Comprehensive Plan to Falmouth 
Town Meeting for approval in the Fall of 1993. 


Each element of the Local Comprehensive Plan will include the 
following scope: 


1. A statement of Goals and Policies 

2. An Inventory of existing resources 

3. An Analysis of existing conditions, problems and future needs 
4. Maps, Charts and Graphs 

5. Actions to achieve Goals and Objectives 

6. A Timetable for Implementation 


A detailed work program was developed by the LPC during 1992. This 
scope of work specifies the tasks, products and responsibilities of 
each stage of the planning process and includes estimates of the time 
needed to achieve specific objectives. The Cape Cod Commission 
approved this scope of work and has awarded a grant of $76,000 to the 
Town for plan development and implementation. 


To date, Goals and Policies have been drafted for 7 of the 14 subject 
areas and data collection for many of the inventories is underway. 
Recent accomplishments include the near completion of an extensive 
inventory of coastal and fresh water ponds, and a coastal resource 
inventory project which mapped natural and man-made features of 
Falmouth’s Buzzards Bay shoreline. Ongoing projects include a 
transportation study and analysis, and a comprehensive survey and 
mapping of the Town’s wetlands and wildlife and plant habitat. Future 
projects include mapping of the Town’s Vineyard Sound coastline and a 
project to identify and map Falmouth’s archeological features. 
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On August 12, 1992, the LPC sponsored a "Vision Forum" in conjunction 
with the League of Women Voters. The purpose of this well-attended, 
public forum was to involve Falmouth residents in the process of 
articulating a town vision statement. This was the first of several 
"Vision Forums" that the LPC and the League plan to hold in the coming 
year. Public information meetings and public hearings are also 
planned for each element of the plan as individual drafts near 
completion. 


As a result of a recent committee re-organization, E. Neil Helmers was 
re-elected as Chairman of the LPC. Ann Sears also retained her post 
as secretary. The LPC would like to thank George Smith for his 
service to the Committee. Mr. Smith resigned in 1992 and was replaced 
by Joe Hackler. The LPC also wishes to thank the Town Departments and 
committees, and the many volunteers who are contributing their time 
and expertise to the various efforts of the LPC.

FALMOUTH CONTRIBUTORY RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


For the year ending December 31, 1991, the Falmouth Contributory 
Retirement System ranked 12 of 107 Massachusetts retirement funds 
with a total portfolio investment return of 23.87% and ranked 1 in 
five year annualized returns at 12.52%. The assets of the system, 
totalling in excess of $18.9 million, are invested in high quality 
fixed income securities and equities overseen by the Falmouth 
Retirement Board and the retirement system’s investment manager, State 
Street Bank & Trust. 


In an effort to continue to provide up-to-date information to the 
membership, a Pre-retirement Education Seminar was held in October 
1991. The well attended session included details on calculation of 
benefits, health insurance and other issues faced when retiring. 


The retirement system currently provides service for 480 active 
members and 217 retired members and beneficiaries. During the year 
1991, eight applications for retirement benefits and twenty-eight 
request for return of accumulated deductions were _ processed. 
Seventeen new members were enrolled into the system.

HARBOR MASTER DEPARTMENT 


The Department has been working on tightening up the mooring areas 
again this year as last in all our harbors. We have permitted 146 new 
moorings, 100 in harbors without waiting lists and 46 in harbors with 
waiting lists. Our new office facility has worked out very well in our 
day to day operations.

Hurricane Bob brought an early, abrupt end to the boating season in 
Falmouth. I must commend my staff at the marina for their assistance 
before, during and after Hurricane Bob. The marina and Falmouth Inner 
Harbor had minimal damage due to their efforts. The end of August 
through October found us busy checking all our harbors and wharves for 
damage and recommendations to FEMA for repair and funding. Aids to 
navigation also had to be relocated in most of our harbors. We were 
also busy assessing all damage in all harbors and starting the repair 
process. 


I wish to thank the UNPAID volunteer Assistant Harbor Masters, the 
continuing support of the U.S.Coast Guard, Police, Fire, Public Works, 
Conservation Commission, the West Falmouth Boat Club, the local yacht 
clubs, and the many Town Departments which render assistance through 
the year.

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WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


Fiscal year 1992 was barely underway when Hurricane Bob slammed the 
Town. Entrance channels at Falmouth, Great Pond, Green Pond, and 
Menauhant were severely shoaled by Bob and the Halloween Nor’easter. 
Breakwaters at these entrances and Bourne’s Pond were also damaged. 
Every one of the fourteen harbors in the Town required attention in one 
or more of the following areas. Debris removal, launching ramps 
cleaned and repaired, floats and docks repaired, seawalls rebuilt, 
parking areas repaired, electrical and plumbing repairs. 


With the exception of the breakwaters and the Tides parking area most 
repairs have been completed. State control of FEMA reinbursements of 
75% have been slow and many receipts are pending. The Commonwealth 
commitment of 12.5% reimbursement has yet to be seen. The 
reimbursement delays devoured the fiscal 92 maintenance budget and have 
eaten heavily into the 93 budget. 


On the bright side Chairman Chester Wright was instrumental in securing 
commitments from the State Access Board to rebuild the Green Pond 
launching ramp and to build a new launching ramp in Falmouth Harbor. 
Both projects to be financed 100% by that agency. 


Deposits to the General Fund in the amount of $273,257.65 were 
generated by facilities under control of the Committee. Costs to 
operate these facilities were $34,050.00. 


Our gratitude to those departments, boards, committees and commissions 
of the Town for their generous assistance.

FALMOUTH HUMAN SERVICES 


INFORMATION AND REFERRAL 1087 requests were answered by the department 
during the year. 

COUNSELING 168 households obtained counseling/casework services. 88 
new cases; 29 reopened; 27 carried over from FY91; 24 participated in 
groups. 

FRIENDLY VISITORS 73 elderly/disabled residents were visited by 60 
volunteers. Donations of $6874, raised by Friends of Friendly Visitors 
funded the program. 

FEDERAL SURPLUS FOODS An average of 245 households’ received 
dairy,grain,and vegetable products quarterly, valued at $8000 for the 
year. 

EARLY CHILDBEARING PROGRAM 70 Falmouth pregnant and parenting teens 
were seen by this program, co-sponsored by Healthcare of S.E. Mass. in 
individual and group counseling. 

AFFORDABLE HOUSING Office space was provided to the Falmouth Housing 
Trust, as well as secretarial support. The model hoome at the 
Longshank site was constructed and sold, but financing to build out the 
development was unavailable and the project has been temporarily 
postponed. A site and financing continued to be sought for a single 
room occupancy facility. 

COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION Staff continued work with the Falmouth Teen 
Pregnancy Prevention Coalition and Cape Codders Against Racism. 
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Additional time was directed to the newly formed Falmouth Youth 
Initiative, the Falmouth HIV/AIDS Task Force, and co-operative efforts 
with the Falmouth Substance Abuse Commission and the Falmouth schools 
to prevent addiction. 

CONTRACTS Ten non-profit human service agencies served 5208 Falmouth 
residents: Independence House (for battered women); Housing Assistance 
Corp. (Family Shelter); Nauset, Inc. (developmentally disabled); Cape 
Cod Council on Alcohol & Drug Dependency, Inc. (substance abuse); The 
Thorne Clinic,Inc. (counseling for families & children); Cape Cod Human 
Services (substance abuse counseling); Cape Cod Child Development 
Program (Day Care and Head Start); Legal Services of Cape Cod & 
Islands, Inc. (Elder Law Project); Cape & Islands Self-Reliance Corp. 
(Energy & food self-suffiency); Sight Loss Services of Cape & Islands 
Inc. (Visually impaired). 

PERSONNEL Ose Manheim of Falmouth and Chris Korben of Sandwich served 
the department as Social Work interns from Bridgewater State College 
and Boston University School of Social Work, respectively, from 
September 1991 through May 1992. 

ADMINISTRATION/BUDGET Jeanne Goldman and James Nidisitko were 
re-appointed by Selectmen to three (3) year terms on the Human Services 
Committee. Paul Olenick and Ms. Goldman were re-elected Chairperson & 
Vice-Chairperson. The Annual Town Meeting approved a budget for FY1993 
Of 52269580 

SUMMARY The department was very pleased with the donation of $6874 to 
the department to allow the formerly federally supported Friendly 
Visitors program to continue. The department and the Human Services 
Committee celebrated 20 years of service at a Forum at the Morse Pond 
School in November 1991, attended by over 100 residents, town leaders, 
and human service providers. The forum survey noted six (6) areas that 
the department should focus efforts on during the 1990's: HIV/AIDS, 
SUBSTANCE ABUSE, FAMILY DYSFUNCTION, YOUTH SERVICES, MULTI-CULTURAL, 
and AGING. 


The Committee and the department staff want to thank all the volunteers 
and contributors who have supported the department’s services to 
residents in need. Our continued thanks is extended to the taxpayers 
and Town Meeting members for their support.

The 1991 summer season will be remembered as the summer of Bob - 
Hurricane Bob. This destructive force hammered the Falmouth Beaches. 
No town beach was sparred from the 80 mile per hour winds which Bob 
brought to Falmouth. Especially hard hit, were the following beaches: 
Surf Drive, which saw the bath house destroyed, Bristol, which had 
extreme damage done to its parking lot, Menauhant and Woodneck beach 
had dunes destroyed, while the Heights and Chappy lost stairs and 
beach sand. 


Our dedicated employees worked hard after the storm to put three (3) 
beaches back on line for the big Labor Day weekend. Their effort, 
desire, and spirit enabled the beach department to open and serve the 
residents and guests of Falmouth. 


Although Bob will be remembered in the summer of 1991, the beaches had 
other accomplishments. Our "two year" sticker season came to an end. 
In the course of two (2) seasons, our staff issued over 20,000 
resident/taxpayer stickers. This is yet another sign of the 
increasing population of our town and the ever-growing need for 
plentiful parking, clean facilities and safe and enthralling beaches. 
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Our annual swim meet was held at the Massachusetts Maritime Academy 
pool and once again a great success. This event was held before a 
standing room only crowd of anxiety ridden youths, proud and beaming 
parents, and excited teachers and friends. As always, each beach was 
well represented by team members, but of course, only one team could 
be champions. This years winners were from the Falmouth Heights beach 
and Bristol beach. 


In closing, I would like to take the opportunity to thank a number of 
individuals and departments that have provided us with an incredible 
amount of assistance and guidance. Our thanks to the Finance 
Committee for their understanding, Peter Boyer for his support, the 
Board of Selectmen for their continued cooperation, the Department of

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission continued to function with a _ heavy 
workload... fore : FY). 1992, This Commission is the second busiest 
Conservation Commission in the Commonwealth, surpassed only by the 
Town of Barnstable with numbers of projects. 


On August 19, 1991, hurricane "Bob" hit Cape Cod and Falmouth 
Significantly increasing our heavy work load. 


In 44 meetings, the Commission heard and acted on 243 Request for 
Determinations of Applicability, 133 Notices of Intent, 59 Amended 
Order of Conditions and 72 Certificate of Compliances. This total of 
507 actions by itself is a 38% increase over last year. To compound 
this, hurricane "Bob" demanded the review of 218 Emergency 
Certification requests. 157 were approved, 33 denied and 28 
exemptions. In addition the Commission granted 66 extensions for 
Emergency Certifications for the northeaster in October. All of these 
Emergency requests required extra site inspections and follow up 
inspections for compliance. All members of the Commission absorbed 
some of the heavy hurricane work load. In addition, the Commission 
hired Dorothy Blickens as temporary staff to cope with the hurricane 
deluge. 


There was little change in the Commission structure with Pamela S. 
Trusdale continuing to serve as Administrator and Cameron E. Gifford 
re-elected as Chairman. Judith G. Stetson and Roger Augusta were also 
re-elected as co-Vice-Chairmen. Cliff Brennan who was appointed to 
fulfill Bennett Tribken’s unexpired term requested not to be appointed 
again when his term expired June 30, 1992. Thomas Peterson was 
appointed to replace Mr. Brennan for a three year term. 


The Conservation Commission has spent a great deal of time overseeing 
and working with the Handy Cranberry Trust on the town Cranberry Bogs. 
For the 1991 season, the bog produced 4734 bushels of cranberries with 
a revenue to the town of $47,340.00. The Commission has worked with 
George Souza and Brian Handy in establishing a new herring run into 
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Flax Pond. The existing herring channel to Coonamessett Pond is 
inaccessible because of low water. The Commission spent also 
considerable time on writing a new ten (10) year contract for the 
continued operation of the Cranberry Bogs. The contract went out to 
bid July 1, 1992. A final award will be decided in early fall, 1992.

FALMOUTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Resource sharing has been the basis for most of the library's 
activities this year. The CLAMS network is now comprised of 17 
libraries in 13 municipalities. Our position as a regional library 
has resulted in equipment upgrades and new technology for interlibrary 
loan and reference. We are now managing a Supplementary Collection 
directed to small libraries on the Cape & Islands and continue 
participation in the Cape libraries’ video circuit. 


Library hours and the book budget continue to be significantly reduced 
to the point that state aid is jeopardized. Materials and service 
levels are decreasing while the numbers of users and their needs are 
increasing.

BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


For the second consecutive year, a 34% "HOURS OPEN" reduction was 
in effect. In addition, this year the library book budget was 
seriously reduced due to funding constraints. Thus the library does 
not meet minimum state standards for state aid. 

Most welcome is the new "Friends of the Library" formed in April 
to support and enhance the Library’s programs and services. One of 
their first projects, the book rental collection, gained many 
favorable user comments. 

Trustees sponsorship of passes to 5 museums allowed 1,269 people 
to view exhibits. 

Accepted with regret was the resignation of Robert H. Simmons as 
unpaid art consultant. Peter Koenig will be the new arts advisor. The 
library received a grant from the R.K. Mellon Family Foundation for 
working plans for the improvement of the grounds, including a 
reading/sculpture garden. 

Seven senior awards for academic excellence were presented at the 
high school Awards Night. 

Falmouth librarians - public, school, and private - are now 
meeting quarterly to discuss areas of cooperation and mutual 
resource-Ssharing. In addition, we are cooperating with the Falmouth 
Youth Council, in addressing the after-school needs of young people. 

Due to the automated circulation system at the Main library, our 
receipts more than doubled - to $12,000 - and the book inventory 
system is providing efficient and faster service. 

Our goals for FY’'93 are to complete a long range plan; to 
renovate spaces for more staff work areas; to expand programming via 
the Friends, grant awards, and trustee sponsorship; and to expand 
participation in the CLAMS network. 

We wish to thank the volunteers at all three locations for their 
many hours in assisting with special projects for better patron 
service. We thank the DPW for the care of the grounds, and especially 
for all their work here after the Hurricane Bob.

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WOODS HOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library experienced a surge in use during the 
year, aS more people became members, borrowed books, sought 
information, and enjoyed cultural and educational activities. The 
circulation increased by 20% over the previous year to a new high of 
21,290 items. Of this figure, 680 books were circulated to the many 
children attending the Headstart Program, Waldorf School Kindergarten, 
Woods Hole Child Center, and Woods Hole Daycare. The home delivery 
program served 10 people. 

The library added 1,044 books and materials to the collection of 
which 521 were bought with library funds, and 523 were bought with 
donated funds or were gift books. Programs available to the community 
included films, slide lectures, concerts, and children’s programs. 
Fund raising events were the book sales, the spring plant sale, 
concerts, and a book lecture. The library’s meeting rooms were used 
50 times by 17 different groups in the community. 

New equipment acquired by the library included a new FAX machine 
made available by the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System, a 
used personal computer, furniture for the work area and the meeting 
room, lighting for the reading area, and hand made dolls for the 
children’s room. 

A number of volunteers help the staff and trustees on a regular 
basis with library tasks of many kinds and with all of the funds 
raising events. A new brochure explains the library’s programs, 
services, collections, organization, and funding to patrons, members, 
and visitors.

30,, .1992,,~ the,,,.book 
circulation at the West Falmouth Library was 12,207, an increase of 
1,339 over last year. During the year 462 books were added and 242 
were withdrawn. The 1992 edition of the World Book Encyclopedia was 
purchased and the Library has started an adopt-a-magazine program. 

At the present time there are 402 registered members of the 
Library. 593 non-resident patrons were served and 102 inter-—library 
loans requests were filled. 

The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr. Memorial Scholarship award, which is 
administered by the Library, was presented to Kristin M. Page who 
attends Muhlenberg College and David B. Kociemba who attends the 
University of Massachusetts. 

The Library continues to have a craft/story hour for young 
children, a book discussion group and a weekly bridge group. In 
addition, the Library also sponsors a number of musical and speakers’ 
programs, the Annual Art Show, the Annual Book Sale and the Holiday 
House Tour. The West Falmouth Pre-School meets in the _ lower 
classroom. 

The dedication of our volunteers, Trustees, and Librarians, Ann 
Ellis and Roseleen Egan, continues to help make the Library a vital 
part of the West Falmouth community.

QUAHAUG TRANSPLANT 

From May 14 through July 8, 1992, a total of eight hundred and 
eighty-two bushels of quahaugs were relayed into a section of Great 
Pond fro propagation and natural depuration. Of these, 82 bushels 
were dug from Falmouth Inner Harbor and 800 bushels were purchased 
from New Bedford Outer Harbor. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 
The restoration of a section of the Coonamessett River herring run was 
completed by clearing and hand digging by me in order for the herring 
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to pass freely. The Coonamessett herring run is in very bad shape due 
to the on-going moderate drought and "Hurricane Bob". The decrease in 
waterflow this past spring still concerns me. A large section of the 
river bed is still dry making it impossible for the herring to spawn 
in Coonamessett Pond as they have for years; therefore, I will try to 
get the herring to spawn in Flax Pond until conditions change. 


Correspondence from the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries 
mandates the Town to keep its herring runs open after coastal storms, 
etc., clearing the way for the Town to keep our fish runs open and 
clear from debris as needed. 


Wetlands projects were reviewed by me in order to protect our 
resources and to try to minimize adverse effects on the marine 
fisheries and land containing shellfish. 


The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries and I will continue to 
monitor water quality to determine when our shellfish beds should be 
closed or re-opened to assure that our shellfish is safe for human 
consumption. 


I wish to thank the citizens of the Town of Falmouth and all 
departments for their understanding and cooperation with the emergency 
closures throughout the year, particularly when "Huricane Bob" left 
its mark.

FALMOUTH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority was formed August 16, 1948 to support 
local affordable housing initiatives to assist in providing needed 
rental housing opportunities with the support of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) and the State Executive Office of 
Communities and Development (EOCD). The policy of the Falmouth 
Housing Authority is to operate low rent Elderly and Family Housing, 
to determine and establish eligibility and rent requirements and to 
provide decent, safe and sanitary housing. To accomplish this task, 
the Authority employs 16 personnel (13 permanent and 3 temporary). 


The Board of Commissioners consist of five members, one appointed by 
the Governor and four elected by the Town of Falmouth. They are 
required by law to make policy decisions on current and future 
programs, to determine how they are to be administered and to obtain 
and protect monies needed to keep them operating. The Authority is a 
public corporation on which commissioners serve aS governing 
directors. 


FALMOUTH CHAPTER 689 


The Chapter 689 Unit located at 61 Rose Morin Lane was completed on 


October 29, 1991. A management director was selected by the 
Department of Mental Health (DMH). The Housing Authority owns and 
maintains the facility. The DMH manages the facility, selects and 


controls the length of stay for the eight residents. This house is to 
shelter eight chronically mentally ill residents in two apartments. 
For periods ranging from six months to one year, this will be their 
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home and the design and construction of it emphasizes home qualities. 
The characteristics that are contained in the image of home such as 
privacy and opportunity for social interaction through routine, 
leisure and«special occasions are critical. At the same time, all 
spaces and functions provide educational opportunities for developing 
living skills and coping. 


There is a staff on duty whenever there are residents at home. 
Staff's primary purpose is to interact with the residents although 
there is also an administrative function. 


FAMILY HOUSING 


Twenty-five homes scattered throughout Falmouth are managed by the 
Authority. Twenty-two homes are occupied. Rental payments are 27% of 
net income. Three unties are in need of modernization and are vacant 
due to the inability to meet Housing Quality Standards. The Authority 
is awaiting EOCD funding authorization or permission to sell the 
unites. 


The Authority is authorized to subsidize 537 private dwellings for 
very low income families in Falmouth; 250 are State funded; 287 are 
federally funded. Dwellings must meet the State Sanitary Code 
requirements and the monthly rental must be within the established 
fair market rent. 


Families are responsible for -locating the dwelling and leases are 
executed between the family and _ owner. The Family’s' rental 
contribution is 30% of net income for state subsidized dwellings after 
deductions and 30% of gross income for federally subsidized units. The 
Authority executes a subsidy contract with the owner for the 
difference between the family’s contribution and the full contract 
rent. Residents have priority on the State waiting list. 


TRANSITIONAL HOUSING DEMONSTRATION PROJECT 


The Falmouth Housing Authority agreed to participate in a Transitional 
Housing Demonstration Project to be operated by the Cape Cod 
Collaborative which includes the Dennis Housing Authority, Sandwich 
Housing Authority, Bourne Housing Authority, Barnstable Housing 
Authority and the Falmouth Housing Authority. The Falmouth Housing 
Authority agreed to supply, on or about February 1, 1992, one Chapter 
705 four bedroom house to this program. The family placed in this 
unit receives training which would provide an education leading to 
gainful employment that will permit the family to become independent, 
and hopefully provide the capability to leave the welfare rolls.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


Fiscal Year 1992 was characterized by much adversity and change for 


the Council on Aging. In February of 1992 the Council on Aging 
Director of 20 years, Earle V. Flagg, retired and a part-time Interim 
Director, Gail Riemer, came "on board" in March. In May 1992 a new 


permanent full-time Director, Judith Wilson, joined the Council on 
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Aging. Falmouth’s senior community faced further loss when their 
friend, Earle V. Flagg, passed away in June 1992 after a brief 
illness. 


Despite this most significant loss and the many challenges faced after 
Hurricane Bob in August 1992, the Council on Aging managed to provide 
substantial levels of service and administer many successful programs 
for Falmouth’s seniors during Fiscal Year 1992. 


The Council on Aging continues to be responsible for the management 
and operations of the multi-purpose Senior Center located on 
Dillingham Avenue. Through coordination and cooperation with many 
community service organizations the Senior Center was able to provide 
the following services and programs for Falmouth’s senior citizens: 
Home visits to check on and assess frail, homebound elders and provide 
Support, encouragement, or monitoring; General information and 
referral regarding services and resources available to seniors; Free 
transportation to medical appointments, shopping, and to the Senior 
Center; Health benefits counseling; Assistance with Fuel Assistance 
applications and Tax Abatements; Telephone Reassurance Calls to frail, 
homebound elders who live alone; Tax document assistance; Legal 
assistance; Health screening; Fitness programs; Meals-on-Wheels; 
Educational seminars; Social and Recreational programs; Durable safety 
equipment loan program; and Monthly newsletter distribution. 


In total, over 60,000 units of service were provided to more than 

7,500 individuals. Some examples of service levels include: 

OUTREACH PROGRAM — 3,264 units of service to 1,215 individuals 
including home visits, hsg. assist, tel. 
reassur., etc. 


TRANSPORTATION — 4,250 units of service to 460 individuals 
MONTHLY NEWSLETTER -— 30,000 copies to 4,500 individuals 
HEALTH SCREENING - 1,850 units of service to 200 individuals 
HEALTH BENEFITS 
COUNSELING - 335 units of service to 250 individuals 
SOCIAL/RECREATIONAL 
PROGRAMS — 3,030 units of service to 357 individuals 


This level of service was sustained only through the collaborative 
funding by the Town of Falmouth, the Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs, and the generous gifts and donations we received from 
Falmouth’s many seniors. 

-— Elder Affairs awarded the Council on Aging a Formula Grant in the 
amount of $11,814 which paid for the staff and costs of the Outreach 
Program. 

- Elder Affairs provided $1,380 of Elder Service Corps funding which 
provided a monthly stipend to a volunteer who worked 15 hours each 
week at the Senior Center. 

- A total of $5,689 was collested through donations and volunteer 
fund raising efforts. These monies enabled the Council to pay for 
some MiniBus and Senior Center operating expenses, maintain a Postage 
Fund, and defray the costs of programs for which the funds were 
designated. 

- The Council on Aging benefitted greatly from the gifts of time and 
talent of the 116 faithful volunteers who donated 5,979 hours of 
service at a monetary value which exceeds $50,000. 
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The Council on Aging would like to express its most sincere 
appreciation to the Senior Center Staff and Volunteers, whose 
commitment and contributions supported the success of the Senior 
Center’s programs and activities, and whose efforts and patience made 
the most of a-difficult transitional year.

SEALER OF WEIGHTS & MEASURES 


In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth, testing and sealing of 
weighing and measuring devices were conducted in the Town of Falmouth. 
The State’s Division of Standards provided assistance and equipment for 
the testing of large capacity truck scales and oil truck meters. 


A total of 539 weighing and measuring devices were tested for accuracy 
and condition. Those devices that met the prescribed standards were 
sealed; some were adjusted and sealed; and some were condemned. 


The sum of $5,441.00 was collected in fees as of June 30, 1992 and 
deposited with the Town Treasurer. 


The State prohibits the sale of advertising of wood by the cord. Wood 
will be advertised and sold by the cubic foot, and a bill of sale must 
be presented to the consumer by the seller with the buyer’s name and 
address, plus amount of wood in cubic feet, and the total price. For 
thew consumer’s protection, when wood is delivered we suggest measuring 
the wood before it is accepted and paid for. 


I would like to acknowledge the cooperation of the State Division of 
Standards and especially inspectors Jack Walsh and Tom Hansbury of that 
office.

FALMOUTH ARTS COUNCIL 


The Falmouth Arts Council continues to promote the principal objectives 
of the Massachusetts Arts Lottery by supporting activities intended to 
help develop interest and participation in the arts and humanities 
within the Town. 


Funds from the Massachusetts Arts Lottery Council are allocated to the 
Falmouth Arts Council twice a year to support these objectives. A 
slight increase in these funds has enabled the local council to approve 
more grants. To recognize the artists and organizations who were funded 
during 1986-87, the Falmouth Arts Council held a reception on December 
18, 1987 at the Swope Center,(Marine Biological Laboratory) in Woods 
Hole. 


This event was most successful in demonstrating how the Falmouth Arts 
Council and the artists contribute to Falmouth’s cultural climate and 
provided an opportunity for informal interaction between the arts 
community and the scientific community. Twenty artists were present to 
explain and exhibit their projects. There will be a third annual 
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reception recognizing artists who have been funded during 19878-88; 
this also will be held at the Meigs Room, Swope Center, MBL on December 
14, 1988. 


For the past two years, the Falmouth Arts Council has communicated and 
worked with the Falmouth Public Schools in implementing the PASS Program 
initiated by the Mass. Arts Lottery Council so that public school 
students have the opportunity to attend professional performances of 
theater, music and dance free of charge. Several classes from various 
schools have attended performances in New Bedford and Boston. The 
Falmouth schools were able, with help from the PASS Program, to have a 
ballet company come to Falmouth for lecture-demonstrations, classes and 
an evening performance which was attended by interested students and 
their parents free of change. 


In addition to the work that goes into the consideration of applications 
for grants and PASS Programs, the Falmouth Arts Council revised the 
brochure entitled, FALMOUTH: A GUIDE TO THE ARTS. This new edition is 
illustrated by the well known artist, Sig Purwin, and is placed in Town 
Hall, Chamber of Commerce, and is distributed to hotels, motels and bed 
and breakfast establishments for the convenience and information of 
tourists and guests. 


The Falmouth Arts Council is also interested in working more closely 
with the business community through the Chamber of Commerce, for as 
Louise W. Wiener (for White House Conference, U.S. Dept. of Commerce) 
has stated: "To substitute the economic value of the arts for their 
creative and spiritual value would be a severe distortion. However, to 
ignore their economic importance and especially their usefulness in 
promoting balanced economic growth would also be a serious mistake. 
Cultural resources serve as ‘’people magnets’, introducing a vitality 
which attracts tourists, other businesses, and other consumers."

WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD, AND NANTUCKET 
STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


Herewith is my second annual report as Falmouth’s Member on the 
four-person governing board of the Steamship Authority. 

With my appointment at the beginning of last year, I brought with me 
only a distant knowledge of the Steamship Authority and a determination 
to tighten the bonds between our community and one of the community’s 
major economic assets. 

We have made significant strides toward greater understanding. And 
for that I wish to thank members of the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Administrator, Peter Boyer. 

In 18 months, I have studied the Steamship Authority from all of its 
ins and outs and I must say I have developed great respect for the 
dedication of employees (more than 300 of whom are Falmouth area 
residents and family breadwinners), for management, for our own Bill 
Andrews of the Finance Advisory Board and for my three fellow Members, 
Messrs. Grossman of Nantucket, Collins of the Vineyard and O’Brien of 
Barnstable. 


1991 was another year of full employment for some 300 who are 
Falmouth residents. Their incomes—-totalling well over $5 million 
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yearly—- make them not only secure but most valuable to our community’s 
economy (more so when you realize their income is not the result of 
everybody else paying taxes to support their employment). 

1991 ended with a net operating income of $512,711. It was the 29th 
consecutive year that no taxpayer monies were needed (as provided by 
law) to overcome an operating loss. 

Our community and this Steamship Authority have had a working 
partnership that dates back to 1961 when Woods Hole became headquarters 
site. Lawmakers had discovered that, by shedding service in and out of 
New Bedford, the Steamship Authority could overcome operating losses 
that had to be charged to the taxpayers of Falmouth and the Islands. 

At mid-year 1992, all signs point to yet another year--the 30th in 
succession—-that Falmouth taxpayers need not be assessed to help the 
Steamship Authority through a loss year. 


*$20,000 was awarded by the Members to help the Town of Falmouth 
finance a traffic study called for by the Cape Cod Commission. (Everyone 
hopes this can lead to better control of traffic, particularly in the 
summer). 

*Another $1.5 million was spent for various purchases from Falmouth 
businesses. 

*The Falmouth Youth Hockey League received another $40,000. 

*Some $30,000 was spent for Falmouth police services. 

*Falmouth High School received some $8,000. 

*Under a new formula, the Town of Falmouth will receive more than 
the $70,000 it has been receiving yearly for leasing Woods Hole property 
to the Authority. That payment could surpass $80,000 this year. 


The above figures are just part of the economic iceberg that can be 
measured to the penny. 

Not so measurable is the other part of that iceberg: The total 
economic value of Steamship Authority "customers" to the Town of 
Falmouth. 

There is no doubt the value to Falmouth is in the millions of 
dollars. How many millions is open to question and conjecture. 

Steamship Authority auditors keep meticulous records. For example, 
they can show you that—-in 1991--110,412 cars were parked in Authority 
lots, pretty much out of sight and definitely off the streets of 
Falmouth and Woods Hole. 

Of the 110,412 parked cars, 63,072 or 57.1 percent of them were 
parked by daytrippers, persons intent on visiting the Vineyard for part 
of a day. In those 63,072 autos, it is estimated were 157,000 persons 
who--staying in and around Falmouth-—-had to have spent some $5 million 
to further energize the Falmouth economy. 

Surveys are now underway attempting to measure the spending of 
Vineyard families and businesses here in Falmouth. When tabulations are 
complete, the results will be given over to the Enterprise and Cape Cod 
Times——and I hope Falmouth citizens’ questions follow.

OFFICE OF EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS (OEP) 


A major activity of the OEP this year was response to Hurricane Bob’s 
threat to people and property on August 18, 1991. The agency went to 
standby alert at 2:00 PM on Sunday, August 17, and the Emergency 
Operating Cneter (EOC) was fully activated at 7:00 PM that evening with 
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personnel tracking the storm and recording evacuation information on 
Channel 13. Town officials were advised at 6:00 AM Monday morning that 
they should declare a state of emergency and initiate a call to evacuate 
low-lying areas. Over two thousand people were sheltered at Falmouth 
High School and North and East Falmouth Elementary Schools. These 
included occupants of shoreline motels and other tourists, as well as 
permanent residents. 


Residents of the Admiralty apartments were also evacuated after the loss 
of the building’s roof, and arrangements made to shelter them next door 
in the commons room of an elderly housing unit for a few weeks until 
they could make other living arrangements. Many expressions of 
appreciation have been received acknowledging the professionalism of the 
shelter personnel, several of whom had to stay on duty over twenty-four 
hours when the supply of helpers was exhausted. They deserve the 
warmest thanks from the town for their efforts! The same appreciation 
is due the people from the Falmouth Amateur Radio Association (FARA) 
who provided radio communication between the EOC and the shelters, and 
school personnel: custodians, school nurses, kitchen workers, Dr. 
Antonucci and Dan Murphy, who struggled to keep the buildings functional 
and provide food for the sheltered population in the absence of 
electricity. Although most people left after the storm subsided, about 
50 remained at the High School until the next morning. 


Throughout the storm and for several weeks afterward the OEP manned 
telephones and worked with state and federal emergency management 
personnel to obtain equipment, information and support for the efforts 
required to mitigate the effects of the storm. Potable water was 
provided in several areas, and generators and military police secured. 
Housing at the High School was provided for the Kentucky disaster 
response team of the Southerm Baptist Convention who assisted the town 
in the massive cleanup operations that followed the storm. The agency 
also acted as host to the Small Business Administration, FEMA and the 
IRS who set up information centers in the basement meeting room. 


An Emergency Plan Committee organized by Mr. Boyer has met monthly since 
the storm and has recommended changes in procedures and equipment to 
make a Similar emergency response more effective, particularly in 
coordinating departmental efforts. Those changes continue to _ be 
implemented. The most serious needs of the OEP are: a modification of 
the emergency generator whose diesel fuel tank is over 27 years old; an 
increase in the number of volunteers; a better way of giving out 
information to the public about how to prepare in advance for and lessen 
the effects of the different types of emergencies. The OEP is also 
exploring methods of making sure that those with special needs or who 
are infirm receive the assistance they require in an emergency.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


In its preparation for the April 1992 Annual Town Meeting the Finance 
Committee worked long and hard to present a reasonable, yet workable, 
budget for the Town of Falmouth for Fiscal Year 1993. With cooperation 
from the Town Administrator and all Department Administrators a 
realistic budget was presented. 
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All Capital Program Expenditures were postponed until the Annual Fall 
Town Meeting to enable us to properly assess available funds. 
Replacement of equipment, maintenance of buildings and the care of our 
infrastructure can no longer be postponed. The committee is studying 
the Capital Improvements Plan and it is our goal, in cooperation with 
the Town Administrator, to streamline the process by which all capital 
requests are made. 


Falmouth is indeed fortunate to have the for of government that we have 
with the uniqueness and the concern of our many volunteers. The checks 
and balances that remain in place under the Charter of the 
Administrator, Selectmen, Finance Committee and Town Meeting have 
enabled the Town of Falmouth to move forward sensibly, while other towns 
are cutting back on services to balance their budgets.

ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


During the fiscal year of 1992, the Board of Appeals held 38 meetings 
and heard a total of 141 cases, which is a substantial increase over FY 
1991. Of the 141 cases, 120 were special permit requests, 12 were 
variance requests, and 9 were appeals from decisions or orders of the 
Building Commissioner. Only 8 of the Board’s decisions were appealed to 
Superior Court. The substantial increase in cases dealt primarily with 
reconstruction request of properties which sustained damage from 
"Hurricane Bob" last August. The Board, sympathizing with those who 
sustained damage, waived its administrative fees on all hurricane 
related cases and the Board acted on every one the same night the case 
was heard. 


The primary goal of this Board and staff has been to provide a more 
"user friendly" approach. The Board attempts to make applicants feel 
comfortable rather than intimidated when appearing before the Zoning 
Board. When possible, the Board decides the case on the same night as 
the hearing while the case is fresh in their minds and while interested 
parties are still present. In many cases expediting this process saves 
the applicants both time and legal costs. 


By statute, the Board of Appeals is empowered to do the following: 

1. Hear and decide appeals from orders or decisions of the Building 
Commissioner or any other administrative official; 

2. Hear and decide applications for special permits under the zoning 
by-law; and 

3. Hear and decide petitions for variances. 

In the first type of case, the Board of Appeals acts as a quasi-judicial 
body and determines whether the decision or order of the administrative 
official is legally correct. In the case of an application for a 
special peermit, a limited amount of discretion may be exercised by the 
Board with standards set in the by-law or judicial decisions. In the 
case of a petition for a variance, the authority of the Board of Appeals 
is limited to cases where the Board finds that owing to circumstances 
relating to the soil conditions, shape or topography of the land or 
structures and especially affecting such land or structures but not 
affecting generally the zoning district in which it is located, a 
literal enforcement of the provisions of the by-law would involve 
substantial hardship, and that desirable relief may be granted without 
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substantial detriment to the public good and without nullifying or 
substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of the by-law. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank Frank K. Duffy, Town 
Counsel, for his advice and continued support. The Board also thanks the 
members of other Town Boards and Committees, the Building Commissioner, 
Town Planner, Town Engineer, Health Agent, Town Administrator, 
Conservation Administrator etc. for their cooperation and we look 
forward to working with them in the coming year. 

Vice Chairman Robert Sayers requested not to be reappointed as a regular 
member due to other time commitments. Alternate member Christopher 
Lebherz was elevated to the regular member status and was elected Clerk 
of the Board. Priscilla Roslansky was elected Vice Chairman and John 
Taylor elected Chairman for another year. The Board wishes to thank both 
Robert Sayers and Diane Thompson for their years of dedication and 
service to the Town through the Board of Appeals.

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


Hurricane Bob in late August, 1991 did major damage to the Shining Sea 
Bikeway along the beach. The Bikeway was unusable by bicycle until it 
was repaired. The pavement along the beach was completely destroyed and 
the Trunk River bridge was knocked off its mounts. Many trees fell 
during the hurricane which were removed by the D.P.W. and volunteers. 
Initial repairs were made to the bridge and the bikeway was open quickly 
to pedestrian traffic. FEMA funding, however, was slow in coming so the 
repaving of the bikeway was not commpleted until June 1992. Minor 
repairs such as sign replacement, the installation of benches, bike 
racks and some landscaping still needs to be done to complete the FEMA 
funded restoration project. 


The extension of the Shining Sea Bikeway continues to be a major project 


of the Bikeways committee. The Federal Intermodal Surface 
Transportation Enhancement Act of 1991 (ISTEA) allows for Federal 
transportation funds to be used for bicycle facilities. The Bikeway 


Committee joined with Rep Turkington and Falmouth’s Ad _ Hoc 
Transportation Committee to develop a plan to obtain these funds for the 
extension. The Selectmen approved the Ad Hoc Transportation Committee's 
report which included the bikeway extension and the plan was sent to 
Cape Cod Commission for addition to the Transportation Improvement Plan 
(TIP). Addition to TIP is the first step in receiving State funding for 
the extension. 


The second annual "Bike Rodeo" was extremely successful. Over 150 
elementary school children attended the May 1992 event. The Rodeo 
events train and educate the children on the proper bicycle riding 
techniques and safety. The Teaticket School PTO, Bikeways Committee, 
Recreation Department and Art’s Bike Shop sponsored the event. Bicycles 
were given safety inspections and registered with the Police Department. 
Prizes (including a new bicycle and 22 helmets) refreshments where 
donated by local business men and the Police and Fire Associations. 
Special thanks to Paula Pawlowski who was the driving force in 
establishing the Bike rodeo in Falmouth and we wish her good luck in her 
new home in Anchorage, Alaska. 
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The Committee also worked with the Cape Cod Commission to establish 
plans for Cape wide bicycle routes and bikepaths. We presented a 
proposal to extend the Shining Sea Bikeway all the way to the Cape Cod 
Canal with an additional Bikeway along Route 151 to the Mashpee rotary. 


The Committee would like to thank the Falmouth High School National 
Honor Society for their assistance in the Spring cleanup of the 
Bikepath. 


Thank you to the Friends of the Bikeway group for the fund raising for 
the Bikeway Extension project. Over $1500 has been raised and has been 
used in the preparation of plans which will lead to the completion of 
the Extension.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’! SERVICES 


From July 1, 1991 through June 30, 1992, Veterans, their widows, 
dependent children and parents of World War I and II, Korean Conflict, 
Vietnam and the Persian Gulf were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

One World War I, thirty-six World War II, eleven Korean and four 
Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Twenty-six of these 
veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The 
widows and dependent parents and/or children were assisted in preparing 
the necessary forms for pensions, burial allowance, Social Security 
claims and grave markers. 

. Eighteen markers have been applied for and received, for local 
cemeteries. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in 
local cemeteries have been taken care and there were three indigent 

veteran burials. 

Approximately seventy-five VA eligibility verification reports were 
completed by this department to insure continuation of VA pensions for 
Veterans and their dependents. 

This office has processed one Vietnam Veteran’s application for 
Massachusetts State Bonus, and aided approximately seven hundred and 
fifty Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the 
job training, pensions, VA mortgages, tax abatements and many other 
benefits throughout the year, accounting for over $3,500,000.00 in 
Federal VA benefits coming into this town. 

As a member of the Desert Storm Medal Committee, meetings were held 
with Desert Storm Families and the Barnstable County Commissioners to 
plan a medal presentation ceremony for July 4, 1991. This was a County 
wide activity at which forty-eight medals were presented to local 
veterans who served in the Gulf. Since the first of the year the 
Massachusetts Veterans’ Services Agents Association has been very active 
supporting legislation for a Persian Gulf bonus. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the members of the 
American Legion, Amvets, Disabled American Veterans and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars for their assistance in decorating veterans graves for 
Memorial Day, and the Veterans Council Committee for all their help.

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VETERANS COUNCIL COMMITTEE 


From July 1991 - June 1992, the Committee met on the third Monday 
monthly, except for December, July and August. 


Veterans Day ceremonies were held on November 11, 1990 at Memorial Lane. 
Wreaths were laid at the two monuments by representatives of the 
Veterans’ organizations. The Company of Minute and Militia rendered a 
musket volley, taps were played by a bugler from the Falmouth High 
School band and prayers were offered at the beginning and end of the 
ceremonies by Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, Veterans Chaplain. The 
ceremonies were repeated at Deacons Pond in memory of Naval veterans. 


Geraniums and American flags were placed on properly marked Veterans’ 
graves and memorials in the Town on Memorial Day weekend. A parade was 
held from the Village Green to Memorial Lane, led by the US Coast Guard, 
Air Station Cape Cod. Falmouth elementary school students and members 
of the veterans’ organizations laid wreaths at the two monuments and the 
individual veterans’ markers on Memorial Lane; America the Beautiful and 
the Navy Hymn were sung by the Greater Falmouth Mostly All Men’s Choir 
led by Tom Goux, Director. The volley was fired by the Falmouth Company 
of Minute & Militia; taps were rendered by a member of the Falmouth High 
School band; opening and closing prayers were given by Rev. Fr. Francis 
X. Wallace, Veterans’ Chaplain; the National Anthem and a medley of 
patriotic songs were played by the combined Falmouth High School, Junior 
High School and Morse Pond bands. The Guest Speaker, Lt. Col. John R. 
Haddon, Commander 102nd Mission Support Squadron, Massachusetts Air 
National at Otis Air National Guard Base. Since 1992 was the) 50th 
Anniversary of the bombing of Pearl Harbor, Leo Hipp a Pearl Harbor 
survivor was asked to be the Parade Marshal for Memorial Day. A placque 
was presented to Douglas Souza, a Vietnam Veteran and owner of Doug’s 
Country Florist who has been donating the wreaths used for Veterans Day 
and Memorial Day services for the past several years. A placque was 
also presented posthumously to Christopher Andrade who. had_ been 
sealcoating the walks on Memorial Lane for the past six years. 


Both our Veterans Day and Memorial Day ceremonies had increased 
participation and attendance. It was wonderful to see such enthusiasm 
return to our ceremonies. Following both the Memorial Day and Veterans 
Day ceremonies collations were held at Amvets Post 70, Palmer Avenue, 
Falmouth. 


Due to the increased cost of geraniums for the graves and decorating the 
memorials, our committee raised the money through fund raisers and the 
help of some of our local merchants and once again, Doug’s Country 
Florist donated the wreaths for both Veterans Day and Memorial Day. We 
would like to take this opportunity to express our sincere thanks and 
appreciation to all those who willingly gave their time to make this 
such a memorable year.

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BARNSTABLE COUNTY ASSEMBLY OF DELEGATES 


The Barnstable County Hospital’s fiscal problems have been the most 
serious issue for the County this year. Federal and State reimbursement 
policies mean that the hospital faces ever increasing shortfalls that 
consume more of the County’s limited resources each year. The 
Commissioners recommended closing the hospital even though they planned 
to keep it open until the new rehabilitation hospital gets built. 
Responding to employee and patient concerns, the Assembly voted to 
postpone any decision to close until the delegates see the results of 
fund raising and efforts to increase the patient census. 


The Assembly established an ad-hoc Committee on the Upper Cape Cancer 
Incidence Study to learn more about the Boston University research. It 
will coordinate an Upper Cape response to and request for information 
from the Massachusetts Department of Public Health and from the 
authorities at the Massachusetts Military Reservation. The Standing 
Committee on Economic Affairs worked closely with members of the 
business community to establish a Cape Cod Economic Development Council. 


County government continued its involvement in the issues’ of 
Massachusetts Bay and the MWRA, enhanced 911, amendments to the Regional 
Policy Plan, and waste disposal, striving to bring a regional approach 
to the problems facing Cape Cod.

SOLID WASTE ADVISORY COMMITTEE REPORT 


FY 1992 produced a 20% increase in total Falmouth tonnage to SEMASS 
over FY 1991. In contrast, between FY 1990 and FY 1991, there was a 6% 
decrease in tonnage. Roughly half of the FY 1992 increase is 
attributable to the diversion, in roll-off containers, since May 1991, 
of SEMASS acceptable waste which was previously buried in the landfill. 
Following Hurricane Bob (August 1991), according to Transfer Station 
personnel, losses from spoiled food and other damage resulted in 
unusually high refuse tonnages at Otis.

At a conservative estimate, 50,000 Tons of refuse is generated annually 
in Falmouth with a gross annual disposal cost of over $1.5 million. An 
estimated 13% ( c. 6400 Tons) of the total was diverted, composted or 
recycled in FY 1992. This 6400 Tons (5000 tons of brush and yard waste: 
composted; 1400 tons of scrap metal, appliances, tires. mattresses, used 
clothing, glass, cans, paper, plastic, waste oil, and car batteries: 


ee, 


diverted or recycled) represents tremendous progress for Falmouth in 
waste management but falls far short of the state goal of 25% recycled 
or diverted by 1992. The estimated 22,000 tons of mixed loads, bulky 
items, construction and demolition debris, still being landfilled is 
roughly equal to the tonnage being sent to SEMASS (44%). 


The Solid Waste Advisory Committee worked jointly with the Department of 
Public Works and the Recycling Committee to initiate curbside collection 
of recyclable materials. The three-year residential— municipal refuse 
collection contract which starts in FY 1993, includes collection of 
glass jars and bottles, aluminum and metal cans, aluminum foil and food 
trays, and opaque, milk jug weight, HDPE plastic containers. 86% of the 
Falmouth households are served. The recycling facility provided at the 
Disposal Area for these materials has been upgraded. In addition, the 
DPW has added containers for corrugated cardboard and clean used 
clothing (Salvation Army) at the Disposal Area. Old appliances, scrap 
metal, mattresses and box springs, waste oil, car batteries, and yard 
waste continue to be diverted from the waste stream. 


The Committee continues to promote coordination between departments and 
committees on solid waste, to push for improvements, to stay abreast of 
changes, to monitor curbside recycling, and to gather and make available 
the solid waste data needed for developing a rational solid waste 
polacy:

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department performed inspections of all year-round, 
seasonal and temporary food service establishments, including 
temporary food concessions at various events. 


The Falmouth Board of Health conducted a Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection at the Lawrence School in August of 1992. A program of 
periodic household hazardous waste collections serves the community on 
several levels. Most importantly, it provides a legal and responsible 
means for the public to dispose of these materials that would not 
ordinarily be available to them as individual citizens. Secondly, the 
publicity before the collection and the report of the quantities and 
types of materials received at the collection are a means to focus the 
community’s attention on the problem of wastes derived from chemical 
containing consumer products. The community experiences a direct 
benefit through the immediate elimination of these hazardous wastes. 
The future benefit of these efforts is the overall reduction of 
hazardous wastes generated as public awareness increases. Regular 
household hazardous waste collections are a key element of the 
process. The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the 
control of certain communicable diseases. These biological materials 
are supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public Health at 
no cost and are dispensed, on request, to local physicians, the 
Falmouth Hospital, the Falmouth School Department nursing staff and 
the nursing services under contract to the Board of Health. 

The State Department of Public Health provided 100% of the vaccines 
administered at the 1991 flu clinics conducted for the Town by the 
Visiting Nursing Association. A total of 1803 immunizations were 
administered at these clinics, an increase of 13% over 1990. The 
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Health Department budgets additional funds for the purchase of 
vaccines and syringes to complement the State allotment in the event 
of a shortfall.

HAZARDOUS MATERIALS COORDINATOR 


Hurricane Bob created serious pollution problems as ruptured oil tanks, 
damaged boats and flooded garages and basements released a plethora of 
hazardous materials onto the ground and into marshes and fresh and salt 
waterways. The week after the storm a Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection was again held at the Lawrence School with 150 cars involved. 
To help clean up neighborhoods several homeowners made "runs" through 
their adjacent streets bringing in multiple-family loads. The cost of 
this collection was $15850, paid for with the remaining money voted at 
the prior fiscal year’s Town Meetings. The April 1992 Town Meeting 
added $20,000 to the $6,000 left from the original $50,000 to fund a 
third collection sometime in the summer of 1992. 


The Coordinator was paid approximately $8000 during this fiscal year for 
services rendered. Such services included (1) joining Fire Prevention 
to observe removal of fuel tanks when contamination was observed; (2) 
Main— taining the database of underground fuel tanks and notifying 
owners of the need to register, remove or test such tanks; identifying 
for the Board of Health how Hazardous Waste and Underground Tank 
regulations should be updated; writing newspaper columns to educate the 
public about hazardous materials; visiting elementary classrooms to 
help children do experiments on recycling and hazardous materials; 
assisting Fire Prevention in setting up a computerized record-keeping 
system for tank removal and other in- spections; investigating hazardous 
materials spills; answering questions of homeowners about materials of 
concern.

The Coordinator resigned effective May 15, 1992. The April Town meeting 
approved $12,000 in the Health Department budget under contracted 
services. Rather than hiring a single Coordinator, the Board of Health 
plans to invite quotations from various individuals interested in doing 
a single part of the Coordinator’s former job specifications.

AFFIRMATIVE ACTION COMMITTEE 


During the past year, the Town has hired on 18 new full time employees. 
The ethnic makeup of the new employees, under the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimination classification, is as_ follows:

That amounts to an 11% minority hiring, and a 50% women hiring. 


One of the many areas that we are monitored on by the Massachusetts 
Commission Against DiScrimination is the retention of minority 
employees During this reporting period, 24 employees were terminated, 
including retirees and resignations, of which 2 were minority (8%). 


The major projects that our Contract Compliance Officer monitored were 
the Industrial Park Road, and the Mares Pond job. All contractors 
maintained the hiring practices as stated in the job specifications. 
Our goal of 6% minority employment has been surpassed again, thanks to 
the sensitivity of our department heads. The percentage is slightly 
above 8%. 


The Affirmative Action Committee did not award any Certificates of 
Merit during this reporting period. They have planned an Awards Night 
to take place in the near future. 


FAIR HOUSING 

As can be expected, the numbers of calls related to tenant-landlord 
disputes rise tremendously during the summer months, and dwindle down 
after September. In excess to the calls, .this. office :+has provide 
tenant-—landlord mediation on 3 occaisions. 


The Fair Housing Committee is presently looking for members. Because of 
job committments, and relocating, the Committee has a few openings.

This year the Recycling Committee realized the fruition of its efforts 
to see Falmouth recycling put on a more stable footing. Annual Town 
Meeting voted to provide curbside recycling for all the materials the 
Committee was collecting.

The Commission 
learned that no compromise will necessarily satisfy all points of view 
and the law besides. However, the new pavilion on Main Street also the 
result of compromise, has proved to be a well-received and functional 
asset.

FALMOUTH SUBSTANCE ABUSE COMMISSION 


Created in 1987, the Falmouth Substance Abuse Commission is charged "to 
address the Alcohol and Drug Abuse problem among the Town’s youth and 
adult population." During FY92 Commissioners volunteered more than 
1100 hours of their time and undertook the following initiatives to 
implement the Commission’s purposes: 


Continued awareness initiatives in public schools. These included: 
publishing public awareness notices during high school prom week; 
training in AIDS awareness for all school administrators, counselors 
and nurses; teacher training at the annual Regional Student Assistance 
Program Conference, Peer Mediation MTraining/Students Thinking 
Positively as well as support and guidance for the Falmouth High School 
Student Assistance Program. 


Organized and produced a year-long series of public programs. Intended 
for adults and youth, professional clinicians presented a program on 
substance abuse issues in the family. 


Created and sponsored Falmouth Youth Initiatives (FYI), a non-profit 
organization which provides fun and safe recreation opportunities to 
teenagers. Coordinated with Falmouth Human Services, this initiative 
fostered youth participation in developing programs, making decisions 
and implementation. Four dances were organized for youth in FY92. 


Supported and advocated the Drug Abuse Resistance Education (DARE) 
Program through the Falmouth Police Department and Public Schools. 


Fostered additional public substance abuse awareness through: The 
purchase of multi-media materials for the Falmouth Public Library; 
training of coaches and summer lifeguards; community-wide distribution 
of the pamphlets, "HELP" and "AIDS: Are You at Risk?" Media spots for 
radio broadcast were also prepared. 
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The Commission strongly recommends, in FY94 and the following fiscal 
years, that the Town: 


1.) Continue full funding of the Employee Assistance Program 
(EAP), encourage its widest use by Town employees and their 
families, and support full participation in the EAP’s Town 
Steering Committee; 

2.) Fund a Tenant Assistance Program (TAP) for the elderly and 
low income persons living in the Town’s public housing 
facilities; 

3.) Continue to train public school health professionals in 
clinical recognition and referral procedures as well as to 
train all public school teachers and administrators in their 
responsibilities and liabilities regarding substance abuse; 

43) Fund a special substance abuse prevention and training 
program for youth in July and August 1993. 


In addition, the Commission recommends that in beginning FY95, a 
permanent manpower authorization for a full-time Executive Director for 
Substance Abuse Prevention be funded. This position would assist the 
Commission in planning for the future as well as coordinate and oversee 
the implementation of initatives.

In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting duly published and posted as directed, 
the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School 
in Falmouth, Massachusetts on November 17, 1992 at 7:30 o’clock P.M. to act on the Articles 


contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: Richard Stone, Richard U. Palmer and Elizabeth 
Buckbee Lindtner. The officer in attendance was Paul R. Gonsalves. Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was 


sworn as the stenographer for the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M. by the Moderator, Robert S. Marshall. 
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The Town Meeting Members were counted with 198 announced as present and a quorum declared, 
the number to constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Allan Page. The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant 
would be called and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as shown in the printed report of the 
Finance Committee, a copy of which was in the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in the Warrant, and stated the substance 
of each Article and the recommendation of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board. 


Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave notice under the Bylaw having to do with 
reconsideration of articles that he would reconsider any and all articles passed under the foregoing 
vote. 

VOTED: That the next session and succeeding sessions of this Town Meeting be re-convened at 7:30 
o’clock P.M.

ART: 11 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to convey a parcel of land 
on the east side of the Coonamesset River, East Falmouth, Barnstable County, Massachusetts, 
presently held in trust under the management and control of the Conservation Commission and 
consisting of 6,892 square feet and shown as Parcel ”C” on hereinafter mentioned plan to Antone 
Souza, Carol Souza and Gloria Souza in exchange for a conveyance by Antone Souza, Carol Souza 
and Gloria Souza to the Town of Falmouth in trust, under the management and control of the 
Conservation Commission of a 22,000 square foot parcel of adjoining land shown as Parcel "B” on 
a plan entitled “Preliminary Plan of Land located in Falmouth - Mass.

# 84136-58930) the sum of $500,000 to be used to help defray the cost for the Long Pond Disinfection 
Plant Construction Project. Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


VOTED: That the Town transfer the sum of $500,000. from the Stabilization Fund (Account 
84136-58930) for the purposes of Article 12 to be expended under the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Selectmen acting as the Board of Public Works, passed on Tuesday, November 17, 1992, a unanimous 
vote, a quorum being present.

pursuant to Chapter 44, Section 8 (4), of the General Laws, or any other enabling authority and to issue 
bonds or notes of the Town, passed on Tuesday, November 17, 1992 by a counted vote of 186 in favor, 
4 opposed, the necessary 2/3 vote, a quorum being present. 
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ART: 14 To see if the Town will vote the following Cross-Connection Control By-law for preventing 
water from unapproved sources or any other substance from entering the public water system: 


I. Purpose 

A. To protect the public potable water supply served by the Falmouth Water Department 
(herein after referred to as Department”) from the possibility of contamination or pollution by isolating, 
within its customers’ internal distribution system, such contaminants or pollutants which could backflow 
or back-siphon into the public water system. 


B. To promote the elimination or control of existing cross-connections, actual or potential, 
between its’ customers in-plant potable water system and non-potable systems. 


C. To provide for the maintenance of a continuing program of cross-connection control which 
will effectively prevent the contamination or pollution of all potable water systems by cross-connection. 


ll. Authority 

A. The Federal Safe Drinking Water Act of 1974, and the statutes of the State of Massachu- 
setts Drinking Water Regulations 310 CMR 22.00. The water purveyor has the primary responsibility 
for preventing water from unapproved sources, or any other substances, from entering the public 
potable water system. 


B. Falmouth Water Department, Rules and Regulations, adopted. 
lll. Responsibility 


The Utilities Manager shall be responsible for the protection of the public potable water 
distribution system from contamination or pollution due to the backflow or back-siphonage of 
contaminants or pollutants through the water service connection. If, in the judgement of the Utilities 
Manager, an approved backflow device is required at the Town’s water service connection to any 
customer’s premises, the Utilities Manager or his delegated agent shall give notice in writing to said 
customer to install an approved backflow prevention device at each service connection to his premises. 
The customer shall, within ninety (90) days, install such approved device or devices at his own expense 
and failure or refusal or inability on the part of the customer to install said device or devices, within 
ninety (90) days, shall constitute a ground for discontinuing water service to the premises until such 
device or devices have been properly installed. 


IV. Administration 


A. The Department will operate a cross-connection control program, to include the keeping 
of necessary records, which fulfills the requirements of the Department of Environmental Protection 
(herein after referred to as "DEP”) and is approved by DEP. 


B. The Owner shall allow his property to be inspected for possible cross-connections and shall 
follow the provisions of the Department’s program and the DEP regulations if a cross- connection is 
permitted. 


C. If the Department requires that the public supply be protected by containment, the Owner 


shall be responsible for water quality beyond the outlet end of the containment device and should 
utilize fixture outlet protection for that purpose. 
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D. The Utilities Manager may utilize public health officials or personnel from the Department, 
or their delegated representatives, to assist him in the survey of his facilities and to assist him in the 
selection of proper fixture outlet devices and the proper installation of these devices. 


V. Requirements 
A. Department 


1. For premises existing prior to the start of this program, the Department will perform 
evaluations and inspections of plans and/or premises and inform the Owner by letter of any corrective 
action deemed necessary, the method of achieving the correction and the time allowed for the 
correction to be made. Ordinarily, ninety (90) days will be allowed. However, this time period may be 
shortened depending upon the degree of hazard involved and the history of the device(s) in question. 


2. The Department will not allow any cross-connection to remain unless it is protected by an 
approved backflow preventer for which a permit has been issued and which will be regularly tested to 
insure satisfactory operation. 


3. The Department shall inform the Owner by letter of any failure to comply by the time of the 
first reinspection. The Department will allow an additional fifteen (15) days for the correction. In the 
event the Owner fails to comply with the necessary correction by the time of the second reinspection, 
the Department will inform the Owner by letter that the water service to the Owner’s premises will be 
terminated within a period not to exceed five (5) days. In the event that the Owner informs the 
Department of extenuating circumstances as to why the correction has not been made, a time 
extension may be granted by the Department but in no case will exceed an additional thirty (80) days. 


4. lf the Department determines at any time that a serious threat to the public health exists, 
the water service will be terminated immediately. 


5. The Department shall have on file a list of Private Contractors who are certified backflow 
device testers. All charges for these tests will be paid by the Owner of the building or property. 


6. The Department will begin initial premise inspections to determine the nature of existing or 
potential hazards following the approval of this program by the DEP during the calendar year 1993. 
Initial focus will be on high hazard industries and commercial premises. 


B. Owner 


1. The Owner shall be responsible for the elimination or protection of all cross-connections on 
his premises. 


2. The Owner, after having been informed by a letter from the Department, shall at his expense 
install, maintain and test or have tested any and all backflow preventers on his premises. 


3. The Owner shall correct any malfunction of the backflow preventer which is revealed by 
periodic testing. 


4. The Owner shall inform the Department of any proposed or modified cross-connections and 


also any existing cross-connections of which the Owner is aware but have not been found by the 
Department. 
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5. The Owner shall not install a bypass around any backflow preventer unless there is a 
backflow preventer of the same type on the bypass. Owners who cannot shut down operation for 
testing of the device(s) must supply additional devices necessary to allow testing to take place. 


6. The Owner shall install backflow preventers in a manner approved by the Department. 
7. The Owner shall install only backflow preventers approved by the DEP. 


8. Any Owner having a private well or other private water source must have a permit if the well 
or source is cross- connected to the Department’s system. Permission to cross- connect may be denied 
by the Department. The Owner may be required to install a backflow preventer at the service entrance 
if a private water source is maintained, even if it is not cross-connected to the Department’s system. 


9. The Owner shall be responsible for the payment of all fees for permits, annual or 
semiannual device testing, retesting in the case that the device fails to operate correctly and second 
reinspections for noncompliance with Department or DEP requirements. 


Vi. Degree of Hazard 


The Department recognizes the threat to the public water system arising from cross-conne- 
ctions. All threats will be classified by degree of hazard and will require the installation of approved 
reduced pressure principle backflow prevention devices or double check valves. 


Vil. Existing In-use Backflow Prevention Devices 


Any existing backflow preventer shall be allowed by the Department to continue in service 
unless the degree of hazard is such as to supercede the effectiveness of the present backflow 
preventer or result in an unreasonable risk to the public health. Where the degree of hazard has 
increased, as in the case of a residential installation converting to a business establishment, any 
existing backflow preventer must be upgraded to a reduced pressure principle device or a reduced 
pressure principle device must be installed in the event that no backflow device was present. 


Vill. Periodic Testing 


A. Reduced pressure principle backflow devices shall be tested and inspected at least 
semiannually. 


B. Periodic testing shall be performed by the Department’s certified tester or his delegated 
representative. This testing will be done at the Owner’s expense. 


C. The testing shall be conducted during the Department’s regular business hours. Exceptions 
to this policy, when at the request of the Owner, may require additional charges to cover the increased 
costs to the Department. 


D. Any backflow preventer which fails during a periodic test will be repaired or replaced. When 
repairs are necessary, upon completion of the repair the device will be retested at Owner’s expense 
to insure correct operation. High hazard situations will not be allowed to continue unprotected if the 
backflow preventer fails the test and cannot be repaired immediately. In other situations, a compliance 
date of not more than thirty (30) days after the test date will be established. The Owner is responsible 
for spare parts, repair tools or a replacement device. Parallel installation of two (2) devices is an 
effective means of the Owner insuring uninterrupted water service during testing or repair of devices 
and is strongly recommended when the Owner desires such continuity. 
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E. Backflow prevention devices will be tested more frequently than specified in A. above in 
cases where there is a history of test failures and the Department feels that due to the degree of 
hazard involved, additional testing is warranted. Cost of the additional tests will be born by the Owner. 


IX. Fees and Charges 


The Department will publish a list of fees or charges for the following services or permits: 
1. Testing fees: $50.00 per Unit 
2. Retesting fees: $25.00 
3. Fee for reinspection: $25.00 
4. Charges - after-hours inspections or tests: $100.00 


Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED: Article 14, as printed, passed on Tuesday, November 17, 1992, a unanimous vote, a quorum 
being present. 


ART: 15 To see if the Town will vote the following Demolition Delay By-law: 


Section 1. Intent and Purpose 

The purpose of this Section is to preserve and protect significant buildings within the Town which 
constitute or reflect distinctive features of the architectural, cultural, political, economic, and/or social 
history of the Town, to encourage owners of such buildings to seek out persons who might be willing 
to purchase, preserve, rehabilitate, or restore such buildings rather than demolish them; and by 
furthering these purposes, to promote the public welfare, to protect the resources of the Town, and 
to preserve the Town as an attractive and desirable place in which to live. To achieve these purposes, 
the Falmouth Historical Commission (the "Commission") is empowered to advise the Building Inspector 
with respect to the issuance of permits for demolition of significant buildings which are not protected 
in historic districts. The issuance of demolition permits for significant buildings in historic districts is 
regulated by the Historic District Commission. The issuance of demolition permits for significant 
buildings located outside of such districts is regulated as provided in this by-law. 


Section 2. Definitions 
(a) Building - A combination of structural materials having a roof, forming a shelter for persons, 
animals or property. 


(b) Demolition - Any act of pulling down, destroying, removing, or razing a building, or any substantial 
exterior portion thereof, or commencing the work of total or substantial destruction, with the intent of 
completing the same. 


(c) Significant building - any building or portion thereof which is not in a historic district but which is: 


1. listed on, or is within an area listed on, the National Register of Historical Places, or is the subject 
of a pending application for listing on said National Register; or 

2. protected by a Preservation Agreement with the Historical Commission; or 

3. in whole or in part 75 years old or 

4. determined by a majority of the Commission to be historically or architecturally significant in terms 
of period, style, method of building construction, or association with a famous architect, or builder, or 
other historically significant person, event or process either by itself or in the context of a group 
of buildings. The Commission shall make such a determination within ten days of receiving a request, 
in hand or by certified mail, from the Building Inspector. 
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(d) Preferably-Preserved Significant Building - any significant building which the commission 
determines, as provided in Section 2(c), is in the public interest to be preserved or rehabilitated, rather 
than to be demolished. 

(e) Commission - the Falmouth Historical Commission. 

(f) Demolition Permit - includes alterations permits for substantial alterations which involve partial 
demolition. 


Section 3. Procedure 

(a) Upon receipt of an application for a demolition permit for property that is located outside a town 
Historic District, the Building Inspector shall date-stamp the application and forward a copy to the 
chairman of the Commission within four working days. No demolition permit shall be issued at that 
time. 

(b) The commission shall within ten days of the date of receipt of an application determine whether the 
building is a significant building. If the building is determined not to be significant, the Commission 
shall notify the building inspector and the owner, in hand or by certified mail, within fourteen days of 
the date of application, that a demolition permit may be issued. 

(c) If the Commission determines that the building, for which a demolition permit has been applied, 
is or may be a significant building, the Chairman of the Commission shall notify the Building Inspector 
and the owner of the building, in hand or by certified mail, within fourteen days of the date of the 
receipt of the application for a demolition permit. The demolition permit shall be denied at this time; 
and the Commission or Building Inspector shall advise the owner of the building of the procedure to 
be followed to determine whether a permit to demolish a significant building may be issued. 

(d) Before approval or disapproval of the application for the demolition of a significant building, a 
public hearing shall be held by the Commission, within forty-five days of the submission of the 
application. Notice of the time and place of such hearing shall be given by the Commission at the 
expense of the applicant by advertisement in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town of 
Falmouth, once in each of two successive weeks, the first publication being not less than fourteen days 
before the day of the hearing. A copy of said notice shall be mailed to the applicant and to all owners 
of land abutting upon and/or within 300 feet of the lot on which the significant building is located, as 
appearing in the most recent tax list. At the hearing the applicant must present a demolition plan 
including a map showing the location of the building to be demolished with reference to neighboring 
properties, photographs of all street facade elevations, the reasons for the proposed demolition and 
supporting data and a brief description of the proposed reuse of the property on which the building is 
located. 

(e) If, after such hearing, the Commission determines that the demolition of the significant building 
would not be detrimental to the historical or architectural heritage or resources of the town or is an 
imminent threat to public health and safety, the Commission shall so notify the building Inspector and 
the owner, in hand or by certified mail, within twenty-one days after the public hearing. Upon receipt 
of such notification, or after the expiration of twenty-one days from the conduct of the hearing, if the 
Building Inspector and the owner have not received notification from the Commission, the Building 
Inspector may, subject to the requirements of the state Building Code and other applicable laws, 
by-laws, rules and regulations, issue the demolition permit. 

(f) If the Commission determines that the demolition of the significant building would be detrimental 
to the historical or architectural heritage or resources of the Town, such building shall be considered 
a preferably-preserved significant building. 

(g) Upon such determination by the Commission, the Commission shall so advise the applicant and 
the Building Inspector, in hand or by certified mail, within twenty-one days of the conduct of the hearing 
and no demolition permit may be issued until six months after the date of such determination by the 
Commission, except under the conditions of subsection 3(h) of this subsection. 
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(h) Notwithstanding the preceding sentence, the Building Inspector may issue a demolition permit for 
a preferably-preserved significant building after receipt of written advice from the Commission to the 
effect that either 

1. the Commission is satisfied at any time after the conduct of the hearing that there is no 
reasonable likelihood either the owner or some other person or group is willing to purchase, preserve, 
rehabilitate or restore such building; or 

2. the Commission is satisfied that for at least six months since the owner first sought the 
advice of the Commission in locating a person or group that might be willing to purchase and preserve, 
rehabilitate or restore the building, the owner has made continuing, bona fide, and reasonable efforts 
to locate such a purchaser and that such efforts have been unsuccessful. These efforts would include 
listing the building with a Realtor or realtors for the six months, advertising in local general circulation 
newspapers, and advertising in one Boston general circulation newspaper. 


Section 4. Enforcement and Remedies 

(a) The Commission and/or the Building Inspector are each authorized to institute any and all 
proceedings, in law or equity, as either deems necessary and/or appropriate to obtain compliance with 
the requirements of this bylaw, and/or to prevent any violation thereof. 

(b) No building permit shall be issued with respect to any premises upon which a significant building 
has been voluntarily demolished in violation of this by-law for a period of two years after the date of the 
completion of such demolition as determined by the Building Inspector and documented in a letter to 
the Commission. As used herein, “premises”: includes the parcel of land upon which the demolished 
significant building was located and all adjoining parcels of land under common ownership or control. 
(c) Upon a determination by the Commission that a building is a significant building, the owner shall 
be responsible for properly securing the building, if vacant, to the satisfaction of the Building Inspector. 
Should the owner fail so to secure the building, and as a result, such building is lost through fire or 
other cause, this shall be considered voluntary demolition for the purposes of Section 2. 

(d) Emergency demolition may be permitted when there is an imminent and substantial danger to the 
health or safety of the public due to deteriorating conditions. In such a case the building inspector 
must inspect the property and document his findings in writing to the Commission. This shall also be 
considered voluntary demolition for the purposes of Section 2, and no new construction will be 
permitted on the parcel for two years. 

(e) No permit for the erection of a new structure on the site of an existing significant building may be 
issued prior to issuance of a demolition permit for such existing building. 


Section 5. Ordinary Maintenance 
Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to prevent the ordinary maintenance, repair, or replacement 
of any exterior architectural feature. 


Section 6. Portions of Significant Buildings 

Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to prevent the demolition of those portions of significant 
buildings which are not in themselves significant. In such cases, the Historical Commission shall notify 
the building inspector within fourteen days of the date of application that a demolition permit may be 
issued. 


Section 7. Severability 

lf any section, paragraph, or part of this by-law is for any reason declared invalid or unconstitutional 
by any court, every other section, paragraph, and part shall continue in full force and effect.

In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting duly published and posted as directed, 
the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School 
in Falmouth, Massachusetts on April 5, 1993 at 7:00 o’clock P.M. to act on the Articles contained 
therein.

Buckbee Lindtner. The officer in attendance was Paul R. Gonsalves. Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was 
sworn as the stenographer for the duration of the meeting.

Demolition Delay Bylaw 
Procedure for Delaying the Demolition of Historically or Architecturally Significant Buildings 


Section 1. Intent and Purpose 

The purpose of this bylaw is to preserve and protect significant buildings with in the Town which 
constitute or reflect distinctive features of the architectural, cultural, political, economic, and/or social 
history of the Town, to encourage owners of such buildings to seek out persons who might be willing 
to purchase, preserve, rehabilitate, or restore such buildings rather than demolish them; an d by 
furthering these purposes, to promote the public welfare, to protect the resources of the Town, and 
to preserve the Town as an attractive and desirable place in which to live. To achieve these purposes, 
the Falmouth Historical Commission (the "“Commission”) is empowered to advise the Building 
Commissioner with respect to the issuance of permits for demolition of significant buildings which are 
not protected in historic districts and to promulgate regulations to further implement this bylaw. 


Section 2. Definitions. 
(a) Building - Any combination of structural materials forming a shelter for persons, animals or property. 


(6) Demolition - Any act of pulling down, destroying, removing, or razing a building, or any substantial 
exterior portion thereof, or commencing the work of total or substantial destruction, with the intent of 
completing the same. 


(c) “Significant Building” - any building or portion thereof which is not in a historic district but which 

1. is listed on, or is within an area listed on, the National Register of Historical Places, or is the 
subject of a pending application for listing on said National Register; or 

2. is protected by a Preservation Agreement with the Historical Commission; or 

3. is listed in the Cultural Resources Inventory prepared by the Commission including those 
buildings listed for which complete surveys may be pending, and 

4. has been determined by a majority of the Commission to be historically or architecturally 
significant in terms of period, style, method of building construction, or association with a famous 
architect, or builder, or other historically significant person, event or process either by itself or in the 
context of a group of buildings. 


(d) Cultural Resources Inventory - a list of the buildings and sites not in historic districts that have been 
researched for the Falmouth Historical Commission. The list is on file at the Town Clerk’s Office. It 
may be amended by a majority vote of the Commission following a public hearing. 


(e) Preferably-Preserved Significant Building - any significant building which the commission 


determines, as provided in Section C, is in the public interest to be preserved or rehabilitated, rather 
than to be demolished. 
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(f) Commission - the Falmouth Historical Commission. 


(g) Demolition Permit - includes alterations permits for substantial alterations which involve partial 
demolition. 


Section 3. Procedure 


(a) No permit for the demolition of a building which is on the Cultural Resources Inventory and is 
located outside a town historic district shall be issued other than in conformity with the provisions of 
this bylaw as well as in conformity with provisions of other laws applicable to the demolition of buildings 
and the issuance of permits generally. 


(b) Upon receipt of an application for a demolition permit for property that is on the Cultural Resources 
Inventory, the Building Commissioner shall instruct the applicant to submit a Notice of Intent to 
Demolish a Listed Building to the Historical Commission. The notice shall contain the applicant’s 
name, address and interest in the property; the owners name and address if different; the address and 
photograph of the property; assessors’ map and parcel number; a brief description of the property and 
an explanation of the proposed use of the site of the property. No demolition permit shall be issued 
at that time. 


(c) The Commission shall within ten days of the date of receipt of a notice of intent make an initial 
determination as to whether the building is a significant building. If the building is determined not to 
be significant, the Commission shall notify the Building Commissioner and the owner, in hand or by 
certified mail, within fourteen days of the date of application to the Historical Commission, that a 
demolition permit may be issued. 


(d) If the Commission determines that the building is a significant building, the Commission shall notify 
the Building Commissioner within 14 days of application to the Historical Commission that a demolition 
permit may not be issued until the remaining provisions of this bylaw are carried out. 


(e) Following the Commission’s initial determination that the building is significant, a public hearing 
shall be held by the Commission, within forty-five days of the submission of the application. Notice of 
the time and place of such hearing shall be given by the Commission, at the expense of the applicant, 
by advertisement in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town of Falmouth, once in each of two 
successive weeks, the first publication being not less than fourteen days before the day of the hearing. 
A copy of said notice shall be mailed to the applicant and to all owners of land abutting upon and/or 
within 300 feet of the lot on which the significant building is located, as appearing in the most recent 
tax list. 


(f) If, after such hearing, the Commission makes a final determination that demolition of the building 
would not be detrimental to the historical or architectural heritage or resources of the town, the 
Commission shall so notify the Building Commissioner and the owner, in hand or by certified mail, 
within fifteen days after the public hearing. Upon receipt of such notification, or after the expiration 
of fifteen days from the conduct of the hearing, if the Building Commissioner and the owner have not 
received notification from the Commission, the Building Commissioner may, subject to the requirements 
of the state Building Code and other applicable laws; by- laws, rules and regulations, issue the 
demolition permit. 


(g) If the Commission makes a final determination that demolition of the building would be detrimental 


to the historical or architectural heritage or resources of the Town, such building shall be considered 
a preferably-preserved significant building. 
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(h) Upon determination that the building is a preferably preserved significant building, the Commission 
shall so advise the applicant and the Building Commissioner, in hand or by certified mail, within fifteen 
days of the conduct of the hearing and no demolition permit may be issued until four months after the 
date of such determination by the Commission, except under the conditions of subsection 3() of this 
subsection. 


() Notwithstanding the preceding sentence, the Building Commissioner may issue a demolition permit 
for a preferably-preserved significant building after receipt of written advice from the Commission to 
the effect that the Commission is satisfied at any time up to four months after the hearing that there 
is no reasonable likelihood either the owner or some other person or group is willing to purchase, 
preserve, rehabilitate or restore such building. 


Section 4. Enforcement and Remedies 


(a) The Commission and/or the Building Commissioner are each authorized to institute any and all 
proceedings, in law or equity, as either deems necessary and/or appropriate to obtain compliance with 
the requirements of this bylaw, and/or to prevent any violation thereof. 


(6) No building permit shall be issued with respect to any premises upon which a building on the 
Cultural Resources Inventory has been demolished in violation of this bylaw for a period of two years 
after the date of the completion of such demolition. A permit can be issued if the Historical 
Commission determines the demolition occurred due to an event beyond the control of the owner. 


(c) Emergency demolition may be permitted when there is an imminent and substantial danger to the 
health or safety of the public due to deteriorating conditions. 


(d) No permit for the erection of a new structure on the site of an existing building on the Cultural 
Resources Inventory may be issued prior to issuance of a demolition permit for such existing building. 


Section 5 Severability 

lf any section, paragraph, or part of this by-law is for any reason declared invalid or unconstitutional 
by any court, every other section, paragraph, and part shall continue in full force and effect. Or do or 
take any other action in this matter. On request of the Historical Commission. 


VOTED: By a counted vote of 48 in favor and 111 opposed, Article 39 failed to pass. 


ART: 40 To see if the Town will vote amend Chapter 1, Section 1.1 of the town’s by-laws to read as 
follows: 


1.1 The Annual Town Meeting shall be after the first day of April on a date chosen by the Board of 
Selectmen and an Annual Fall Town Meeting shall be each year after the first day of September on a 
date chosen by the Board of Selectmen. Or do or take any other action in this matter of request of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


AMENDED To See if the Town will vote amend Chapter 1, Section 1.1 of the town’s by-laws to read 
as follows: 


1.1. The Annual Town Meeting shall be after the first day of April on a date chosen by the Board of 
Selectmen and an Annual Fall Town Meeting shall be each year after the first day of September on a 
date chosen by the Board of Selectmen. The Selectmen shall inform Town Meeting Members of the 
date of the Annual Town Meeting before the preceeding town meetings adjournment. 
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VOTED: Article 30, as amended, passed on Wednesday, April 7, 1993, by a counted vote of 97 in 
favor, 52 opposed, a majority vote, a quorum being present. 


ART: 41 To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Wetlands Protection Bylaw for the Town 
of Falmouth pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40, which will read as 
follows: 


REVISED FALMOUTH WETLANDS PROTECTION BYLAW 
SECTION 1: Purpose 


The purpose of this bylaw is to protect the wetlands, related water resources, and adjoining land 
areas in Falmouth by controlling activities deemed by the Conservation Commission likely to have a 
significant or cumulative effect upon resource area values, including, but not limited to, the following: 
public or private water supply, groundwater, flood control, erosion and sedimentation control, storm 
damage prevention, water pollution control, fisheries, shellfish, wildlife habitat, agriculture, aesthetics, 
recreation, and aquaculture values (collectively, the “resource area values protected by this bylaw”). 


SECTION 2: Jurisdiction 


Except as permitted by the Conservation Commission or as provided in this bylaw, no person shall 
remove, fill, dredge, build upon, degrade, or otherwise alter the following resource areas: any 
freshwater or coastal wetland; marshes; wet meadows; bogs; swamps; vernal pools; banks; reservoirs; 
lakes; ponds; streams; creeks; beaches; dunes; estuaries; oceans; lands under waterbodies; lands 
subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater or surface water; lands subject to tidal action, coastal 
storm flowage, or flooding; and lands within 100 feet of any of the aforesaid resource areas (collectively 
the "resource areas protected by this bylaw”). 


SECTION 3: Exceptions 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not be required for maintaining, repairing, 
or replacing, but not substantially changing or enlarging, an existing and lawfully located structure or 
facility used in the service of the public to provide electric, gas, water, telephone, telegraph, or other 
telecommunication services, provided that written notice has been given to the Commission 10 days 
prior to commencement of work, and provided that the work conforms to performance standards and 
design specifications in regulations adopted by the Commission. 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not be required for work performed for 
normal maintenance of land actively in agricultural use, provided that written notice has been given to 
the Commission 10 days prior to commencement of work, and provided that the work conforms to 
performance standards and design specifications in regulations adopted by the Commission. 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not apply to emergency projects necessary 
for the protection of the health and safety of the public, provided that the work is to be performed by 
or has been ordered to be performed by an agency of the Commonwealth or a political subdivision 
thereof; provided that advance notice, oral or written, has been given to the Commission prior to the — 
commencement of work; provided that the Commission or its agent certifies the work as an emergency 
project; provided that the work is performed only for the time and place certified by the Commission 
for the limited purposes necessary to abate the emergency; and provided that within 21 days of 
commencement of an emergency project a permit application shall be filed with the Commission for 
review as provided by this bylaw. Upon failure to meet these and other requirements of the 
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Commission, the Commission may, after notice and a public hearing, revoke or modify an emergency 
project approval and order restoration and mitigation measures. 


Other than stated in this section, the exceptions provided in the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. 
Chapter 131, s.40, and Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00, shall not apply under this bylaw. 


SECTION 4: Applications for Permits and Requests for Determination 


Written application shall be filed with the Commission to perform activities affecting resource 
areas protected by this bylaw. The permit application shall include such information and plans as are 
deemed necessary by the Commission to describe proposed activities and their effects on the resource 
areas protected by this bylaw. No activities shall commence without receiving and complying with a 
permit issued pursuant to this bylaw. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may accept as the permit application and plans under 
this bylaw the Notice of Intent and plans filed under the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, s. 40, 
and Regulations 310 CMR 10.00. 


Any person desiring to know whether or not a proposed activity or an area is subject to this bylaw 
may in writing request a determination from the Commission. Such a request for determination shall 
include information and plans as are deemed necessary by the Commission. 


At the time of a permit application or request for determination, the applicant shall pay a filing fee 
specified in the regulations of the Commission. The fee is in addition to that required by the Wetlands 
Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, s. 40, and Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00. The Commission may waive the’ 
filing fee, consultant fee, and costs and expenses for a permit application or request for determination 
filed by a government agency and shall waive them for a request for determination filed by a person 
having no financial connection with the property or project which is the subject of the request. The 
required advertising fees for public notification of the project cannot be waived. 


Upon receipt of a permit application or request for determination, the Commission is authorized 
to require an applicant to pay a fee for the reasonable costs and expenses borne by the Commission 
for specific expert engineering snd other consultant services deemed necessary by the Commission 
to come to a final decision on the application. This fee is called the consultant fee. The specific 
consultant services may include but are not limited to the resource area survey and delineation, 
analysis of resource area values, including wildlife habitat evaluations, hydrogeologic and drainage 
analysis, and environmental or land use law. 


The Commission may require the payment of the consultant fee at any point in its deliberations 
prior to a final decision. The applicant shall pay the fee to the Town to be put into a consultant services 
account of the Commission which may be drawn upon by the Commission for specific consultant 
services approved by the Commission at one of its public meetings. 


The exercise of discretion by the Commission in making its determination to require the payment 
of a fee shall be based upon its reasonable finding that additional information acquirable only through 
outside consultants would be necessary for the making of an objective decision. 


The Commission shall return any unused portion of the consultant fee to the applicant unless the 
Commission decides at a public meeting that other action is necessary: Any applicant aggreived by the 
imposition of, or size of, the consultant fee, or any act related thereto, may appeal according to the 
provisions of the Massachusetts General Laws. 
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The maximum consultant fee charged to reimburse the Commission for reasonable costs and 
expenses shall be according to the schedule established by local regulation. 


The Town hereby accepts G.L. c. 131, s. 40, s. 53E for purposes of administering jointly the filing 
fee and professional service conservation account provisions of this bylaw. 


SECTION 5: Notice and Hearings 


Any person filing a permit application with the Commission at the same time shall give written 
notice thereof, by certified mail (return receipt requested) or hand delivered, to all abutters at their 
mailing addresses shown on the most recent applicable tax list of the assessors, including owners of 
land directly opposite on any public or private street or way, and abutters to the abutters within 100 
feet of the property line of the applicant, including any in another municipality. The notice to abutters 
shall enclose a copy of the permit application or request, with plans, or shall state where copies may 
be examined and obtained by abutters. An affidavit of the person providing such notice, with a copy 
of the notice mailed or delivered, shall be filed with the Commission. When a person requesting a 
determination is other than the owner, the request, the notice of the hearing, and the determination 
itself shall be sent by the Commission to the owner as well as to the person making the request. 


The Commission shall conduct a public hearing on any permit application or request for 
determination, with written notice given at the expense of the applicant, five business days prior to the 
hearing, in a newspaper of general circulation in the municipality. 


The Commission shall commence the public hearing within 21 days from receipt of a completed 
permit application or request for determination unless an extension is authorized in writing by the 
applicant. 


The Commission shall issue its permit or determination in writing within 21 days of the close of 
the public hearing thereon unless an extension is authorized in writing by the applicant. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may combine its hearing under this bylaw with the 
hearing conducted under the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, s. 40, and Regulations 310 CMR 
10.00. 


The Commission shall have the authority to continue the hearing to a date certain announced at 
the hearing, for reasons stated at the hearing, which may include receipt of additional information 
offered by the applicant deemed necessary by the Commission in its discretion, or comments and 
recommendations of other town boards and officials, as appropriate. In the event the applicant objects 
to a continuance or postponement, the hearing shall be closed and the Commission shall take action 
on such information as is available. 


SECTION 6: Coordination with Other Boards 


A copy of the public hearing notices shall be circulated to other town boards and departments, 
as appropriate. 


SECTION 7: Permits and Conditions 
If the Commission, after a public hearing, determines that the activities which are subject to the 
permit application are likely to have a significant or cumulative effect upon the resource area values 


protected by this bylaw, the Commission, within 21 days of the close of the hearing, shall issue or deny 
a permit for the activities requested. If it issues a permit, the Commission shall impose conditions which 


60 


the Commission deems necessary or desirable to protect those values, and all activities shall be done 
in accordance with those conditions. 


The Commission is empowered to deny a permit for failure to meet the requirements of this bylaw; 
for failure to submit the necessary information and plans requested by the Commission; for failure to 
meet the design specifications, performance standards, and other requirements in regulations of the 
Commission; for failure to avoid or prevent unacceptable significant or cumulative effects upon the 
resource area values protected by this bylaw; and where no conditions are adequate to protect those 
values. Due consideration shall be given to any demonstrated hardship on the applicant by reason of 
denial, as presented at the public hearing. 


A permit shall expire three years from the date of issuance. Notwithstanding the above, the 
Commission in its discretion may issue a permit expiring five years from the date of issuance for 
recurring or continuous maintenance work, provided that annual notification of time and location of 
work is given to the Commission. Any permit may be renewed for an additional one year period, 
provided that a request for renewal is received in writing by the Commission 30 days prior to expiration. 


For good cause the Commission may revoke or modify a permit or determination issued under 
this bylaw after notice to the holder of the permit or determination, notice to the public, abutters, and 
town boards, pursuant to Section 5 and 6, and a public hearing 


The Commission in an appropriate case may combine the permit or determination issued under 
this bylaw with the Order of Conditions or Determination of Applicability issued under the Wetlands 
Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, s. 40, and Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00. 


No work proposed in any permit application shall be undertaken until the permit issued by the 
Commission with respect to such work has been recorded in the Registry of Deeds, or if the land 
effected is registered land, in the registry section of the land court for the district wherein the land lies, 
and until the holder of the permit certifies in writing to the Commission that the permit has been 
recorded. 


SECTION 8: Regulations 


After public notice and public hearing, the Commission shall promulgate rules and regulations to 
effectuate the purposes of this bylaw. Notice shall be given at least one (1) week prior to the public 
hearing by publication in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town and by posting with the Town 
Clerk. Failure by the Commission to promulgate such rules and regulations or a legal declaration of 
their invalidity by a court of law shall not act to suspend or invalidate the effect of this bylaw. 


At a minimum these regulations shall define key terms in this bylaw not inconsistent with the bylaw 
and procedures governing the amount and filing of fees. 


After due notice and public hearing, the Conservation Commission may promulgate policy 
guidelines in the form of additional rules, regulations and definitions consistent with the provisions and 
objectives of this bylaw and designed to clarify and implement its purpose. Notice shall be given at 
least two (2) weeks prior to such hearing by publication in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
Town and by posting with the Town Clerk. The Conservation Commission, by regulation duly advertised 
and heard, may set fees for services performed, subject to written approval of the Board of Selectmen. 
No fees shall be in excess of demonstrated true costs to the Town of the services performed by the 
Commission. 
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SECTION 9: Definition 


The following definitions shall apply in the interpretation and implementation of this bylaw. 


The term “person” shall include any individual, group of individuals, association, partnership, 
corporation, company, business organization, trust, estate, the Commonwealth or political subdivision 
thereof to the extent subject to town bylaws, administrative agency, public or quasi-public corporation 
or body, this municipality, and any other legal entity, its legal representatives, agents, or assigns. 


The term “alter” shall include, without limitation, the following activities when undertaken to, upon, 
within or affecting resource areas protected under this bylaw: 


(a) Removal, excavation, or dredging of soil, sand, gravel, or aggregate materials 
of any kind; 

(b) Changing of preexisting drainage characteristics, flushing characteristics, 
salinity distribution, sedimentation patterns, flow patterns, or flood retention 
characteristics; 

(c) Drainage, or other disturbance of water level or water table; 

(d) Dumping, discharging, or filling with any material, which may degrade water 
quality; 

(e) Placing of fill, or removal of material, which would alter elevation; 

(f) Driving of piles, erection, or repair of buildings, or structures of any kind; 

(g) Placing of obstructions or objects in the water; 

(h) Destruction of plant life, including cutting of trees; 

(i) Changing temperature, biochemical oxygen demand, or other physical, 
biological, or chemical characteristics of any waters; 

(j) Any activities, changes, or work which may cause or tend to contribute to 
pollution of any body of water or groundwater; 

(k) Application of pesticides or herbicides. 


Except as otherwise provided in this bylaw or in regulations of the Commission, the definitions of 
terms in this bylaw shall be as set forth in the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, s. 40, and 
Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00 


SECTION 10: Security 


As part of a permit issued under this bylaw, in addition to any security required by any other 
municipal or state board, agency, or official, the Commission may require that the performance and 
observance of the conditions imposed hereunder be secured wholly or in part by one or more of the 
methods described below: 


a) By a proper bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities or other undertaking of financial 
responsibility sufficient in the opinion of the Commission, to be released in whole or in part upon the 
issuance of a Certificate of Compliance for work performed pursuant to the permit; 


b) By a conservation restriction, easement, or other covenant enforceable in a court of law, executed 
and duly recorded by the owner of record, running with the land to the benefit of this municipality 
whereby the permit conditions shall be performed and observed before any lot may be conveyed other 
than by mortgage deed. 
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SECTION 11: Enforcement 


No person shall remove, fill, dredge, build upon, degrade or otherwise alter resource areas 
protected by this bylaw, or cause, suffer, or allow such activity to continue or allow such fill or other 
alteration to be left in place, without the required authorization pursuant to this bylaw. 


The Commission, its agents, officers, and employees shall have authority, with prior approval from 
the property owner, to enter upon privately owned land for the purpose of performing their duties under 
this bylaw and may make or cause to be made such examinations, Surveys, or sampling as the 
Commission deems necessary. 


The Commission shall have the authority to enforce this bylaw, its regulations, and permits issued 
thereunder by violation notices, administrative orders, and civil and criminal court actions. Any person 
who violates provisions of this bylaw may be ordered to restore the property to its original condition and 
take any other action deemed necessary to remedy such violations. 


Upon request of the Commission, the Board of Selectmen and Town Counsel shall take legal 
action for enforcement under civil law. Upon request of the Commission, the chief of police shall take 
legal action for enforcement under criminal law. 


Municipal boards and officers, including any police officer or other officer having police powers, 
shall have authority to assist the Commission in enforcement. 


Any person who violates any provision of this bylaw, or regulations, permits, or administrative 
orders issued thereunder, shall be punished by a fine of not more than $300. Each day or portion 
thereof during which a violation continues, or unauthorized fill or other alteration remains in place, shall 
constitute a separate offense, and each provision of the bylaw, regulations, permits, or administrative 
orders violated shall constitute a separate offense. 


As an alternative to criminal prosecution in a specific case, the Commission may issue citations 
under the non-criminal disposition procedure set forth in G.L. c. 40, s. 21D, and adopted by the Town 
as a general bylaw. 


SECTION 12: Burden of Proof 


The applicant for a permit shall have the burden of proving by a preponderance of the credible 
evidence that the work proposed in the permit application will not have unacceptable significant or 
cumulative effect upon the resource area values protected by this bylaw. Failure to provide adequate 
evidence to the Commission supporting this burden shall be sufficient cause for the Commission to 
deny a permit or grant a permit with conditions. 


SECTION 13: Appeals 


A decision of the Commission shall be reviewable in the Superior Court in an action filed within 
60 days thereof, in accordance with G.L. c.249, s. 4. 


Any applicant, owner, abutter or other party in interest aggrieved by an Order of the Conservation 
Commission may, within ten (10) days of the issuance of said Order, request that the matter be settled 
through a mediation process conducted by a professional environmental service. Any party may refuse 
to participate in, or may withdraw from the mediation proceeding at any time, and no settlement 
agreement shall be effective unless signed by all parties whose cooperation is necessary to its

implementation. If no agreement to mediate is recorded within the said ten (10) days, or for any reason 
mediation is abandoned before consummation, then the applicant, owner, abutter, or party in interest 
may appeal to the Superior Court in the usual course as defined below. 


Any applicant, owner, abutter, or other party in interest may appeal an Order of the Conservation 
Commission under this bylaw to the Superior Court of Barnstable County no later than within twenty 
(20) days following the date of issuance of the order; provided, however, that if the case in whole or 
in part, is pending before the State’s Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) under the state’s 
statutory provisions for DEP review authority, then said appeal period shall commence upon the date 
of the issuance of a Superseding Order from DEP and shall continue for no more than twenty (20) days 
from that date. 


SECTION 14: Relation to the Wetlands Protection Act 

This bylaw is adopted under the Home Rule Amendment of the Massachusetts Constitution and 
the Home Rule statutes, independent of the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, s. 40, and 
Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00. 
SECTION 15: Severability 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this bylaw shall not invalidate any other section or 
provision thereof, nor shall it invalidate any permit or determination which previously has been issued. 


And to delete the existing Falmouth Wetlands Protection Bylaw, as voted and approved in 1979, and 
amended and approved in 1981 and 1984, or do or take any other action in this matter. On request 
of the Conservation Commission. 


VOTED: Article 41, as printed, passed on Monday, April 5, 1993, a unanimous vote, a quorum being 
present.

In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly published and posted as directed, 
the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School in Falmouth, Massachusetts, on April 6, 1993 at 7:38 o’clock P.M. to act on the Articles 
contained therein.

DISASTER AND EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


SECTION 1: OFFICE OF EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 
A. Definitions 
(1) DISASTER 
(a) MANMADE: Any industrial, nuclear, hazardous materials or transportation accident, 

explosion, conflagration, power failure, natural resource shortage, environmental 
damage or other condition, except enemy action, resulting from man-made causes 
which threatens or causes human suffering, substantial damage to property or loss 
of life for a substantial number of citizens.

B. Creation 


(bo) NATURAL: Any hurricane, tornado, flood, high water, wind-driven water, tidal wave, 
earthquake, landslide, mudslide, snowstorm, drought, fire or other catastrophe which 
threatens or results in hardship, human suffering, substantial damage to property or 
possible loss of life for a substantial number of citizens. 


(c) WAR-CAUSED: Any condition following an attack upon the United States resulting 
in substantial damage to property or injury to persons in the United States caused 
by bombs, missiles, shellfire, nuclear, radiological, chemical or biological means or 
other weapons, or other conditions such as sabotage, terrorist or overt paramilitary 
action. 


EMERGENCY: Those conditions which may, by investigation made, be found actually or 

likely to: 

(a) Affect seriously the safety, health or welfare of a substantial number of citizens of 
the town, or preclude the operation or use of essential public services and facilities; 
or 

(bo) Be of such magnitude or severity as to necessitate seeking State or Federal 
supplementation of local efforts or resources exerted or utilized in alleviating the 
danger, damage, suffering or hardship faced; or 

(c) Have been caused by forces beyond the control of man, by reason of civil 
disobedience, riot or disturbance, or by factors not foreseen and not known to exist 
when all expenditure warrants were approved by a vote of Town Meeting members. 


EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT: The judicious planning, assignment and coordination of 
all available resources in an integrated program of prevention, mitigation, preparedness, 
response and recovery for an emergency resulting from a disaster of any kind. 


EMERGENCY SERVICES: The preparation for and the carrying out of functions, other 
than functions for which military forces are primarily responsible, to prevent, minimize and 
provide emergency repair of injury and damage resulting from disaster, together with all 
other activities necessary or incidental to the preparation for and carrying out of those 
functions. The functions include, without limitation, firefighting, rescue and police 
services; health and medical services; communications and disaster warning services; 
radiological, chemical and biological weapons defense services; evacuation and 
emergency transportation, shelter and welfare services, engineering, resources 
management, road clearing and temporary restoration of utilities; and such other functions 
related to civilian protection. 


LOCAL EMERGENCY: The condition declared by the Town administrator or, in his/her 
absence, by the Emergency Interim Successor, when in his/her judgment the threat or 
actual occurrence of a disaster is or threatens to be of sufficient severity and magnitude 
to warrant coordinated local government action to prevent or alleviate the damage, loss, 
hardship or suffering threatened or caused thereby. A local emergency cannot be 
declared where the emergency arises solely out of resource shortage since such an 
emergency may only be declared under the act of the governor. 


The Falmouth Office of Emergency Management (FOEM) is here by established under the 
Office of the Town Administrator and shall be managed by a Director appointed annually by the 
Town Administrator. 
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C. Function 
The Falmouth Office of Emergency Management will coordinate activities pertaining to natural, 
manmade and war-caused disasters and will assist the Town Administrator as he/she exercises 
the authority and discharges the responsibilities vested in him/her in this by-law and other 
applicable laws of the State and the by-laws and Charter of the Town of Falmouth. 


SECTION 2: THE ROLE OF THE TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


A. Authority 

(1) The Town Administrator is authorized to declare a local emergency upon finding a 
disaster is imminent or has occurred. Such a declaration is subject to the approval by the 
Chair of the Board of Selectmen or his/her designee, such designee to be an elected 
Official of the Town of Falmouth. 

(2) Such a declaration shall not be continued or renewed beyond seven (7) days without the 
approval by a majority vote of the Board of Selectmen. Any order or proclamation 
declaring, extending or terminating the state of emergency shall be given prompt and 
general publicity and shall be immediately filed with the Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency, in writing and signed by the Town Administrator and the Chair of 
the Board of Selectmen or his/her designee as defined above. Such a declaration 
activates the response and recovery aspects of the Town of Falmouth’s Comprehensive 
Emergency Management Plan. 

(3) During any declared local emergency the Town Administrator: 

(a) Shall have the full authority and power to act on behalf of the Town and exercise the 
powers conferred on the Town under the applicable provisions of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Emergency Management Regulations as defined in the Civil 
Defense Acts of 1953 as amended and detailed in subsequent Executive Orders. 

(6b) May control egress and ingress to and from a disaster area, and the occupancy of 
the premises therein. 

(c) May impose and enforce a curfew. 

(d) May suspend or limit the sale, dispensing or transportation of alcoholic beverages, 
firearms and explosives. 

(e) May require the emergency services of any city officer or employee, 

(f) | May suspend the routine hours for operation of the town government. 

(g) May call for mutual aid from communities with whom prior mutual aid agreements 
have been signed. 

(h) May request state or federal assistance. 


B. A new administrator shall be apprised of his or her role in emergency management within thirty 
(30) days of assuming the position. 


C. The Town Administrator and Board of Selectmen will consider Town Meeting Members as a 
primary resource in the planning and response to an emergency situation in the Town of 
Falmouth. 


SECTION 3. THE DIRECTOR 


The Director shall report directly to the Town Administrator. He/she shall be responsible for the 
planning, administration and operation of the Falmouth Office of Emergency Management, 
subject to the direction and control of the Town Administrator. The Director will also serve as 
a link between town government and the state and federal emergency management agencies. 
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SECTION 4. COMPREHENSIVE EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT PLAN 


A. 


The Office of Emergency Management shall prepare and maintain a Comprehensive 
Emergency Management Plan (CEM) in the format required by both federal and state 
emergency management agencies. 


As a part of the Comprehensive Emergency Management Plan each Town department shall 
submit and identify the emergency services, equipment, facilities, procedures and personnel, 
as well as extra needs, to be utilised during a threatened or actual emergency. Such plan shall 
be submitted within ninety (90) days of acceptance of this by-law and shall be reviewed 
annually. 


SECTION 5. EMERGENCY OPERATION CENTER 


A. 


The Office of Emergency Management shall establish an Emergency Operations Center (EOC) 
equipped with a communications system and generator to support government operations 
during an emergency. It shall provide those essential facilities and equipment needed to 
sustain personnel while working in the EOC for long periods of time. 


Each town department shall be represented in the EOC by the department head or his or her 
designate so that coordination of emergency operations can take place. 


A media center shall be established outside the EOC to provide up-to-date information about 
the status of the emergency for dissemination to the public. 


SECTION 6. CONTINUITY OF GOVERNMENT 


A. Definitions 


(1) UNAVAILABLE: Shall mean either that a vacancy in office exists and there is not deputy 
authorized to exercise all of the powers and discharge the duties of the office, or that the 
local incumbent of the office and his duly authorized deputy is absent or unable, for 
physical, mental or legal reasons, to exercise the duties of the office; 


(2) DULY AUTHORIZED DEPUTY: Shall mean a person who is presently authorized to 
perform all functions, exercise all powers and discharge all duties of an office in the event 
the office is vacant or at such times as it lacks administration due to the death, absence 
or disability of the incumbent officer. 


(3) EMERGENCY INTERIM SUCCESSOR: Shall mean a person designated pursuant to this 
section for temporary succession to the powers and duties, but not the office, of a town 
Official in the event such official or any duly authorized deputy is unavailable to exercise 
the powers and discharge the duties of the office. 


B. EMERGENCY INTERIM SUCCESSORS 


(1) General 

(a) No person shall be designated or serve as emergency interim successor unless he 
or she may under the Constitution, the laws of the Commonwealth and the Town 
Charter hold the office of the person to whose powers and duties he is designated 
to succeed. 

(0) No provision of the Town Charter nor local law prohibiting an officer or employee of 
the Town from holding another office shall be applicable to an emergency interim 
successor. 
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(2) Elected Officials 


(a) The Board of Selectmen shall meet on an as-needed basis during a state of 
emergency. 

(b) In the event that neither the Town Clerk nor his or her Deputy are available during 
a proclaimed state of emergency, the Board of Selectmen shall designate an 
emergency interim successor from the staff of the Town Clerk’s office, in accor- 
dance with procedures specified in Massachusetts General Laws. 

(c) A person designated an emergency interim successor shall take the oath of the 
office to which they are designated at the time they are required to assume the 
powers of the office, and shall serve for the duration of the emergency, or until they 
are replaced, or until the holder of the office is again available. 


(3) Town Administrator 


The Town Administrator shall designate an emergency interim successor for his/her 
position from the following list: Town Clerk, Town Accountant, Town Planner, Superinten- 
dent of Schools, Town Meeting Moderator. In the event that the Town Administrator 
should become unavailable during a declared state of emergency, his/her emergency 
interim successor shall assume the powers and duties of the Town Administrator. In the 
absence of a prenamed designee, the Board of Selectmen shall designate an emergency 
interim successor from the same list. 


(4) Other Appointive Officials 


Annually each department head shall identify the chain of command in his/her department 
and submit the list to the Town Administrator. 


C. Preservation of Vital Records

All vital records shall be physically protected through one or more of the following: 
dispersal, duplicate copies, secure storage facilities. Automatic data processing systems 
and records shall be maintained in duplicate and transportable off-site as needed during 
an emergency. 

Each department shall identify by list those records essential for its continuing functions 
during an emergency, their locations and the procedures for moving such records to a 
secure location if necessary so they are immediately available as needed for the duration 
of the emergency. 

Each department that handles records of vital statistics or records for which originals must 
be maintained shall ensure that such records have safe and accessible storage during an 
emergency. 

All records that are necessary for government functions and protection of the rights and 
interests of the public, such as, but not limited to, charters, statutes, legal and financial 
reports shall be immediately available to town officials if relocation of town government 
is required during an emergency. 


D. Relocation of Seat of Government 
When the Town Hall becomes temporarily unusable for continuing government operations for 
the duration of the emergency, the Town Administrator shall order the relocation of certain 
personnel to temporary quarters at another site. Or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Office of Emergency Preparedness.

TOWN ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT 


The past year has seen the new form of government start to mature as we all have become more 
accustomed to the workings of Town government in different ways. Much of the effort by the Town 
Administrator has been directed to gaining community insights. | believe progress has been made in 
employee relations and in community attitudes. A major focus during the year included communication 
between this office and the public, the Board of Selectmen, and all departments. This attempt to 
strengthen communications has taken several forms: the workings of the Woods Hole resident permit 
parking program demonstrated effective cooperation; frequent consultations with the business 
community and the Chamber of Commerce have kept an open line; the conversion of local origination 
cable television to local control has served as a major potential community access tool; a commitment 
to E-911 emergency communication through a regional answering point operated by Barnstable County 
was approved by the Board of Selectmen; discussions of design issues on several road projects 
encouraged citizen participation; perhaps most symbolic has been the installation of new telephone 
equipment in Town Hall, allowing easier access for the public to the various departments. 


A great deal of attention was spent during the year with respect to the Police Department. A grant 
from the Executive Office of Communities and Development provided us with the mechanism to 
examine the police/community interrelationships. At the same time the Town was involved in the 
process of selecting the successor to Police Chief Paulino Rodriques. A selection committee, 
composed of Robert V. Antonucci, Christina Callahan, Judge Roger B. Champagne, Jayme Dias, 
Attorney Frank K. Duffy, Susan A. Goux, and Gary M. Schwarzman, worked long and hard in the 
screening of candidates for the Chief’s position. A word of special praise is owed to Personnel 
Director, Christina Callahan, for the staff work during this process. In developing an understanding 
of the needs of the Police Department and the Town of Falmouth, special emphasis was placed on the 
concept of community policing. The culmination of these deliberations occurred when the Board of 
Selectmen confirmed the appointment of Gene H. Kulander as Police Chief. 


The Town continued to develop and implement plans for improving our investment in the Town. Anew 
approach to capital budgeting was adopted by Town Meeting, required water supply treatment capacity 
was approved in the disinfection plant at Long Pond, a major bond issue was proposed to respond to 
a variety of capital needs and a funding commitment was made to obtain additional water supply at 
Crooked Pond. 
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During this time, the Town and most of the employee unions reached agreement in contract 
settlements. These settlements provided reasonable wage increases within the Town’s ability to pay. 
Participation in the Cape Cod Municipal Health Group continued to provide a stable health insurance 
program to Town employees. Further gains were made in solidifying the Town’s financial condition 
through property revaluation. Special credit is due to the Assessing Department and Data Processing 
Department in making this program an effective and smoothly implemented revaluation. 


| believe that this past year has been a positive one largely due to the contributions made by so many 
people - Town employees, volunteer committee members, elected officials, and all those residents who 
have wished to enrich the lives of the people of this community. | will close with a special thank you 
to Mary Pacheco and Lorraine Ashworth, without whose help the task would have been impossible.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


1993 was the second full year of town government under Falmouth’s new Home Rule Charter. Two 
new part time Selectmen were elected in 1993 replacing Raymond R. Labossiere, previously one of 
Falmouth’s full time Selectmen, and John S. Elliott, previously a Falmouth Board of Public Works 
Commissioner who became a Selectmen on the new Board coinciding with the Charter changes. Both 
John and Ray served the Town well during their tenure as town Selectmen. New Selectmen elected 
to the Board in 1993 were Mrs. Mary Pat Flynn and Troy B. G. Clarkson. Both new Selectmen have 
already exhibited tremendous energy and interest in their new roles and have impacted favorably on 
the town’s governmental activities. 


Falmouth’s new town government has already made a marked change in the way the town budget is 
submitted and has centralized town government under a clear chain of command. The town budget 
is now submitted to the Finance Committee balanced. The Finance Committee no longer must wade 
through a budget millions of dollars out of balance and can now deliberate workable numbers up or 
down in a more practical and time efficient manner. Centralized authority over town functions and 
committees is a definite improvement. There should be no question in any taxpayers mind as to whose 
in charge or who is responsible for any town activity. 


The Selectmen’s role in Falmouth’s new government is not fully understood by all. Falmouth’s citizens 
must be aware that under the new Charter all town operations except schools are directly administered 
by the Town Administrator and that all employees including department heads are appointed or 
removed by the Administrator with the Selectmen’s role being simply that of acceptance or rejection 
of newly appointed department heads. The Selectmen’s role has been decreased to part time but their 
responsibility has been increased by assuming those responsibilities formerly of the Board of Public 
Works. 


The Selectmen in Falmouth’s new form of government do appoint directly the Town Administrator and 
most of the various Boards and Committees in town. Some of the Boards or Committees are quite 
powerful and play a very important role in town and/or citizens activities. The Board of Selectmen 
recognize the importance of these Boards and Committees and wish to encourage as many of our 
townspeople to participate in the town’s government through these official groups as is possible. The 
Selectmen are also trying to work in closer harmony with theses groups and are attempting to review 
individual attendance, goals and general performance as part of a continued effort to insure that the 
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policy with regard to Town Boards and Committees that are under the Selectmen’s appointing 
authority. 


A part time Selectmen’s job in Falmouth is busy indeed. The Selectmen’s meetings are jammed with 
items to discuss and to vote on and often we find ourselves with insufficient time allotted to (in my 
mind) thoroughly investigate and discuss important issues in a timely manner. Wetland hearings and 
new sign variance requests due to the new sign regulations have been consuming a large portion of 
each Selectmen’s agenda at the expense of less routine but important matters. If more than one 
meeting a week is held by Selectmen the work load on the Administrator’s staff is increased to 
unacceptable levels. | suggest that the Town may wish to reconsider the way wetlands issues are 
handled in Falmouth to streamline the permit process, thereby reducing some of the red tape required 
of our citizens, and to allow the Selectmen more efficient use of their time as well as the time of the 
Administrator’s staff. 


As we enter the third year of the new Town Charter, Falmouth’s taxpayers can look forward to a 
continued effort by their Board of Selectmen to keep Falmouth a fine place to live. To this end, and 
in the interests of better communication with the public, we encourage public participation and will 
continue to improve the information outflow to the public through better communication. 


On behalf of the Falmouth Board of Selectmen, | would like to thank our town employees and most 
particularly the town Administrator’s office employees for all their help during the year to make our 
efforts fruitful. | especially want to thank all those good people of Falmouth who give unselfishly of 
themselves in so many ways during the year to make our town a pleasant place to live and finally | want 
to personally thank the voters of Falmouth for allowing me to serve you. My Grandfather was first 
elected to Falmouth town office in 1902. He thought Falmouth was a pretty special place as did my 
father who served in town elective office until 1961. | am honored to serve as well.

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Building and Zoning Department 


The 1992-1993 fiscal year Was another busy year for building activity in Falmouth with 5,460 permits issued 
for building, electrical, plumbing and gas construction activities. The various inspectors made 12,654 
inspections during the fiscal year. 


There were 133 sign permits issued, which included several variances issued by the Selectmen. The Building 
Department held one public meeting at the Falmouth High School to explain the Sign By-law and receive input 
from both the business and residential community. 


Some of the noteworthy projects that permits were issued for: The 
Town of Falmouth Pumping Station, Carlson Lane Condominiums and New World Bank. A total of 187 new 
residential permits were issued. 


Some noteworthy alterations, additions, relocations and/or expansions included the Sea Education, MBL 
Apartments, St. Barnabas, Papa Gino’s and BayBank on Davis Straits, Trade Center Bowl and Amusement. 


The following is a report of the building activity for the past year of July 1, 1992 to June 30, 1993: 


New residential construction 187 
New non-residential construction 5 
All other construction 1585 


Total building permits issued were 1,777 with a dollar value of $36,954,439.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Following is the 33rd Annual Report of the Falmouth Department of Public Works covering operations of the 
Department for the period July 01, 1992 through June 30, 1993. 


ROADS 


The Department completed resurfacing of roads in two (2) phases this fiscal year. During the Fall of 1992 the 
following roads were completed: West Avenue, Grove Street, Moses Road, East Avenue, Ravenswood Road, 
Andrea Road, Crystal Spring Avenue, Glen Avenue, Blacksmith Shop Road (off West Falmouth Highway), 
Rogers Road, Old Palmer Avenue, Chapaquiot Road, part of Route 151, Cordwood Landing Road, intersection 
of Old Main Road and County Road, part of Seapit Road, Grand Avenue North, Locustfield Road, Lake Shore 
Drive, Wedgewood Drive, Greenwood Street, and Lakewood Drive. This program was completed for Six 
Hundred Forty-Five Thousand Dollars ($645,000.) using entirely State Aid Funds. 
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The following roads were completed in the Spring of 1993: Priscilla Street, Harrington Street, Cypress Street, 
Palm Street, Hiawatha Street, Providence Street, Massasoit Street, Ardmore Street, Cataumet Street, Maple 
Street, Young Road, Little Rock Avenue, and part of Harbor Avenue. This program was completed for Two 
Hundred Sixty-Five Thousand Dollars ($265,000.) using State Aid Funds supplemented with One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($100,000.) of Town Funds. 


BRIDGES AND SIDEWALKS 


The Nashawena Street Bridge was completed and open to traffic in June 1993. Town funds paid for the 
engineering design and the State funded one hundred percent (100%) of the construction cost. 


Replacement walks were installed along portions of Main Street near the Post Office and Village Green, and 
a new sidewalk constructed along Hamil Avenue. New sidewalk and guard rail was also installed along Grand 
Avenue South and Menauhant Road which was Hurricane Bob related work. 


HURRICANE BOB 


Repair work continued in areas damaged by the 1991 hurricane. Major project completions were the coastal 
bank along Nobska Road, the coastal bank along Grand Avenue South, and the seawall along Menauhant 
Road. Work involved placement of armor stone sloping. 


EQUIPMENT 


The Department was able to purchase two (2) light trucks this year. The purchase of major capital equipment 
is far behind according to the Capital Program established many years ago. This has been due to the fiscal 
restraints facing the Town. Equipment is aging and repair costs are increasing. 


SOLID WASTE 


The Department continues to operate the Disposal Area with its own equipment and personnel. Wastes such 
as metal, tires, mattresses and box springs, and waste oil continue to be recycled and an area of leaves and 
yard wastes is set aside for composting. 


The Town recycled 7,450 gallons of waste oil at a cost of One Thousand Eight Hundred Sixty-Three Dollars 
($1,863.). Total Disposal Area revenue for fiscal year 1993 was Two Hundred Eighty-Four Thousand Four 
Hundred Sixty-Six Dollars and Seventy-Five Cents ($284,466.75). 


The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station handled a total of 39,594 tons of refuse through the facility for 
shipment to SEMASS. Total tonnage decrease over the previous fiscal year was 2.2 percent. 


TREE WARDEN, PARKS AND SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 
GOODWILL PARK 

December and January were planning months for the notice of intent to reconstruct the beach area at the 
Park. The Beach Committee funded Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000) for a beach enlargement project that 
doubled the size of the existing beach. The asphalt ramp leading to the beach area was removed, loamed 
and seeded and leaching basins were installed. 
New signs were hand routed by the Park Division and installed in the late winter. 
Close to the beach area and parking lot, a Park Pavillion was erected. Department of Public Works crews 
did the site preparation and the Falmouth Rotary Club provided the Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) for the 


materials. The Upper Cape Regional Vocational Schoold did the construction in May and the dedication 
was in June. 
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SCHOOL GROUNDS 


Eighteen inches of snow did not deter the annual Falmouth/Barnstable football game at Fuller Field. The 
Division worked twenty-four (24) hours to prepare the field which was bare ground by kickoff time and with 
no damage to the field! 


Construction of two parking lots was completed at the high school. The Soccer/Lacrosse field was cleared 
and stripped to provide safe parking away from Brick Kiln Road. Our Division also assisted in the 
changeover of the electrical service at the Lawrence School at the end of the school year. 


TREE PLANTING/ARBOR DAY 


April 25th and 26th were days that we celebrated Arbor Day. An Arbor Day committee was formed with 
members from the Falmouth Beautification Council, Falmouth Garden Club and the Allenby Tree Company. 
School children read their poems about trees and Commissioner Richard Kendall, of the Department of 
Environmental Management, State Representatives Thomas Cahir and Eric Turkington and the Selectmen 
lectured about the importance of trees. The Allenby Tree Company transplanted a 6” London Plane Tree at 
the Main Library and also pruned some Elm Trees along with the Paul Sellers Tree Company as part of the 
celebration. 


TREE DIVISION 


The Tree Division along with their other duties provided all the clearing work along the roads that were 
improved and paved. Substantial amounts of money were saved on roads such as Sandwich Road, Oyster 
Pond Road and Old Barnstable Road. 

Dutch Elm Disease hit hard in May in Woods Hole. A total of thirteen (13) trees were removed in the 
months of May and June. 


Cankerworm was on the decline but was still significant enought to defoliate some areas one hundred 
percent (100%). Areas most affected once again were West Falmouth and the Wishing Moon Hill area of 
Town. 


ENGINEERING 


Another year and our up-dated Assessor Maps have become a focus point regarding "house numbers”. The 
911 Emergency Service will be going into effect soon, and therefore all houses and structures who do not have 
a number MUST be assigned a number. Conflict of numbers were adjusted, and the Assessors were notified 
of the corrections. 


The Engineering Division has received a numerous amount of calls for Flood Zone information. Home owners 
have become aware of the importance of Flood Insurance since Hurricane Bob. 


Our Curbside Pickup has been successful since it went into effect in July 1992. The public is very aware of the 
importance of the recycling program which contributes to its success. 


The Engineering Division marks another anniversary for the D.P.W. Street Opening Permit Program. Colonial 
Gas and New England Telephone remain the largest users with numerous main extensions for residents. Thirty 
two (32) permits were issued for various projects within the Town Ways. We will maintain the program to insure 
the safety and quality of our public ways. 


The Engineering Division also has started a Non-Routine Maintenance Emergency Repair Program with the 
Eel Pond Bridge being the first bridge involved. Balfour Engineering Company of Quincy was awarded the job 
in October 1992 with work to be completed in Oct. 1993. 


The year 1992 saw the completion of Hurricane Bob repairs to the Shinning Sea Bike Path, Nobska Road and 


Grand Avenue South. Heavy Rip Rap installed at the later two (2) locations should provide long term protection 
at these locations. Evaluations of options for the Heights Bluff are under study. Plans for bank restoration work 


118 


at Great Bay Avenue and at Little Pond Outlet were near completion. Final approval of the Little Pond Outlet 
by the Conservation Commission is anticipated in the early Fall of 1993. 


The following design projects were done in-house by our Technical Section: 


- The Engineering Division put out to Contract a $70,000 dollar program for Sidewalk Reconstruction in various 
sections of Town. The program called for reconstruction of deteriorated existing sidewalks, with granite curb 
and concrete walk. FRISCO’S Asphalt,Paving and Landscaping Co.,Inc.of Fall River MA was awarded the 
Contract and work started May 17, 1993 and was completed June 30, 1993. 


- Design and Contract Administration for reconstruction of Sea Wall at Menauhant Road (Hurricane related 
Damage). The Contractor was G.M.Berkley Corp. of Falmouth. 


- Continuous work on Ter Heun Drive Project to meet Regulatory Re-requirements (Local Conservation 
Commission & D.E.P.). 


- Landfill Drainage Plan was designed as part of the storm-water run-off control for the Landfill Watershed 
Area. 


- Completed Initial Site Assessment (ISA) by in-house staff for the Landfill as part of compliance with the 
requirements of the MA Solid Waste Management Regulations, Chapter 310 CMR 19.00. Continuous work with 
the perspective Consultant to prepare a Comprehensive Site Assessment (CSA) for the Landfill. 


- Continuous work on the Road Management System, updating Street Markings, Pavement the Sign Inventory 
- Inspection of Consultant’s work on Bike Path Design Project for Bikeway Committee. 

Our Survey Crew were busy doing varied number of projects. A few notable ones were: 

- Every Thursday the Survey Crew conducts an Inspection of the Landfill, which includes reporting conditions, 
various facilities and quantities of material removed; supplies the final grades or limits of trash.Semi Annually, 
conducts a field survey for the collection of required data. We run calculations, reductions, and plotted survey 
data for use in volume calculations. This work provided information regarding volumes of refuse being buried 
at the face over a six month period, how much space we have left at the Landfill and allows us to project how 
much we have left at the Landfill before closing will occur. 

- Up-dated maps to show new precinct lines. 

- Assisted on drainage problems on Fordham Road & Brick Kiln Rd. 

- Assisted on project to restore shoreline at Grand Ave.and Seawall at Menauhant Rd. 

- Started New Road Management - input drainage data and condition codes on constructed roads. 

- Willowfield’s Parking Lot, research, field survey, calculations, small drawing to establish property line; sideline 
along route 151 and the Willowfield Parking Lot. Field work done for the purpose of removing existing guard 


rails and replacing with metal guard rails along route 151. 


- Field work, researched plans and deeds, surveyed and drew plan for Woods Hole Parking Lot (SSA leased) 
which was put out to bid and reconstruct. 


- Drafting and field work for realignment of Ter Heun Drive; did preliminary survey for shore protection projects 
at Grand Ave., Clinton Ave .intersection; provided detail for handicap ramp at intersection of Main St. and 
Scranton Ave. 


During the course of 1992, the Engineering Division reviewed projects for the Planning Department, Board of 
Appeals and the Conservation Department. Along with projects we have investigated Traffic Study and drainage 
complaints at various locations and prepared recommendations to resolve; completed Engineering survey work; 
responded to many over-the-counter requests for Engineering information; responding daily to many telephone 
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inquires seeking Engineering data; coordination with the State’s Department of Environmental Protection and 
Highway Department was a weekly event. 


The Engineering Division is pleased to provide this service. We feel that our accomplishments have been 
beneficial and look forward to continue support to the Town of Falmouth and the challenge of another year. 


WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 
FALMOUTH WATER SYSTEM 


During 1992 the Falmouth water system continued expansion with 2.33 miles of new water mains, 19 new fire 
hydrants and 68 new water service connections added to the system. 

Implementation of the "Safe Drinking Water Act Amendments of 1986” is underway with special concern for 
the Surface Water Treatment Rule (SWTR). Malcolm Pirnie, Inc. engineers are overseeing construction by R. 
H. White of the new Long Pond Disinfection Facility to be completed in 1993. 

Mares Pond Well was completed and became operational as of May 1993. 

The Crooked Pond Well Site 4D environmental studies and approval process was initiated in Spring of 1993. 


FALMOUTH SEWER SYSTEM 


During 1992 we continued to have operational problems with the Falmouth Wastewater Treatment Facility. 
The principal problems are with the aeration system and the infiltration basins. 


Wright-Pierce Engineers are still retained by the Town to investigate the problems and assist the Town with 
claims against the contractor and design engineer. This litigation is currently in progress.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Conservation Commission continued its heavy work schedule, meeting 41 Wednesday nights 
during fiscal year 1993. During this period the Commission processed 256 Requests for Determination of 
Applicability, 129 Notices of Intent, 78 Amended Orders of Conditions, 80 Certificates of Compliance, 8 Partial 
Certificates of Compliances and numerous Emergency Certifications. 


There were numerous changes in the makeup and structure of the Commission. Roger Augusta resigned after 
eight dedicated years of service at the end of his term and was replaced by Maureen Harlow-Hawkes of West 
Falmouth. Cameron Gifford was again elected chairman, with Leslie Fields and James Vieira voted Co-Vice 
Chairmen. The remaining members of the Commission are Judith G. Stetson, Charles LoGiudice and Thomas 
Peterson. 
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Pamela S. Truesdale continues to serve as Commission Administrator. Pamela was recognized by the 
Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissioners as the outstanding Conservation Administrator of 
the year in Massachusetts. She was presented an award at the Annual MACC Meeting in March. 


The half time Administrative Assistant Dorothy Blickens left to work for DEP and was replaced by Carolyn 
Baker. 


The work of the Commission has had many time consuming demands. In addition to the usual Wednesday 
Night caseload, the Commission spent time revising and updating the wetland bylaw which was approved at 
annual town meeting and worked on rewriting certain sections of the local wetland regulations. Considerable 
time was required to prepare for litigation and court challenges of decisions. The Commission worked with 
the Falmouth Shellfish Warden and Department of Marine Fisheries to remove an accreting sand spit blockage 
in Perch Pond. We also worked closely during the past year with DPW on the redesign and necessary repair 
to the riprap and road culvert to resolve the flushing problems of Little Pond. The long debated Ter Heun Drive 
extension received an Order of Conditions after months of review. We have worked with the Local Planning 
Committee on the wetland survey and analysis and the open space plan. 


Finally, the Commission compiled and signed a new ten year lease of the Town’s 65 acres of Cranberry bogs 
with the Handy Cranberry Trust. The Commission has been actively involved with Brian Handy on bog 
management problems. These bogs have become a valuable Town asset and a long term investment. In 
January, the Town was presented with a check for $72,790.00 for the 1992 harvest. This represented a 7,299 
barrel harvest - the largest recorded crop from the 65 acres of bogs. The Cranberry bogs were purchased by 
the Town in 1971 for $187,500.00. This purchase included approximately 63 acres of bogs and 50 acres of 
associated upland. At the time of purchase the productivity of the Town bogs was +/-600 barrels. Handy 
Trust assumed the management of the bogs in 1972 and has worked to rebuild the bogs to their present day 
production at no expense to the Town. Income revenues from 1982 through 1992 reflects a net income to the 
Town of $443,512.00. Estimated income for the first ten years 1972-1981 brings the total net income to just 
over $500,000.00 for the Towns $187,500.00 investment. 


Commission members have worked on numerous other projects and workshops in relation to their Conservation 
Commission responsibilities. It has been a busy 
year.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the last fiscal year the Falmouth Fire Department responded to three thousand, one hundred, 
eighty-eight incidents. This represents a slight decrease over FY ’92. 


Three vacancies in the department were filled by firefighters who had been laid off from the Bourne Fire 
Department, as required by department of personnel administration regulations. Firefighter Melvin Trott is a 
paramedic and had completed recruit training at the Massachusetts Fire Academy, which was a plus for the 
department as he was able to assume his duties with a minimum of training. Firefighters Bruce Girouard and 
Paul Forsberg were both EMT certified when hired. The vacancies were created by the retirement of Edward 
Demello, Leo Connors and John Mendoza. Fire captain Joseph Rose was promoted to the position of fire 
prevention officer to replace Edward Demello. Lt. Mark Sullivan was promoted to captain to fill the vacancy 
created by captain Rose moving into fire prevention. 


Firefighter Scott Williamson and call firefighter Douglas Sabens were honored, along with eleven other 
Commonwealth firefighters, in an awards ceremony honoring the firefighter of the year. This very impressive 
ceremony was conducted at the state house. These firefighters are representative of the caliber of personnel 
in the fire department. 


Most of the self contained breathing apparatus presently being used by our firefighters is over 20 years old and 
needs to be replaced with apparatus that meets the new standards. | will be requesting funding to start a 
two-year update program. This equipment is the firefighters main line of defense in a hostile atmosphere and 
must be given a high priority. 
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Funding for two other items that deal with firefighter safety will be requested. They are as follows: 


1) Exhaust ventilation system for the East Falmouth and Woods Hole stations. Exhaust fumes are classed 
as a Carcinogen and it is paramount that these exhaust systems be installed. 


2) The firefighter safety standard also requires that a means be provided for laundering firefighters 
turn-out gear to a point that the waste water can be discharged without harm to the environment; 
therefore, | will request the necessary funding to purchase this type of equipment. 


| would like to thank Lynn Grant and all the other members of data processing for all their assistance in 
converting our fire incidents to computer generated reports. This has proved invaluable in retrieving specialized 
information.

Firefighter Joseph Dehnick has successfully passed the paramedic certification examination and firefighter 


Melvin Trott was a paramedic when hired. They are a valuable addition to our paramedic staffing. We are now 
able to assign two paramedics to two of the four shifts and one medic on the remaining two. 
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Paramedic burn-out continues to be a problem all over the country and can only be controlled by having 
sufficient paramedics to allow for transfer off the rescue for a short time. We are exploring different 
possibilities. 


Firefighters Bruce Girouard and Paul Forsberg were certified EMT’s when they were hired which saved the 
town the cost of their training.

The Emergency Response Task Force completed the final plan for minimizing the environmental impact of an 
oil spill in waters surrounding the Town of Falmouth. 


This plan will be turned over to the newly formed local emergency planning committee for their utilization in 
the overall emergency planning for the town.

Office of Emergency Management 


As a result of the decisions of a Emergency Committee organized by Mr. Boyer after Hurricane Bob, a by-law 
was submitted to and approved by April, 1993, town meeting. This by-law officially established the Falmouth 
Office of Emergency Management (formerly called Emergency Preparedness) and defined the emergency roles 
of the Town Administrator and other Town officials, procedures for emergency successors in time of disaster 
and protective measures for vital Town records. Under Tom Pucci’s supervision wiring was installed so that 
a bank of telephones would be available in the Emergency Operating Center during an emergency. 


Eight volunteers have taken the Red Cross Mass Care course and been certified as shelter managers for the 
four school shelters Falmouth will use in future emergencies. An Eagle Scout project completed labelling and 
numbering of the cots and blankets that are used whenever an emergency shelter is opened. Two severe winter 
storms with unusually high seas and near-hurricane winds required such shelter openings in December, 1992 
and March, 1993. FEMA reimbursed the Town over $4000 for response and repair costs to coastal roads 
resulting from the March storm. 


A special allotment of $9000 from the Finance Committee paid for replacement of the old diesel-fueled 
generator with a natural gas generator of the same size, removal of the 28 year old underground fuel tanks 
and installation of the gas piping from the boiler room. Half the cost of removing the tank, $450, was 
reimbursed by FEMA. This generator provides emergency power to a limited area in the basement of Town 
Hall, but a unit ten times the capacity is urgently needed to provide the whole building with power when 
electricity is lost. Hopefully that will be a priority in future capital improvement proposals. 


Since the emergency response van plays a role as a mobile operating center for spill response on Buzzards 
Bay, Deputy Director John Justason has completely renovated the interior to provide better space allotment 
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for radio operators. The van is still being used to respond with food service at mutual aid or prolonged fires. 
The Salvation Army continues to provide the supplies for such service. 


A computer program, CAMEO, which assists in organizing the information required for emergency response 
to hazardous materials spills, was acquired in the latter part of the fiscal year. This will be used in future years 
to support the work of a soon-to-be formed Local Emergency Plan Committee (required by federal law to 
oversee such response plans). The plan is a required part of the overall Comprehensive Emergency 
Management plan that is updated annually by this office. 


PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT 


Although new positions were not created this year-this is the fifth year of the "“moratorium”-the employment 
function was very active. Twenty seven positions were filled, among them are the Chief of Police (Gene 
Kulander), Senior Center Director (ohn Magnani) and the Utilities Manager (Bradley Lacouture). Eighteen 
employees were promoted leaving vacancies to be filled from without. 


625 school department, town and retired employees are enrolled in the group health plan. 114 retirees pay 
us directly since their pension checks are insufficient to cover the insurance premium. A total of $207,412.37 
was collected by this office during FY 93 for these subscribers. Due to the purchasing power and cost 
containment controls of our health consortium, the premium rates of our health insurance did not increase this 
year. For the second year, the Personnel Department has administered the claims of Firefighters and Police 
Officers who are injured on duty. We are now able to code the medical bills innouse and have continued to 
save over the full cost versus the allowable rate for payment established by the Rate Setting Commission. 12 
Police Officers and 14 Firefighters were injured in the course of their service to the Town. 


Workers’ Compensation covers the remainder of school and town employees who are injured while performing 
their jobs. Incidence has increased over the unusually low number last year, but we are continuing our cost 
containment measures which are effective. Thanks too to the Town Wide Safety Committee for its efforts to 
maintain the safety of our employees. 


At the close of its second year, the employee assistance program continues to serve our employee and their 
family members with structured guidance regarding family issues, financial problems or substance abuse. 26 
employees or family members utilized the program this year. Public Works supervisory staff received training 
on “Handling Employee Performance Problems”. 


Labor Relations was an active component of the department. The Town Administrator negotiated contracts 
with all six of the bargaining units covering Town employees. Three contracts were ratified by their 
membership and funded by Town Meeting during the course of this fiscal year. AFSCME (Town Hall), IAFF 
Local 1397 (Firefighters), and Massachusetts Laborers’ Council Local 1249 (DPW) agreed to three year 
contracts commencing July 1, 1992. The employees agreed to no increase the first year, and future increases 
of 4% each in fiscal years 94 and 95. The Falmouth Library Staff Association changed its affiliation from the 
Massachusetts Library Staff Association to the Massachusetts Laborers’ District Council, local 1249. Contracts 
for this unit, the IBPO/NAGE, Local 452 (Police) and the Superior Officers Association (Police Sergeants) were 
not settled at the end of this fiscal year.

FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Police Department received 17,319 requests for service. 13,049 required police investigations 
and 2,564 resulted in court cases. 


Reported crimes against property resulted in a loss of personal assets of $992,131.00. 2,838 incidents were 
reported and 373 were cleared by arrests and court complaints. 


Reported crimes against persons were 499 of which 177 were cleared by arrests and court complaints. The 
majority of these crimes were simple assault and batteries, which reflect the impact of the Family Abuse Law. 


The police department’s investigation of crimes against persons and crimes against property resulted in 466 
Protective Custody Detentions. 
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Thirty-one (31) arrests were made for distribution and/or possession of controlled substances. The police 
department is making drug enforcement a priority for next year., A Falmouth police officer has been assigned 
full-time to the Cape Cod Narcotics Task Force. Additionally, a five-man Falmouth Police Drug Task Force has 
been formed. These officers are uniform patrolmen that will investigate drug offenses on duty when manpower 
allows or on overtime. We are confident these two initiatives will have a dramatic effect on our drug problems. 


The Falmouth Police Department swore in a new chief, Gene H. Kulander, on April 14, 1993. Chief Kulander 
was selected in a nationwide search from a field of 250+ candidates. Chief Kulander is from Minnesota. 


The Falmouth Police Department is currently undergoing numerous changes to implement Community Policing. 
The department is committed to being a part of the community - not apart from the community. The 
department’s new motto: "WE SERVE BECAUSE WE CARE’ reflects the department’s commitment to our 
wonderful community. Citizen Focus Group, Bicycle Patrol, Walk and Talk Program, National Night Out and 
an expanded Neighborhood Watch Program are a few initiatives already in place. Many more are to come.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The 1992-93 school year was a year of change for the Falmouth Public Schools. Two major leadership 
positions were filled. One was the appointment of Mr. Marc Dupuis as Business Manager, the other was the 
appointment of Mr. Donald H. Friedman as the Falmouth High School Principal. 


A wide range of after school opportunities in sports, the arts, and academic areas were put into place as a 
result of additional state Department of Education funding. In addition, staff development opportunities were 
expanded and a clear focus on teacher innovation and team teaching opportunities were put into place. 


The Falmouth Public Schools has had a long standing reputation for excellence. This is due to the high caliber 
of professional staff, a supportive School Committee, and a community who believes in supporting the efforts 
of its schools. We are all pledging to continue to seek new and better ways to educate all children with the 
assistance of the recent Educational Reform Legislation of 1993. We commit ourselves to improving the 
standards of the Falmouth Public Schools. In addition, we have pledged to work with the state Department 
of Education in the state-wide effort to improve education, to increase the already very high level of 
volunteerism in this community and finally, to never be satisfied with mediocrity. Our goal is clearly to educate 
all children to the best of our ability and to maintain the highest standards for all children. 


The following staff members retired after many years of valuable service to the community: Dennis Comolli, 
Biology Teacher at Falmouth High School; Jeanne McCay, Teacher Assistant at Mullen-Hall School; Gordon 
Delaney, Custodian at North Falmouth School; Alfred Arruda, Custodian at Falmouth High School; and 
Ingeborg Langley, Bus Aide. The presentation of a Twenty-five Year Certificate of Service was presented to 
the following individuals: Raymond Charron, Falmouth High School; Judith Clark, Teaticket School; Bruce 
Cranshaw, Falmouth High School; Ellen Dellavalle, North Falmouth School; Raymond Desroches, Falmouth 
High School; Richard Jason, Falmouth High School; Robert LaRaia, Falmouth High School; Paul Morway, 
Morse Pond School; Susan Perry, Morse Pond School; Dr. Carrie Saunders, Falmouth High School; Madeleine 
Shuman, Morse Pond School; and Joan Tansey, Falmouth High School. 
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The following are brief reports of each individual school’s activities: 


FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL - This was a year of transition at Falmouth High School. Falmouth High School 
was very ably served by an interim team of James Kalperis and Robert Watson. After an intensive search, 
Donald Friedman was named as the new principal and assumed duties after the April vacation. A smooth 
transition was accomplished. 


The school year saw the continued expansion of team teaching under the restructuring process. The School- 
Based Management Team consisting of parents, teachers, students, and community people met frequently to 
generate, approve, and review policies integral to the school’s mission statement, “A Community of Learners, 
All Reaching for Their Full Potential.” 


Students received recognition in many areas. Two students won Gold Key Awards in the Boston Globe 
Scholastic Art Competition and two students won National Art Achievement Awards. A group of students 
became Drama Festival State Finalists and the Girls’ Track Team won Division and State Championships. 
Students traveled to places like New York, Washington, D. C., Mt. Monadnock, Boston, Nantucket, Salem, and 
Hershey, Pennsylvania as classroom and extracurricular activities. 


LAWRENCE SCHOOL - The 1992-93 school year marked the fourth successful year of academic teaming at 
Lawrence School. The approach has allowed for a group of teachers to share a common group of students, 
communicate more effectively with parents, and utilize interdisciplinary units of instruction. 


The results of the 1992 Massachusetts Educational Assessment Program for eighth grade students showed 
substantial improvement over the 1990 results. Results widely exceeded state averages, significantly in math 
and science. This is in part due to an increased emphasis on improving test taking skills in all disciplines and 
practice in open ended question responses. 


Increased funding allowed for the restoration of a guidance counselor. 


MORSE POND SCHOOL - The 1992-93 school year was another very exciting year for those who were part 
of the Morse Pond School community. The school building and playground had successful renovations. Anew 
roof, that has been a major focus of concern for the last several years, was successfully completed this spring. 
After a year of fund raising and joint efforts by the Falmouth DPW, Recreation, Schoo! Departments, and 
Falmouth Community folks, the Falmouth Community Playground was built on July 31st at the Morse Pond field 
by forty very hot, very dedicated people. 


There were a number of significant occurrences in education during the last year which had positive effects 
on students at Morse Pond. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts allocated per pupil money for each school 
to use to improve education. The first decision on how best to use this money at Morse Pond was to reinstate 
the Health and Counselor positions. The Morse Pond community discussed many choices and decided to 
increase technology use and awareness through the purchase of new computers. To enhance and challenge 
our students through reinstating our Fine Arts program, adding time to our Instrumental Music program, hiring 
a teacher to work with our children at risk, increasing teacher assistant time to work in the library and with 
individual children and teachers were also some areas we felt would benefit the students. We also were 
fortunate that our Peer Mediation Program was expanded to include more children and more teacher advisors 
who went through more extensive training. We were the recipients of a great amount of information that 
benefited our community and which came from members of our staff serving on state Board of Directors for 
ASCD and MESPA, by a member of our staff who was trained in the first Massachusetts PALMS training, and 
extending time and activities in existing partnerships. 


On June 18, 1993 the Massachusetts Educational Reform Act became law in the Commonwealth. Not only 
has this already had an effect on education for the children at Morse Pond, but it will continue to make 
changes in education for years to come. This is a very exciting time for those of us at Morse Pond, particularly 
as we have already begun initiatives targeted in the Reform Act to improve education: decision making by 
consensus, site-based management, and goal setting. During the coming year we will be forming a school 
council following the guidelines in the Reform Act. We are very excited about these new changes that will 
assist us to make positive changes to benefit the children at Morse Pond School. 
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MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL - The 1992-93 school year began with a completely renovated Library Media Center. 
The Mullen-Hall community became involved in a year that reflected a great deal of hard work by the children 
and staff. The reports from the state Assessment Tests supported our knowledge that the children at Mullen- 
Hall are receiving a quality educational preparation. Upon review by the staff, modifications to the instructional 
program were implemented where appropriate. The focus of the staff’s professional development involved 
a full investigation of the Developmental Education and its implications for our school. The increase in state 
funding allowed us to use the services of John Collins, the nationally known expert in this area, along with Ann 
Lessard, a New Hampshire classroom teacher and consultant, to work with the staff and parents in this 
endeavor. The funds allowed almost all the staff to either attend conferences or visit schools involved with 
developmental education. As a result of the staff’s work, at the end of the year the Superintendent of Schools 
formed a system-wide committee to further investigate this issue. The increase in funding also allowed us to 
add Teacher Assistant time, offer field trips for all the grade levels, and expand the After School Activities 
Program back to a level of involvement that we had several years ago. It allowed us to create four facilitating 
teacher situations that gave existing staff the time and resources to work with cooperating teachers in helping 
them to further develop their skills and ideas in the areas of integrating special education children into the 
classrooms, creative and critical thinking skills, the writing process, problem solving in mathematics, integrated 
units, and a theme or project approach to teaching and learning. 


Much learning went on at Mullen-Hall this past year. Money was available to allow us to raise the level of 
professional development and improve the educational program for the children attending our school. We 
‘concluded our year proud of our accomplishments and looking forward to the future! 


TEATICKET - Staff development activities were greatly appreciated and profitable. The use of new state money 
for these programs and the opportunities to attend conferences and courses were important to all staff 
members. Twenty-one teachers and the principal were active in this area at Teaticket School during the 
summer. 


Parent support and volunteer activities such as the CAST Program (Cross-age Science Teaching), Discovering 
Books, Discovering Art, Books & Beyond, and Project Rise were all positive support to the school curriculum. 


Our second grade partnership with J. M. L. Nursing Home’s Adult Day Care Center was another school 
community success. Mrs. Clarkin and parent volunteers drove to the center for visits and the J. M. L. folks 
came to our school several times for parties and programs; both generations were the benefactors. 


The addition of a Chapter | Preschool to our program was successful and popular with parents in the Teaticket 
district. 


NORTH FALMOUTH SCHOOL - The 1992 school year greeted 520 students with welcoming gifts from the PTO 
and an assembly. We added a new kindergarten session, a second grade, and began a Chapter | program. 
Our rapidly expanding school is now full to capacity in all areas. 


We were very fortunate this year to have the VIPS Program which sponsored over 200 volunteers in our school 
throughout the year. Project Rise was developed and coordinated by VIPS and was a wonderful addition to 
the school. 


During the past year the students, staff and parents were involved in a variety of exciting and rewarding 
experiences. The reading incentive program, A Million Minutes of Reading, was a school-wide community 
program involving students, parents and staff with a common goal of reading a million minutes. Upon reaching 
our goal, we celebrated with sports personalities and a student/staff softball game. The 4-H Beachcomber, 
a coastal and environmental program on wheels visited our school in the fall and spring. The Steamship 
Authority sponsored a trip to Martha’s Vineyard for all second graders. We also enjoyed a wonderful round 
of environmental activities during the month of April. Our students participated in a poster contest, plantings 
and recycling projects. 


The North Falmouth PTO was a tremendous support to the school community. They organized a Summer 
Resource Night for Kids, provided field trips for classes, purchased equipment for the school, brought in 
parenting program speakers and sponsored school-wide programs such as A Million Minutes of Reading and 
much, much more. The PTO efforts have fostered a very good working relationship between home and school 
and continues to support parent and teacher cooperation in giving children the best education possible. 
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The students, faculty and parents were involved in a variety of community outreach activities. The students 
contributed to the Kids Connection pages in the Falmouth Enterprise. The faculty involved many members of 
the scientific community through the Woods Hole Science and Technology Educational Partnership in a variety 
of classroom activities. Many students participated in the Community Science Fair at Falmouth High School. 
The third and fourth grade students were actively involved in Intergenerational Learning Programs at various 
local nursing homes. Fourth grade students enjoyed participating in the system-wide Spelling Bee and they 
donated much of the proceeds of the All Kid’s Craft Fair to the U. S. Marine’s Toys for Toys Program. 


EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL - East Falmouth School had the highest enrollment of all elementary schools with 
561 preschoolers through fourth graders. The students, along with parents and teachers displayed their 
enthusiasm for reading by earning 455 gold medals in the Books and Beyond program, which was sponsored 
by the Bank of Boston and the Parent Teacher Organization. 


A very active PTO raised over $11,000 for the construction of a Big Toy for kindergartners and first graders. 
In addition, the PTO along with VIPS participants sponsored or supported the Book Fair, class field trips, RIF, 
the Recycled Kid’s Clothing Fair, the Nutrition Fair, the Book Swap, the Beachcomber program, along with 
numerous classroom activities that enhanced the learning environment for students and teachers. 


East Falmouth teachers were actively involved in training in the whole language approach to reading, 
multicultural education and inclusion (cooperative teaching in the regular classroom to accommodate students 
with different ability levels and learning styles). Teachers also collaborated with Woods Hole scientists in fourth 
grade science classes, focusing on hands-on activities in friction and motion. During the next school year 
teachers will seek additional ways to involve students actively in learning . . . before, during and after school 
hours. 


CONCLUSION - The success of all our children depends upon all of us. | wish to extend my sincerest 
appreciation for the support, friendliness and warm welcome to the town of Falmouth by so many people in 
this community. | ask and encourage that we contribute what we can through volunteerism in the schools in 
order to expand and improve the total education of our children.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee continues to be proud of the efforts of the town and the school department to 
provide a quality education for all students. The School Committee was heavily involved in selection 
of a new superintendent, a new business manager, and a new high school principal. The Committee 
members also worked diligently overseeing the regular budget and the additional reform money that 
became available as $100 per pupil in fiscal year 1993. 


After a careful search process which involved screening resumes, conducting initial interviews, visiting 
school districts of finalists, and holding final interviews, the School Committee was pleased to hire Dr. 
Suzanne |. McGee as Superintendent. Dr. McGee had been Superintendent of the Hudson Public 
Schools in Massachusetts for three and one half years prior to moving to Falmouth. Hudson is a 
district with 2,400 students in grades K-12. Before that she had been an Assistant Superintendent in 
Hudson for two years, a principal at the elementary level for five years and a reading specialist and 
reading coordinator for eight years. The School Committee was very impressed in the site visit with 
the level of energy, the commitment to access by teachers and the public and the strength of 
leadership displayed by Dr. McGee. 


The year of transition leadership has gone smoothly as the School Committee became familiar with and 
appreciative of Dr. McGee’s leadership style. The Central Office team, which includes Dr. Peter Clark 
as Assistant Superintendent and Octavio Furtado as Personnel Director, was completed with the hiring 
of Marc Dupuis as Business Manager in January 1993. Mr. Dupuis’ quiet efficiency and experience 
as a business manager made for a smooth transition at a demanding time. 


During the winter and spring of 1993 the school system was involved in the search for and selection 
of a new high school principal to replace Dr. Thomas Forcella, who moved to the position of Assistant 
Superintendent in the Old Rochester Regional School System. The Committee, after careful 
consideration and a site visit to the district of finalists, was unanimous in its support of the 
Superintendent’s recommendation of Donald H. Friedman, who had several years experience as 
Assistant Principal at Cheshire High School in Cheshire, Connecticut. Donn had strong involvement 
in the discipline program at the school, had an outstanding reputation as a good listener and an 
administrator able to find solutions to problems. He was able to begin service in the late spring to 
allow time for learning about the school and its faculty while Robert Watson and James Kalperis 
continued in their interim principalship roles. 


At the annual town election in May, Committee members Dorothy Hahn, Albert Roderick, and Pam Vidal 
were reelected for full three year terms. 


Despite uncertainties created by legislative consideration of education reform, the School Committee 
proposed a budget of $21,604,120.00, but in a spirit of cooperative compromise agreed to a budget 
of $20,450,000.00 adopted at the annual Falmouth Town Meeting in April 1993. This represented an 
increase of approximately 4% for fiscal year 1994. The School Committee remained hopeful that state 
decisions would supplement that town budget with additional reform-based state aid to help reduce 
class sizes somewhat and continue staff training which had begun with the per pupil reform money 
provided on a one year basis for fiscal year 1993. The School Committee is pleased that class sizes 
have been held at reasonable levels, that supplies and materials are sufficient, that school plant 
improvements can continue though on a reduced level, and that staff training remains strong. 
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Falmouth continues to provide a range of extra curricular activities without additional fee structures for 
participating students and continues to offer strong basic instruction in art, music, physical education 
and other special areas. 


The School Committee is proud of the community for its continued strong support of the public school 
system.

The major projects that our Contract Compliance Officer monitored were the Long Pond Disinfection 
Facility, Mares Pond Pumping Station, and Sidewalk Reconstruction, 1993. All have been in 
compliance.

ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals held 39 meetings and heard a total of 149 cases in fiscal year of 1993, which 
is an increase over 1992. Of the 149 cases, there were 126 special permits requests, 12 variance 
requests, and 11 appeals from decisions or orders of the Building Commissioner. Only 7 of the 
Board’s decisions were appealed to Superior Court. The Board heard many cases in 1992 due to 
"Hurricane Bob”, while 1993 saw many cases involving the alteration or change to pre-existing non- 
conforming residences which previously were not subject to review by the Board of Appeals. This 
change was the result of a court decision which was made in September 1992. The Board notes an 
improvement in the economy during the year with special permits granted for several new commercial 
projects and the upgrading of properties which have been vacant for some time. Among those granted 
were: Betsy’s Diner, Meineke Muffler, New World Bank, Baybank, Papa Gino’s, and the renovations 
to the Flying Bridge Restaurant. 


The “mission” of the Zoning Board of Appeals is to provide the Town with a Board to hear and decide 
the following three types of petition in a reasonable, objective, honest manner in the best interest of 
the Town of Falmouth: 


SPECIAL PERMITS = Uses allowed by special permit where community input and a 
review of the specific project is desired. The uses must be in harmony with the general 
purpose and intent of the By-law, and may be subject to general or specific conditions set 
forth therein. 


VARIANCES = Board’s authority is limited to cases where the Board finds that owing to 
circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape or topography of the land or 
structures and especially affecting such but not affecting generally the zoning district in 
which it is located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the By-law would involve 
substantial hardship; desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to 
public good and without substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of the by-law. 


APPEALS = Board acts as a quasi-judicial body and determines whether the decision or 
order of the Building Commissioner is legally correct. Persons aggrieved by inability to 
obtain a building permit or enforcement action from the Building Commissioner may 
appeal to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of the Building Commissioner’s action. 


The Board and staff attempts to make applicants feel comfortable rather than intimidated when 
appearing before the Zoning Board. The primary goal of the Board is to act as expeditiously as 
possible while acting in the best interest of the Town, which saves the applicants both time and legal 
costs. 


John Taylor was re-appointed for 3 years and elected to serve another year as Chairman, Priscilla 
Roslansky is Vice-Chairman, and Chris Lebherz is the Clerk. John Druley and John Vidal are new 
alternate members and Joseph Martinho serves as an alternate. The Board is pleased with the 
participation of the new alternates. The Board wishes to thank Herbert Tokla for his years of dedication 
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and service to the Town through the Board of Appeals. Bonnie O’Neill continues to serve as the 
Board’s Administrative Assistant and Carol Scott joined our staff transferring from the Building 
Department. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank the members of other Town Boards and Committees, 
the Building Commissioner, Town Planner, Town Engineer, Health Agent, Town Administrator, 
Conservation Administrator etc. for their cooperation and we look forward to continue working with them 
during the coming year. We would like to note the Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals have 
a much better working relationship than in years past. We thank Town Counsel, for his advice and 
continued support.

10. Purchase of Word Perfect License for VMS with plans to convertfrom Saturn to Word Perfect as 
the Town Word Processing program. Purchase of training videos and development of 
conversion macro. 

11. PC’s installed and setup: Planning Board, Fire Department, 

Retirement Office, and four at Falmouth Main Library. 

12. Installed two more dial-in lines to main computer (now we have four) and changed all modems 
from 2400 to 9600 baud (faster).

FALMOUTH HUMAN SERVICES 
ANNUAL REPORT FY93 


INFORMATION AND REFERRAL 1428 requests were handled by the department this year. 


COUNSELING 170 households obtained counseling/casework services. 88 were new cases, |5 
were reopened cases, 33 were cases carried over from the previous year and 34 participated in 
group counseling. 


FRIENDLY VISITOR PROGRAM 63 elderly/disabled persons were seen by 55 volunteers. 
Donations of $2471. were raised by the Friends of Friendly Visitors and contributed to the funding 
of the Coordinator of the program. 


FEDERAL SURPLUS FOODS An average of 230 households received daily, grain, and vegetable 


products at the quarterly distributions. This represented $7000 worth of free foods for Falmouth 
residents. 
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Early Childbearing Program 71 Falmouth pregnant and parenting teens were seen by this program 
co-sponsored by Healthcare of S.E. Mass in individual and group services. 26 births to teens were 
recorded for the year. Participation continued in the Falmouth-Mashpee Teen Pregnancy Preven- 
tion Coalition. 


AFFORDABLE HOUSING Falmouth Housing Trust was given office space and secretarial support. 
The model home at Longshank was sold and the closing took place, allowing construction loan 
repayment. Financing and site for a Single Room Occupancy (SRO) facility were pursued 
Falmouth Housing Trust participated in developing the affordable housing section of the town’s 
Local Comprehensive Plan. 


COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION Town meeting approved articles to establish and fund the Falmouth 
HIV/AIDS Community Partnership. The Falmouth Health and Human Services Needs Assessment 
Coalition was formed, funding secured, needs assessment questionnaires completed and mailed to 
750 randomly selected households. Community leaders were also surveyed. Participation in the 
Substance Abuse and Family Abuse Reduction (SAAFAR) coalition continued. 


CONTRACTS Over 11,000 Falmouth residents were served by ten non-profit human service 
agencies receiving town funds: Independence House (for battered women); Housing Assistance 
Corporation (Family Shelter); Nauset, Inc. (disabled workshop); Cape Cod Council on Alcohol & 
Drug Dependency, Inc. (substance abuse); The Thorne Clinic, Inc. (counseling for families and 
children); Cape Cod Human Services (Substance abuse counseling); Cape Cod Child Development 
Program (day care and Head Start); Legal Services of Cape Cod & Islands, Inc. (Elder Law 
Project); Cape & Islands Self-Reliance Corp. (energy & food self-sufficiency); Sight Loss Services of 
Cape Cod & Islands Inc. (visually impaired). Reports are on file at Human Services office. 

On Site services were provided by Legal Services, Cape Cod Human Services, and the Center for 
Health and Human Services. 


PERSONNEL Denise Backus, MSW, of Woods Hole, was hired as a part time social worker which 
opened as a result of a cut back in hours by a current staff person. Lise Memling, Falmouth & 
Kaye Hult, No. Falmouth, served as interns from the Boston Univ. School of Social Work & the 
Kantor Family Institute, respectively, from September 1992 to May 1993. Harold Kramer, MSW, 
Sandwich, & Pamela McGuire, West Falmouth, provided pro bono counseling services. Kathy Yolton 
and Josephine Walz, Falmouth, volunteered as office receptionists. 


ADMINISTRATION/BUDGET Paul Olenick, Falmouth Heights, Marina Andrews and Mildred Garvin, 
East Falmouth, were re-appointed by Selectmen to 3 year terms on the Human Services Commit- 
tee. Mr. Olenick and Jeanne Goldman, Falmouth, were re-elected Chairperson and Vice-Chairper- 
son and Peter Clark, Falmouth, was elected Secretary for the Committee. The Annual Town 
Meeting approved a budget for FYI994 of $237,621. 


The Human Services Committee and the Staff of Falmouth Human Services once again thank all of 
our volunteers, financial contributors and the taxpayers of Falmouth for their generous support in 
helping us serve those in need in town. 


RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Recreation Department continues to provide a high level of service with an increased 
numbers of participants in all of it programs. 


The Gus Canty Community Center throughout fiscal year 1993 provided numerous activities for the 


entire community. These activities served a wide range of the population from prenatal aerobics to 
senior walking. Some of the numbers of participants in our programs in fiscal year 1993:

The Recreation Department is anticipating the possibilities 
of Falmouth having its very own municipal Golf Course in the future to help build an already strong 
Junior Golf Program which introduced this lifelong sport to many of Falmouth’s young people.

REFERENCE SERVICE: This is continuing to increase in patron use. Spot studies show that over 60% 
of the people who come in to the library have requests involving reference/in-house use, including on- 
line databases. 40% of our users borrow books. Another spot check indicates that over 90% of our 
reference questions reflect the need for current contemporary data and information-a vast change in 
the use of libraries as primarily reading rooms. Nationwide, libraries are experiencing changing use 
patterns due to the information explosion. 


The library has eight electronic databases including our Cape automated network. Reference librarians 
provided inservice orientation to 35 teachers of the Lawrence School, basic library tours to North 
Falmouth students, and 9th grade English/Science team research. Each day 80-100 reference 
questions are fielded. There was a 47% increase in fax sent to other Cape libraries and a 33% 
increase in fax received here. A series of four reference workshops were held in conjunction with our 
role as subregional library for the Cape & Islands resulting in a 20% increase in questions by fax, 
telephone & E-mail from our 39 member libraries. Of these, 80% were answered in-house and 20% 
referred to other libraries/agencies.

A 40% improvement rate in the arrival time of books received from other C.L.A.M.S. libraries for 
Falmouth residents was realized. Telephone renewals are now being accepted. Daily attendance 
averaged 855 people. 
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Books received from C.L.A.M.S. libraries - 2,083; Books sent to C.L.A.M.S. libraries - 1,992 


ACQUISITIONS: 3,456 items purchased; 342 gifts accepted; 2,806 items withdrawn. Net gain 992 
items. 


HOLDINGS: Books - 96,081 Non-print - 2,895 items 
Subscriptions received - 247 


TECHNICAL SERVICE: 3,500 new items were cataloged and a backlog of 900 items was eliminated. 
They incorporated Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library Systems books into the normal work flow; 
1,172 items in this rotating collection were processed for smaller libraries on the Cape & Islands. 
Added to the CLAMS database were the following: the Katharine Lee Bates collection, adult 
paperbacks, most reference books and some genealogy and local history books. 


HOMEBOUND SERVICE: 


7,362 books, cassettes, magazines, and talking books were delivered to 45 patients in three nursing 
homes and 80 private home borrowers. There were 65 new borrowers during the year and 112 active 
borrowers as of 6/30. 


GRANTS: The Young Adult Grant of $17,000 in federal funds provided a computer with 7 CD-Rom 
databases, 500 books and a variety of after-school and summer programs for this age level. The 
reference librarians were instrumental in increasing community involvement and enhanced 
school/public library relations. We participated in a cooperative grant of $93,000 in federal funds to 
upgrade telecommunications among the Cape automated libraries to fiber optics. 


CHILDREN’S SERVICES: Activities: Junior Great Books, the Summer Reading Program, art workshops, 
storytelling sessions, and a baby-sitting course as well as booklists, school visits, and, importantly, book 
selection to children one-on-one. Total attendance at programs was 8,650 for the year. Children’s book 
circulation was 80,361, 26% of the total circulation. 


BRANCH LIBRARIES: East Branch hosted Open House, holiday programs, school visits. North Branch 
held story hours and school orientation: Both saw increasing circulation and new borrowers. East 
branch will become a member of C.L.A.M.S. in 1994. 


INTERLIBRARY LOAN: 

As one of seven libraries in Eastern Mass. contracting with the state to provide reference and 
interlibrary loan to other libraries, Falmouth Public Library received 8,191 requests from our area - 82% 
of these were for individual titles, 3% for subject information, and 15% for periodical 

articles. Access to libraries nationwide provided 738 items. As libraries provide ready access to 
materials electronically, our role has changed to searching more difficult requests, using national 
computer databases regularly, requiring individual attention in tracking, handling, delivering, and 
returning. Falmouth residents requested 2,674 items via interlibrary loan. 


VOLUNTEERS: We could not survive without you! Thank you!

support and good will and know that my successor, Nancy Serotkin, will continue and try to expand the 
library’s services to this great community.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


Highlights of 1993 were aggressive outreach to students, an expanded volunteer program, building 
improvements and refurbishments, and realizing specific gains from the successful programs of the 
Friends of the Library. 


Passes to museums in Boston and nearby were used 875 times admitting 2,100 persons. The Young 
Adult Resource Center grant provided appropriate books, computer resources, and programs. Seven 
awards to graduating seniors for academic excellence were presented. Our 35 volunteers gave 2800 
hours of service doing everything from shelving books to specific projects on the computers. 


We are grateful to the Friends for providing funds for interior improvements, specialized equipment, 
two museum passes, the book rental collection and the good will associated with their projects. 


For the third year, the library operated with a 34% hours reduction. In addition the budget for materials 
is two-thirds of what it should be to meet state standards for libraries in comparable communities. We 
will continue to advocate for increasing the budget to meet state standards. 


Goals for the next year are to continue building improvements especially for the branches, to submit 
a long-range plan as required by the state, to conduct various user surveys and to participate in 
projects which provide people with increased access to information. 


The retirement of our director of twenty-three years, Ann M. Haddad, was accepted with much regret. 
Under her leadership, the library has evolved into a premier facility in Southeastern Massachusetts. For 
example, over 50 grants were awarded during her tenure, the highlight being nearly a $1 Million grant 
which doubled the library’s size; other grants enhanced specific types of collections and provided 
advanced technology. While moving into the computer age, with access to libraries all over the U.S. 
and Canada, she preserved a friendly small-town atmosphere amid a sophisticated community 
resource.

WOODS HOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library continued its programs and services for the Woods Hole community, and 
began the Small Libraries Planning Process to develop a long range plan for the future. the plan, to 
be completed in 1993-94, will help he library access its strengths and place in the larger community, 
and make better use of its limited resources. A committee made up of trustees, staff,a nd a member 
or the community, was formed to complete the planning process and write the plan. 


Circulation for the year was 20,857 in total. About 60 children in the Headstart Program, Woods Hole 
Child Center and the Woods Hole After School program were served by the library, and 781 books 
were circulated to these children. Home delivery circulated 912 books to the 8 people in the program. 


The library added 1352 books and 22 audio and video cassettes to the collection. 811 were purchased 
with library funds or gift money and 558 were donated books and cassettes. Programs presented for 
the community included films, concerts, slide lectures, and children’s story and music programs. the 
library began a collaboration with the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution to show videos and films 
borrowed from the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System. the films are shown at Redfield 
Auditorium by the Peanut Butter Club in a volunteer program. The library’s meeting rooms were used 
by 9 community groups which held 63 meetings in total. 


The Woods Hole Foundation awarded the library a grant of $1,000 to purchase new reference books. 


robert Griffin gave the library three oil paintings by local artist Franklin L. Gifford. Fundraising events, 


including book sales, concerts, and a spring plant sale, were successful because of the efforts of many 
library volunteers.

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WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During the period June 1992-1993, the circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 
12,927, an increase of 620 over last year. During the year 755 books were added and 296 removed. 
The library now has a total of 12,355 books. 


At the present time there 448 registered members of the library and the library is open 21 hours a week 
throughout the year. 


The Arthur M. Hennessey, Jr. Memorial Scholarship, which is administered by the library, was 
presented to Stacey Anne Ellis, who is attending the University of New Hampshire. 


The library continues to have a story/craft hour for young children, a monthly book discussion group 
and a weekly bridge group. In addition the library has the Annual Book Sale, the Art Show, and the 
Holiday House Tour. Students from Falmouth High School participate in poetry readings and the 
CLOC orchestra gives free concerts during the summer. The West Falmouth Pre-School uses the 
downstairs classroom. 


The West Falmouth Library was incorporated in 1893 and a program and exhibition was held in August 
to celebrate the event. 


The dedication of our volunteers, trustees and librarians, Ann Ellis and Roseleen Egan, continue to 
make the library an important part of West Falmouth.

PLANNING BOARD 


The downward trend in subdivision approvals experienced in the past few years was reversed in 1993. 
The Planning Board met 34 times and approved 11 preliminary plans and 14 definitive plans creating 
61 lots. The Board also endorsed 31 plans as not requiring Planning Board approval creating another 
38 lots, bringing the total number of lots created to 92 -- nearly twice the number approved last year. 
The Board also approved 6 site plans and 3 Special Permit applications. 


The board recommended 13 amendments to the Zoning Bylaw at Town Meeting of which 9 were 
passed. Adopted amendments included updates to the floodplain maps, changes to the cluster 
development bylaw, and increased lot size requirements in Single Residence C and B districts. 


The Board continued its involvement in the development of the Local Comprehensive Plan through a 
cooperative effort with the Local Planning Committee (LPC). In addition to having two representatives 
on the LPC, the Board has prime responsibility for the Land Use and Growth Management Element. 
Goals and Policies for this element are complete and data collection is underway including a 
comprehensive effort to identify village centers. These are areas which deserve special attention 
because of the presence of resources or facilities of town-wide importance. The Board also completed 
a Growth Policy which will serve as a guide to future growth in Falmouth. The Growth Policy will 
appear in the Local Comprehensive Plan "Vision Statement”. 


As a result of reorganization Charles A. Swain was elected chairman and Janet H. Hand was re-elected 
as Clerk/secretary. Three members, Richard K. Latimer, William C. Parks, and Raymond Tavares, were 
re-elected to the Board in May 1993.

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LOCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The seven representativés of the Falmouth Local Planning Committee (LPC) were appointed in October 
1990. This committee met 24 times during 1993. 


The LPC’s primary objectives are: 


0 To oversee the preparation of Falmouth’s Local Comprehensive Plan using the Cape Cod 
Commission’s Regional Policy Plan and Local Comprehensive Plan Guidelines as a starting point. 
The 15 elements of the plan are:

Water Resources Coastal Resources 

Wetlands Wildlife & Plant Habitat 

Economic Development Transportation

To get the most appropriate board, committee, Town Department or other group to assume primary 
responsibility for preparation, implementation, and future maintenance of each Local Comprehen- 
sive Plan element. 


To administer a $76,000 grant from the Cape Cod Commission to achieve optimum use of money 
in plan preparation. 


A detailed work program was developed by the LPC during 1992. The Cape Cod Commission approved 
this scope of work and has awarded a grant of $76,000 to the Town for plan development and 
implementation. 


1993 Accomplishments 


The League of Women Voters and the LPC held a series of Vision Forums in each of Falmouth’s 
villages during fall 1992. This culminated in a Vision Statement. Also, the Planning Board adopted 
a Falmouth Growth Policy: 


To preserve and improve Falmouth’s quality of life, community character and natural resources, its 
Growth Policy shall include: 


1. To reduce significantly the potential growth in the number of dwelling units and population that 
can occur according to buildout under current zoning bylaws and designations. 


2. To manage the rate of growth so that it does not exceed the ability of the town to provide the 
services necessary to support that growth. 


3. TO preserve open space by reducing sprawl of development. Cluster type development shall be 
encouraged. Public acquisition of open space shall be encouraged for active and passive 
recreation. 


4. To designate areas where growth and redevelopment may be favorable. Redevelopment shall 
be given a priority, and environmental concern shall be uppermost in these designations; these 
areas shall receive priority for infrastructure improvements. 


5. To designate areas where overdevelopment has already occurred and land use intensity should 
be reduced. 
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6. To consider innovative ways to compensate, to some extent, land owners who lose some land 
values because of regulatory actions implemented to achieve these policies. 


To date, Goals and Policies have been completed for 8 of the 15 subject areas and data collection for several 
of the inventories is underway, including wetlands, coastal resources and health & human services. Two 
Elements, Transportation and Open Space & Recreation, are completed in draft form and will be the subject 
of public hearings this year. 


The LPC would like to thank Richard Latimer and Joe Hackler who resigned in 1993, for their service to the 
Committee. We welcome Cam Gifford and Peter Kirwin who were appointed in April. The LPC also wishes 
to thank the Town Departments and committees, and the many volunteers who are contributing their time and 
expertise. Special thanks are extended to Judy Stetson, Helen Warren, Doris Epstein, Pat Armstrong, Janet 
Hand, Christina Deirker, and the many volunteers who contributed to the wetlands survey.

DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


During the past year and a half, we have formed a loca! Rabies Crisis Team. The Team consists of D.N.R., 
the Health Department and most of our local vets. The purpose of the team is to be in position to contain 
‘rabies when it enters Cape Cod. Through the Falmouth Animal Hospital we have developed a system for 
transporting animal heads to the State Rabies Lab in Jamaica Plain to be examined for rabies. So far, we 
have sent four heads to the lab for testing. They have all tested negative. Presently our raccoon and skunk 
populations are suffering from a high level of the disease distemper, but no rabies has been detected. To help 
inhibit the spread of the disease to domestic animals the Department has sponsored five rabies clinics for 
vaccinating cats and dogs. 


Our Falmouth Wetlands Action Committee is wrapping up the first stages of its inventory of the Town’s 
undocumented wetlands. So far they have located 57 wetlands and vernal pools. Heretofore these wetlands 
were not listed on Town maps. All the documentation concerning the new wetland’s location, hydrology, plant 
and animal life is now on file with the Planning Board for further use in monitoring and study. 


This year we have also: issued 103 complaint citations, sought 15 criminal complaints, and made 9 felony 
arrests. We have reviewed and assessed 213 new single family homes, 3 commercial structures and 1,731 
alteration or addition permits for compliance with wetlands regulations. We have issued 27 cease and desist 
orders pertaining to illegal work on wetlands. We have also reviewed numerous dock and pier request at the 
request of the Board of Selectmen. We have designed several new wild life corridors. conducted a series of 
nature walks for local school children. Inspected all town livestock for health compliance as State Animal 
Inspectors. Erected and maintained Town and State osprey poles. Propagated and released quail. Continued 
with our data collection at our White Cedar Swamp replication area for the Yale University Department of 
Forestry. Continued to serve on the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution Sea Grant Marine Outreach 
Guidance Group, the Waquoit Bay National Estuarine Research Reserve Resource Protection Committee, and 
the Town’s Emergency Response Task Force. We have developed a program with Project C.O.A.C.H., and 
have had juvenile offenders performing their community service by cleaning up Falmouth’s woodlands. And 
as per usual, we have inspected thousands of hunters, and fisherman, picked up hundreds of dogs, 
coordinated with the Friends of Falmouth’s Dogs dog adoptions, and provided emergency medical attention 
to injured wildlife through the help of the Falmouth Animal Hospital and Orenda Wildlife. We have also 
received the 300 Committee’s award for “Outstanding Service in Open Space Protection, Stewardship and 
Leadership”.

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TOWN INFORMATION & CLERICAL CENTER 


The Mission of the Town Information & Clerical Center is to compile and disseminate information about the 
Town and to provide clerical services and record-keeping facilities for Town Committees amd Boards. 
Falmouth’s Committees, Boards and Commissions held Six Hundred meetings from July 1, 1992 through June 
30, 1993. The Clerical Center prepared a variety of reports, correspondence, technical material, contracts and 
miscellaneous data to assist these government bodies in carrying out their tasks. In compliance with Chapter 
303 of the Mass. General Laws, all meetings were posted with the Town Clerk and minutes of meeting are on 
file at the Clerical Center. 

Additionally, the Clerical Center issued licenses under the Mass. Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission, and 
various other licenses under the Falmouth Town Bylaws and Mass.

BOARD OF REGISTRARS OF VOTERS 


The major responsibilities for the Registrars of Voters for the 1993 Fiscal Year were: Three Elections, a 
recount, the verification of signatures for candidates/petitions, and the Town Redistricting. 


The State Primary was held September 15, 1992. See Column |. The Registrars were busy helping voters 
change their party designations for this election. There is still much confusion with the Unenrolled Designation 
voters would prefer the designation Independent rather than Unenrolled. 


The State/Presidential Election was held November 3, 1992. See Column II. An additional 1069 voters for this 
Election were registered. 
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This past year there was an unusually large number of petitions to be placed on the November 3rd ballot. 
There was also a third party Presidential candidate, Ross Perot. These factors required the verification of 
several thousand more signatures than usual. 


Town Redistricting was mandated as a result of the 1990 Federal Census. This had to be completed for the 
1993 Annual Town Election. The Town had to add an additional precinct as a result of this Census. The 
number of residents in each of the now eight precincts is shown in Column Ill. Every registered voter was 
notified of the new precinct assignments and the location of his/her voting place. 


The Annual Town Election was held on May 18th, 1993. Column IV shows the number of registered voters in 
each precinct. Following this Election, Mrs. Claire C. Kennedy requested a recount of the vote for School 
Committee Member. Mrs. Claire C. Kennedy vs. Mrs. Dorothy Parshley Hahn. The recount was held on June 
10th, 1993 and the result was 13 votes in Mrs. Hahn’s favor.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


From July 1, 1992 through June 30, 1993, Veterans, their widows, dependent children and parents of World 
War | and II, Korean Conflict, Vietnam and the Persian Gulf were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


One World War |, thirty-four World War Il, ten Korean and six Vietnam Veterans died during the year in 
Falmouth. Twenty-six of these veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The 
widows and dependent parents and/or children were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, 
burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Seventeen markers have been applied for and received, for local cemeteries. Suitable markers and flags for 
all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been taken care of and there were two indigent veteran burials. 


Approximately sixty-five VA eligibility verification reports were completed by this department to insure 
continuation of VA pensions for Veterans and their dependents. 


As of the last Federal Census the Veteran population of Falmouth was 4,298. This office has processed one 
Vietnam Veteran’s application and 33 Persian Gulf applications for Massachusetts State Bonus’, and aided 
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approximately seven hundred and fifty Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the job 
training, pensions, VA mortgages, tax abatements and many other benefits throughout the year, accounting 
for over $3,800,000.00 in Federal VA benefits coming into this town. 


In March of 1993, the Town was officially declared a World War |i Commemorative Community. The 
Commemorative Flag and Certificate are displayed in the foyer of Town Hall.

VETERANS COUNCIL COMMITTEE 


From July 1992 - June 1993, the Committee met on the third Tuesday monthly, except for December. 


Veterans Day ceremonies were held on November 11, 1992 at Memorial Lane. James Gehris, former Chairman 
of the Veterans Council Committee and Past-Commander of the DAV was the Master of Ceremonies. Wreaths 
were laid at the two monuments by representatives of the Veterans’ organizations. The Company of Minute and 
Militia rendered a musket volley, taps were played by a bugler from the Falmouth High School band and 
prayers were offered at the beginning and end of the ceremonies by Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, Veterans 
Chaplain. The ceremonies were repeated at Deacons Pond in memory of Naval veterans. 


American flags were placed on properly marked Veterans’ graves and memorials in the Town on Memorial Day 
weekend. A parade was held from the Village Green to Memorial Lane, led by the 102nd Fighter Wing, Otis 
ANGB. Falmouth elementary school students and members of the veterans’ organizations laid wreaths at the 
two monuments and the individual veterans’ markers on Memorial Lane; America the Beautiful and the Navy 
Hymn were sung by the Greater Falmouth Mostly All-Male Mens Chorus led by Tom Goux, Director. The volley 
was fired by the 26th “Yankee” Infantry Division; taps were rendered by a member of the Falmouth High 
School band; opening and closing prayers were given by Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, Veterans’ Chaplain; the 
National Anthem and a medley of patriotic songs were played by the combined Falmouth High School, Junior 
High School and Morse Pond bands. The Guest Speaker, in recognition of Falmouth being a World War II 
Commemorative Community, was John J. Bell, Lt. Cmdr. USN (Retired). The Parade Marshal was Joseph M. 
Caissie, A World War II veteran and former Chairman of the Veterans Council Committee. Members of the 
World War Il Commemorative Committee which is comprised of the Veterans Council members, the Veterans 
Agent and one additional member were presented lapel pins by Edward Marks, Board of Selectmen. 


Both our Veterans Day and Memorial Day ceremonies had increased participation and attendance. It was 
wonderful to see such enthusiasm return to our ceremonies. Following both the Memorial Day and Veterans 
Day ceremonies collations were held at VFW Post 2569, Main Street, Teaticket. 


Due to the increased cost of geraniums the Council will no longer place them on the Veterans graves. Doug’s 
Country Florist donated the wreaths for both Veterans Day and Memorial Day. We would like to take this 
opportunity to express our sincere thanks and appreciation to all those who willingly gave their time to make 
this such a memorable year.

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FALMOUTH CONTRIBUTORY RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


For the year ending December 31, 1992, the Falmouth Contributory Retirement System had a total portfolio 
investment return of 6.32% and ranked #2 in five year annualized returns at 13.39%. The assets of the system, 
totalling in excess of $20.9 million, are invested in high quality fixed income securities and equities overseen 
by the Falmouth Retirement Board and the retirement system’s investment manager, State Street Bank & Trust. 


Results of an actuarial study performed as of December 31, 1992 of the Falmouth Retirement System disclose 
the system as 59% funded. This study was instrumental in providing an updated funding schedule which 
yielded reduced pension appropriation obligations for the Town of Falmouth in the fiscal 1994 budget. 


The retirement system currently provides service for 474 active members and 221 retired members and 
beneficiaries. During the year 1992, twelve applications for retirement benefits and thirty-two requests for 
return of accumulated deductions were processed. Third-seven new members were enrolled into the system.

FALMOUTH SOLID WASTE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


Curbside collection for recycling of glass, metal cans, and HDPE plastic (milk jugs), under a new 3-year trash 
collection contract with Browning-Ferris Industries, began on July 1, 1993. An education program for use in 
the schools was included in the contract for the first year. BF! also provided a drop-off for recycling corrugated 
cardboard and hauled newsprint collected at the Town Hall parking lot in three newspaper drives organized 
by the Committee. 


Recyclable materials collected increased four-fold from 1.2% to 4.5% of the total residential/municipal trash 
destined for SEMASS. An unprecedented 636.18 Tons of recyclables was collected in FY 1993 saving the 
Town $25,440.00 in avoided Otis to SEMASS costs.

This tonnage was, however, less than predicted. There is still much work to be done to improve 
citizen participation and to answer basic questions about recycling and solid waste in Falmouth. 


The Committee also compiled and distributed a guide to Falmouth’s recycling, composting and 
disposal facilities. The flyer lists local organizations which accept donations of usable items. 
Response to the flyer was enthusiastic: 5000 copies were used up at once. We plan to print more 
copies of an up dated edition each year. 


A survey of 200 residents who brought trash to the roll-off container at the Disposal Area in May 
1993 provided some answers to the question of how this facility is used. Of the 166 householders 
interviewed all but 15 (9%) said they had curbside collection. (15% of Falmouth households are not 
served by our curbside collection.) Reasons included missing the regular collection, having bulky 
or unusual items to dispose of, and having an unusually large load of trash from a major cleaning 
chore, like cleaning out the garage or moving out of a house. When bringing yard waste for 
composting or scrap metal for the metal pile, residents often bring a trash barrel of household waste 
at the same time. 19 respondents said they were disposing of refuse from a business and 15 had 
a load of combined business and household trash. Frequency of use ranged from a single annual 
trip to over 600 trips per year.

Almost without exception, respondents praised recent changes at the Disposal Area, the scrap 
metal recycling, the Salvation Army containers for clothing, the cardboard drop-off, the composting 
project, waste oil collection, car battery collection, and separate collection of tires and mattresses. 
Since many users were unaware of some of the new facilities, the survey also served to inform 
people about their improved recycling options. Immediately following the survey, cardboard 
recycling increased 50%. 


Monitoring the trash brought to the roll-off was an eye opening experience for most of us. An 
extraordinary number of refundable, recyclable bottles and cans ($60.00/week by one informed 
estimate) are still discarded. An amazing quantity of usable clothing, furniture, toys, etc. are thrown 
away daily. The single most commonly expressed suggestion for further improvement at the 
Disposal Area was the creation of a take-it-or-leave-it facility for usable discards. 


Thanks to curbside collection of recyclables, the total tonnage of residential/municipal refuse 
incinerated at SEMASS in FY 1993 was less than it had been in FY 1992. This is the first year since 
we started using SEMASS that this tonnage has decreased. In addition, Falmouth is currently in 
compliance with the State mandated waste bans on the incineration or landfilling of recyclable glass 
and metal.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


The John DeMello Senior Center celebrates its 15th year on Dillingham Avenue and it still is striving 
to become the center of senior activities for the ever-increasing elder population in Falmouth. 


To enumerate some but not all the services and activities offered at the Center: Blood Pressure 
monitoring and Glucose Screening, Certified health Benefit counselling (SHINE), assistance with 
health insurance claim forms, Income Tax assistance, Tax and Investment Seminars, mini-Bus 
Service, home visits and telephone reassurance calls (Outreach), Arts and Crafts, oil painting, 
Beading, Quilting, many card games, Dancercize, Line Dancing, movies, Spelling Bee, bus trips, 
hearing tests, plus the monthly newsletter. 


The Senior Center also participates in the RSVP Program, Elder Service Corps, and the Senior Aide 
program.

During the Fiscal year, the Council on Aging through the Senior Center provided the following 
services & programs: 20,670 persons took part in Center activities; 4,450 persons were provided 
free transportation by the Council on Aging Mini bus services; 241 persons were issued Senior 
Citizen identification cards, and 29,000 copies of the Center newsletter were mailed to the 
approximately 4,000 persons registered at the Center. 


The 1992 census figures indicate 8,059 Falmouth resident were 60 years or older. This represents 
29% of the population. 


A Volunteer Recognition Ceremony acknowledging the dedicated volunteer services of 108 
individuals was held. Each received a letter of appreciation from our State elected officials and the 
Board of Selectmen. The monetary value of their volunteer hours amounted to $56,422. 


In addition, the Council on Aging received donations totaling $1,707 for the Mini Bus Fund and 
$578.00 for the Postage Fund. These funds, deposited with the Town Treasurer, will help defray 
the cost of the programs for which they were designated. 


The Council on Aging Outreach Program has continued to contact senior residents through door 
to door visitation and telephone interviews. 158 individuals were referred to other agencies, 549 
individuals were contacted, and 3266 persons were provided with general information services. The 
program is made possible by a grant of $12,648 from the Executive office of Elder Affairs. 


The Council wishes to express its appreciation and thanks to all the wonderful people of Falmouth 
for their contributions, monetary and otherwise, and also to all those who donate their precious time 
and talents in support of the Council’s objections. The Council thanks especially the Administrator, 
Board of Selectmen, and Finance Committee for their support and leadership. The Council would 
be remiss in not singling out for special thanks the Center Staff and Volunteers who made the past 
year so successful.

WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD AND NANTUCKET 
STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


TO THE CITIZENS OF FALMOUTH: 
This is my third annual report filed as Falmouth’s Member to the Steamship Authority. 


This has been a most active year, economically , for the Town of Falmouth--a welcome relief after 
three or four consecutive years of recession and difficult times for many Falmouth families and 
businesses. 


| am proud of the fact that none of Falmouth’s tough times can be traced to Steamship Authority 
activities. On the contrary, the Steamship Authority contributes mightily--in the millions of dollars 
each year--to the economic betterment of the Town of Falmouth as we shall soon see. 


But before | begin ticking off briefs about the past year, | do wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, 
Peter Boyer and others at town hall for their support, guidance and help. 


1993, | can safely predict, will be the 31st consecutive year that Falmouth taxpayers will not have 
to pay a red cent toward any activity or operation of the Steamship Authority that helped cause an 
operating deficit. 

The plain fact is the reverse is true: 


*The Steamship Authority continues to be near the top of all direct fundpayers to the Town of 
Falmouth. (Only Sea Crest Hotel and Flatley’s Mall pay more than the Authority does.) 
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*But the Authority’s positive impact on our town goes a giant step further: some 300 Steamship 
Authority employees who reside in Falmouth had earnings in excess of $6.5 million the past year, 
earned income that was spread throughout our business community and gave welcome vigor to our 
town’s economy. 


*Here’s another additional positive (this from an in-depth study about to get underway when | last 
reported.): in the summer months alone when half a million Steamship Authority passengers come 
through Falmouth, 

their spending in the Falmouth area is more than $15 million. 


(Unfortunately this in-depth study didn’t receive much local publicity when the results were 
announced. Anyone interested in the study is urged to contact Marketing Manager Diane Speer or 
Public Information Officer 

Ray Martin (648-5011). They’ll be pleased to mail out a copy of the findings. 


| found this interesting from the study: The Authority carried an estimated 150,000 daytrippers 
during the four months of summer whose spending in the Falmouth area (based on travellers’ 
responses) totalled 

just under $6 million of the $15 million all passengers in summer months reported spending on our 
side of the water. 


TRAFFIC BEGETS TRAFFIC: 


Traveller spending in Falmouth has to take some of the sting out of the town’s summertime traffic 
problems. But who is doing more than the Steamship Authority to meet those problems? 


The Board of Selectmen now has Authority management’s long range plan for improving parking. 


In this plan, the Authority lists specific steps it has taken over the past five years to alleviate the 
impact of island-bound traffic and parking on our town. 


Most summer weekend traffic associated with the Steamship Authority is now diverted to off-site lots 
at the Brick Kiln Road exit before it reaches the congested area of Palmer Avenue and fewer cars 
ever make it 

to Woods Hole to drop off luggage or hunt for parking space. The plan given the Selectmen 
documents the three-tiered nature of Authority parking: 


1.) All parking in Woods Hole during the winter season, except on 
busy weekends. 


2.) Primary parking at Palmer Avenue during the summer and on busy 
weekends off-season; and 


3.) Overflow parking at Gifford Street on summer weekends. 


Th parking plan shows that the most effective way to reduce traffic pressure is to get cars off the 
Streets quickly by providing enough parking to meet all demand, making the parking secure and 
convenient and offering shuttlebus service that is free, quick, comfortable and convenient. 


The plan also shows that traffic related to Steamship Authority parking accounts for a relatively small 
portion of the total traffic on Falmouth streeets. (Even on peak summer weekends, the number of 
cars entering and leaving all Authority parking lots in Falmouth accounts for only one in eight cars 
on Palmer Avenue and a negligible 

number on most other streets or roads in town. 


With this parking plan, the Steamship Authority pledged limits on parking in Woods Hole and on 
Palmer Avenue and committed to limit future land purchases on Palmer Avenue to those properties 
already 

leased for parking.

The Authority’s plan anticipates slow growth in parking demand and that expansion occur only at 
the existing Gifford Street lot. If endorsed by the Board of Selectmen, the Authority plan should be 
the answer to the town’s parking needs for many years to come--almost all neatly away from sight 
and most busy street.

SEALER OF WEIGHTS & MEASURES 


In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth, testing and sealing of weighing and measuring 
devices were conducted in the Town of Falmouth. The State’s Division of Standards provided 
assistance and equipment for the testing of large capacity truck scales and oil truck meters. 


A total of 636 weighing and measuring devices were tested for accuracy and condition. Those 
devices that met the prescribed standards were sealed; some were adjusted and sealed; and some 
were condemned. 


The sum of $6,130.00 was collected in fees as of June 30, 1993 and deposited with the Town 
Treasurer. 


The State prohibits the sale of advertising of wood by the cord. Wood will be advertised and sold 
by the cubic foot, and a bill of sale must be presented to the consumer by the seller with the buyer’s 
name and address, plus amount of wood in cubic feet, and the total price. For thew consumer’s 
protection, when wood is delivered we suggest measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid 
for.

HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


The Commission continued its policy of meeting on the First Wednesday of each month when 
possible, and thanks to the new provision for two alternate members, no meeting has lacked a 
quorum. Additional meetings were held when necessary, bringing the total number of meetings to 
nineteen. 


In the past year, Charles Orr, architect, was elected Chairman of the Commission upon the 
resignation of Barbara Bunker from that position. A new, more user-friendly application form for 
Certificate of Appropriateness was developed and adopted. A list of locations for approved 
"Historic District” markers was compiled, but their funding was tabled at the April Town Meeting 
in 1993. It will appear in the fall warrant. Town Meeting created a new historic district which 
broadly embraces a section of Quissett on the harbor side. 


Other topics explored include replacement vinyl siding with he Mass. Historical, and with Town 
Counsel the issue of conflict of interest which arose this year. Cape Cod Commission guidelines 
on historic districts were received and their application to our situation discussed. 


The Falmouth Historic Districts Commission strives to continue its service in preserving the quality 
of the built environment and historic settings within the historic districts of Falmouth. However, it 
still suffers with the problem of projects undertaken without the mandated approval of the HDC. 
Projects that do not require building permits, as well as building-permit applications which are not 
referred to the Commission continue to elude, as they have in the past. 
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In this fiscal year, 68 applications were reviewed and acted upon. The geographic distribution was 
as follows:

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


A Capital Improvements Plan was prepared in January 1992 by the Town Administrator and 
approved by the Selectmen. The Finance Committee recommended that these expenditures be 
considered at the Annual Fall Town Meeting. Article 21 of the November 17, 1992 warrant 
requested $384,744. for various capital expenditures and was approved by Town Meeting. Most 
of the items included in this article were recommended in the original five year plan. The Finance 
Committee recommends funding a portion of the Capital Improvement Plan each year. It also 
recommends that all capital requests be considered within the overall Capital Improvements Plan 
rather than in separate Town Meeting articles submitted by individual Department Administrators. 


lt would appear that with the uncertain financial future, the April Town Meeting will basically fund 
the budget and all other requests will be considered after the Certified Free Cash figure is 
established. 


The Education Reform Act of 1993 will drastically impact the budget in the future.

Barnstable Assembly of Delegates 


The fifteen members of the Barnstable County Assembly of Delegates have worked on a variety of 
issues of regional concern in the past year. These issues have included changes for small planes 
by Massport, the ComElectric emissions, amending the Regional Policy Plan, the decreasing losses 
at the Barnstable County Hospital, monitoring the effectiveness of programs through the budget 
process, E911, and the MWRA tunnel. In response to an Assembly request, the Cape Cod 
Commission staff prepared a Regional Household Hazardous Waste Program that stresses better 
education and suggests laws on shelf labeling. As part of its continued interest in the Massachu- 
setts Military Reservation, the Assembly has requested that state and federal officials undertake a 
comprehensive environmental review of the entire area. Recently, Assembly prodding prompted a 
promise of this kind of review with extensive citizen imput into the process. The Assembly will now 
have to decide how best to represent the citizens of Cape Cod in dealing with the environmental 
review.

HISTORY 


Formed back in 1948, the Falmouth Housing Authority has provided support for local housing 
initiatives designed to provide needed rental housing opportunities with the support for the Federal 
Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) and the State Executive Office of 
Communities and Development (EOCD). The mission of the Falmouth Housing Authority is to 
operate low rent Elderly and Family Housing, to determine and establish eligibility and rent 
requirements, and to provide decent, safe, and sanitary housing. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority maintains 299 units of housing; one Chapter 689 special needs 
home for eight residents; plus approximately 500 units of Section 8 (Federal) and Mass Rental 
Voucher Program (MRVP) State rental assisted housing using private housing stock in Falmouth. 


The Authority is governed by a five member Board of Commissioners, one appointed by the 
Governor and four elected by the voters of the Town of Falmouth. The Board is required by law to 
make policy decisions on current and future programs, to determine how they are to be 
administered, and to obtain and protect monies to keep them operating. The Authority is a public 
corporation on which the commissioners serve as governing directors. 


FISCAL YEAR 1993 IN REVIEW 

On November 1, 1992, the State 707 rental assistance program was replaced by the MRVP 
Program. Statewide the program was cut from $98 million to $73 million. In Falmouth, the number 
of recipient families dropped from 235 to 198. There were many program changes effecting all 
parties, the landlords, the recipients, and the Falmouth Housing Authority. One big change 
affecting the Authority was the dramatic reduction in administrative fees, requiring the Authority to 
reduce its full time staff by over 20% from 13 to 10. Its part-time staff remained at three. 


In February 1993, the Executive Director, Mr. James Ridley, Jr. served notice of his intention to 
retire and the Board of Commissioners launched and extensive search for a new Executive Director. 
After reviewing 70 applicants, interviewing many, the Commissioners reduced the field to eight and 
in June, selected Mr Robert H. Murray as the new Executive Director. 


Due to financial constraints, the Authority has been forced to have five of its 25 units of Chapter 705 
family housing remain boarded up and abandoned. The Falmouth Housing Authority , like all 
Housing Authorities, continues to wrestle with the issue of placing disabled adults, requiring a 
variety of support services, into elderly housing developments. This is an issue that’s difficult for 
all involved, the Authority, the elderly, and the disabled and will require everyone to work together 
to insure that both the elderly and the disabled live in peace and harmony and that they both 
maintain their dignity. There is no quick-fix solution for this issue, however it’s an issue the Authority 
is committed to resolving, using all the community, State and Federal resources it can muster.

Our dedicated employees worked hard to ensure that all beachgoers has an enjoyable time at our 
beaches. Their effort, desire, and spirit enable the Beach Department to open and serve the 
residents and guest of Falmouth. 


The beaches had other accomplishments, another "two year” sticker season began. In the course 
of one (1) season, our staff issued over 12,000 resident/taxpayer stickers. This is another sign of 
the increasing population of our town and the ever-growing need for plentiful parking, clean facilities 
and safe and enthralling beaches. 


Our annual swim meet was held at the Massachusetts Maritime Academy pool and once again a 
great success. The event was held before a standing room only crowd of anxiety ridden youths, 
proud and beaming parents, and excited teachers and friends. As always, each beach was well 
represented by team members, but of course, only one team could be the champions. This years 
winners were from the Falmouth Heights Beach and Bristol Beach/Megansett Beach. 


In closing, | would like to take the opportunity to thank a number of individuals and departments that 
have provided us with an incredible amount of assistance and guidance. Our thanks to the Finance 
Committee for their understanding, Peter Boyer for his support, the Board of Selectmen for their 
continued cooperation, and the Department of Public Works for their patience and technical input, 
the Conservation Commission with whom we share beaches and our entire staff who have worked 
countless hours to assure that each visitor had the opportunity to enjoy themselves on our beaches.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL FOR THE ARTS 


During the past year the Falmouth Council for the Arts dispensed $3,609 in regular Arts Lottery 
Grants to further arts in the Town. Most of this sum went to 14 applicants including about $1,000 
for programs in Falmouth Schools.

In addition, the MCC has mandated that we survey the town 
for additional programs and groups particularly ”:culturally of financially challenged” groups that 
could use arts funding to good purpose. Needless to say we found quite a few. Our funds will not 


help much in these instances; -perhaps the information will lead to more state or federal funding 
in the future.

The major task of the DRC was to assist the Building Commissioner, the Board of Selectm,en with 
the recommendations of 121 sign permits for the year.

During the year, the DRC replied to the building commissioner for two legal opinions on signs. We 
also made the following recommendations to the selectmen for changes in the town sign code by- 
law which were passed at the April town meeting. 


1. Two contractor signs of 6 sq. ft. each per site be made a matter of right without a 
permit fee. 

2. In regard to a 3 commercial tenant building, a 24 sq. ft. free standing sign is 
allowed. In regard to a 4 commercial tenant building, a 32 sq. ft. free standing sign 


is allowed. 

3. Sign code jurisdiction was corrected from the Planning Board to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

4. An addition to the exceptions of the definition of a sign: "temporary holiday 
displays”.

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BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


Extensive progress has been made on making the Shining Sea Bikeway extension to Skating Lane 
a reality. The project has been put on the regional Transportation Improvement Plan (TIP) with 
approval by the Cape Cod Commission, the Regional Transportation Authority, State Department 
of Transportation, and Massachusetts Highway Department. Placing the plan on the TIP is 
commitment by the State to complete the project. The State has also made a commitment to 100% 
funding of the construction. The Steamship Authority provided $15,000 for completion of the 
engineering design plans which was required to receive State Funding. the 300 Committee, and 
Falmouth =Academy have also agreed to consider easements to allow the bikepath extension to 
cross their land. BSS Design is completing the engineering work and the Bikeway Committee hopes 
to have construction begin in the Spring of 1994. 


In May the Third Annual Bike Rodeo was held for Falmouth Elementary School children to promote 
bicycle safety and train children on bicycle riding. Over 150 children participated with over 35 
helmets given away as door prizes. The Rodeo was co sponsored by the Recreation Department, 
and the elementary school Parent - Teachers Associations. We thank the many businesses, 
doctors, and friends who donated the helmets, food, prizes, and time to make this such a successful 
event.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department performed routine inspections of all year-round, seasonal and temporary 
food service establishments, including temporary establishments at various outdoor events. 
Additional follow-up inspections were performed as necessary. 


The Falmouth Board of Health conducted a Household Hazardous Waste Collection at the 
Lawrence School in August of 1992, this program of periodic household hazardous waste serves 
the community on several levels. Most importantly, it provides a legal and responsible means for 
individuals to dispose of these materials. Secondly, the publicity surrounding the event focuses the 
public’s attention on the problem of wastes derived from consumer products. The problem provides 
an immediate benefit to the community through the elimination of hazardous materials plus, the 
potential indirect benefit. Future reductions in wastes generated as public awareness increases. 


The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the control of certain communicable 
diseases. These materials are supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public Health at 
no cost and are dispensed, on request, to local health care providers and the nursing services 
under contract by the Board of Health. 


The State Department of Public Health provided 100% of the vaccines administered at the 1992 flu 
clinics conducted for the town by the Visiting Nursing Association. A total of 1988 immunizations 
were administered to Falmouth residents at nursing homes and the scheduled public clinics. The 
Health Department budgets additional funds for the purchase of vaccines and syringes to 
complement the State allotment in the event of a shortfall.

VOTED: By a counted vote of 208 in favor and 4 opposed, the town does appropriate by transferring the sum of 
$3,935.20 by transferring from Certified Free Cash the sum of $3,935.20 to be expended under the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Selectmen for the purposes of Article 1. 


ART. 02 To see if the Town will vote to amend Article Il - Development Rate Limitation - of the Zoning Bylaw by 
deleting from Section 240-12 the date "November 30, 1994” and inserting in its place the date “November 30, 
1995”, so as to read: "Article II shall not be applicable subsequent to November 30, 1995, unless extended by 
an earlier Town Meeting.” 

Or do or take any other action on this matter. On behalf of the Planning Board. 

VOTED: By unanimous vote, a quorum being present on November 30, 1993, that the Town does amend Article 
ll of the Zoning Bylaw for the purposes of Article 2 as requested. 
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ART. 03 To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XII - Light Industrial B Districts - of the Zoning Bylaw by 
deleting the second sentence of Section 240-61.B. which states; "Said research shall not produce toxic and/or 
hazardous wastes as a byproduct.”, so that Section 240-61.B. will read: “Scientific Research provided that the 
applicant for a building or occupancy permit demonstrates to the Building Commissioner and the Board of Health 
on an annual basis that all Federal, state and Town of Falmouth licenses, permits and standards for handling, 
use, storage and disposal of any regulated materials have been obtained or met. There may be accessory to said 
scientific research the production of related materials for the furtherance of such research. Such production shall 
be clearly accessory to the primary scientific research activity; shall not involve the outside storage of materials; 
and shall not produce any noxious or excessive noise, such as to be detectable on abutting properties.” 

Or do or take any other action on this matter. On behalf of the Planning Board. 

VOTED: By a counted vote of 188 in favor and 23 opposed, the necessary 2/3 majority, a quorum being present 
on November 30, 1993, the Town does amend Article XII of the Zoning By-Law for the purposes of Article 3 as 
requested. 


ART. 04 To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XIV - Dimensional Regulations -of the Zoning Bylaw by 
deleting the words "Agricultural B 30,000” from Section 240-67.A and inserting in its place the words "Agricultural 
B 40,000”, so as to read: 

District: 

Agricultural B 

Minimum Lot Area (Square feet): 40,000 
Add the following sentence: "Corrected Agricultural B shall not apply to any lot shown on a plan endorsed by the 
Planning Board prior to April 1, 1993 or to any lot shown on a pian submitted for approval to the Planning Board 
prior to April 1, 1993 and subsequently endorsed after that date.” Or do or take any other action on this matter. 
On behalf of the Planning Board. 
VOTED: By a counted vote of 197 in favor and 2 opposed, the necessary 2/3 vote, a quorum being present on 
November 30, 1993, the town does amend Article XIV of the Zoning Bylaw for the purposes of Article 4 as 
requested. 


ART. 05. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XV - Water Resource Protection District - of the Zoning 
Bylaw by deleting Article XV in its entirety and inserting in its place the following: 


WATER RESOURCE PROTECTION DISTRICT 

Section 1. PURPOSE OF DISTRICT 
The purpose of this Water Resource Protection District is: 
A. to promote the health, safety and general welfare of the community by ensuring 

an adequate quality and quantity of drinking water; 
B. to preserve and protect existing and potential sources of drinking water 

supplies; 
C. to conserve the natural resources of the Town; and 
D. to prevent temporary and permanent contamination of the environment. 
Section 2. DEFINITIONS 
For the purposes of this section, the following words and phrases shall have the following meanings: 
Aquifer: Geologic formation composed of rock, sand or gravel containing sufficient saturated material in order 
to yield potable groundwater to public or private wells. 
Water Resource Protection District: The zoning district defined to overlay other zoning districts in the Town 
of Falmouth. The Water Resource Protection District may include specifically designated recharge areas. 
Impervious Surface: Material or structure on, above or below the ground that prevents precipitation or surface 
water from penetrating directly into the soil. 
Mining: The removal or relocation of geologic materials such as topsoil, sand, gravel, metallic ores or bedrock. 
Recharge Areas: Areas that collect precipitation or surface water and carry it to aquifers, designated as Zones 
|, ll or Ill, as defined in 310 CMR 22.00. 
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Toxic or Hazardous Material: Any substance or combination of substances, not including any liquid petroleum 
product, posing a significant, actual or potential hazard to water supplies or other hazards to human health if such 
substance or combination were discharged to land or water of the Town of Falmouth. Toxic or hazardous 
materials include all substances defined as Toxic or Hazardous under Massachusetts General Laws hereinafter 
referred to as MGL C.21C and 21E and 310 CMR 30.00. 
Section 3. ESTABLISHMENT AND DELINEATION OF WATER RESOURCE PROTECTION DISTRICT 
For the purposes of this Bylaw there is hereby established in the Town of Falmouth the Water Resource 
Protection District which is an overlay district superimposed on the zoning districts. This overlay district shall 
apply to all new construction, reconstruction or expansion of existing buildings and new or expanded uses. 
Applicable activities or uses which fall within the Water Resource Protection District must comply with the 
requirements of this district as well as with the underlying zoning. 
Uses that are prohibited in the underlying zoning districts shall not be permitted in the Water Resource Protection 
District. 
For the purposes of this district, there are hereby delineated within the Town certain water resource protection 
areas consisting of aquifers or recharge areas which are delineated on a map. This map is at a scale of 1 inch 
to 1500 feet and is entitled "Water Resource Protection District, Town of Falmouth,” dated April 5, 1988. This 
map, as it may be amended from time to time, is hereby made a part of the Town Zoning Bylaw and is on file 
in the Office of the Town Clerk. 
Section 4. DISTRICT BOUNDARY DISPUTES 
If the location of the District boundary, as delineated on the Water Resource Protection District map, in relation 
to a particular parcel is in doubt or dispute, the burden of proof shall be on the property owner(s) of the land in 
question to show where the bounds should properly be located. At the request of the owner(s), the Town may 
engage a professional engineer, hydrologist, geologist or soil scientist to determine more accurately the 
boundaries of the district with respect to individual parcels of land and may charge the owner(s) for all or part of 
the cost of the investigation. 
Section 5. USE REGULATION 
In the Water Resource Protection District the following regulations shall apply: 
A. Permitted Uses 
The following uses may be permitted within the Water Resource Protection District, subject to paragraph B. 
"Prohibited Uses” and paragraph C. "Special Permit Uses” and provided that all necessary permits, orders or 
approvals required by local, state or federal law are also obtained: 
(1) conservation of soil, water, plants and wildlife; 
(2) outdoor recreation, nature study, boating, fishing and hunting where 

otherwise legally permitted; 
(3) foot, bicycle and/or horse paths and bridges; 
(4) normal operation and maintenance of existing water bodies and dams, splash 

boards and other water control, supply and conservation devices; 
(5) development permitted in the underlying district, subject to paragraph B 

"Prohibited Uses” and paragraph C “Uses and Activities Requiring a Special 

Permit”; 
(6) farming, gardening, nursery, conservation, forestry, harvesting and grazing 

subject to paragraph B "Prohibited Uses”; and 
(7) construction, maintenance, repair and enlargement of drinking water supply 

related facilities such as, but not limited to, wells, pipelines, aqueducts 

and tunnels. Underground storage tanks related to these activities are not 

categorically permitted. 


B. Prohibited Uses 

The following uses are prohibited: 

(1) landfills and open dumps as defined in 310 CMR 19.006; 

(2) landfilling of sludge or septage as defined in 310 CMR 32.05; 
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(3) storage of sludge and septage, unless such storage is in compliance with 310 CMR 32.30 and 310 CMR 
32.31; 

(4) storage or disposal of deicing chemicals; 

(5) storage of animal manure unless covered or contained; 

(6) facilities that generate, treat, store or dispose of hazardous waste subject to MGL 21C except the following 
licensed activities: 

a. very small quantity generators as defined under 310 CMR 30.00; 

b. household hazardous waste collection centers and events under 310 CMR 30.390; 

c. waste oil retention facilities required by MGL C21, s. 52A; and 

d. water remediation treatment works approved under 314 CMR 5.00; 

(7) automobile recycling, automobile graveyards and junkyards as defined in MGL CH. 140B, s. 1; 
(8) treatment works that are subject to 314 CMR 5.00 including privately owned sewage treatment facilities, 
except the following: 

a. the replacement or repair of an existing treatment works that will not result in a design capacity greater 
than the design capacity of the existing treatment works; 

b. the replacement of existing subsurface sewage disposal system(s) with wastewater treatment works 
that will not result in a design capacity greater than the design capacity of the existing system(s); 

c. treatment works approved by the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection designed for 
the treatment of contaminated groundwater; 

(9) Auto service or repair, trucking and bus terminals, gas stations, commercial laundry, dry cleaning 
establishments, car washes, airports, commercial accommodations, industrial and commercial uses which 
discharge process wastewater on-site; parking lots set apart primarily to accommodate off-site activities. 

(10) storage of liquid petroleum products except the following: 

a. normal household use, outdoor maintenance and heating of a structure; 

b. waste oil retention facilities required by statute, rule or regulation; 

c. emergency generators required by statute, rule or regulation; 

d. treatment works approved under 314 CMR 5.00 for treatment of ground or surface waters; provided 
that storage, listed in items a. through d. above is in free-standing containers within buildings or above ground 
with secondary containment adequate to contain a spill the size of the container’s total storage capacity, plus 10 
percent. 

(11) stockpiling and disposal of snow and ice containing deicing chemicals if brought in from outside the District; 
C. Uses and Activities Requiring a Special Permit 

The following uses and activities may be permitted only upon the issuance of a Special Permit by the Board of 
Appeals under such conditions as they may require: 

(1) enlargement or alteration of existing uses that do not conform to the Water Resource Protection District 
provided however that such enlargement or alteration shall not be permitted for any such existing use listed in 
Section B - Prohibited Uses; 

(2) the application of pesticides, including herbicides, insecticides, fungicides and rodenticides, for non-domestic 
or non-agricultural uses in accordance with state and federal standards. The Special Permit shall be granted if 
such standards are met. If applicable, the applicant should provide documentation of compliance with a Yearly 
Operating Plan (YOP) for vegetation management operations under 333 CMR 11.00 or a Department of Food and 
Agriculture approved Pesticide Management Plan or Integrated Pest Management (IPM) program under 333 CMR 
12.00; 

(3) the application of fertilizers for non-domestic or non-agricultural uses. Such applications shall be made in a 
manner so as to minimize adverse impacts on groundwater due to nutrient transport, deposition and 
sedimentation; 

(4) those activities that involve the handling of toxic or hazardous materials in quantities greater than those 
associated with normal household use, permitted in the underlying zoning (except as prohibited under paragraph 
B). 
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(5) Storage of liquid hazardous materials as defined in MGL CH. 21E, in a free standing container within a 
building or above ground, with secondary containment adequate to contain a spill the size of the container’s total 
storage capacity plus 10 percent; 

(6) storage of commercial fertilizers, pesticides, herbicides and soil conditioners as defined in MGL CH. 128, S. 
64, such storage must be within a structure designated to prevent the generation and escape of contaminated 
runoff or leachate; and 

(7) the construction of dams or other water control devices, ponds, or other changes in water bodies or courses 
created for swimming, fishing or other recreational uses, agricultural uses or drainage improvements. Such 
activities shall not adversely affect water quality or quantity; 

(8) any use that will render impervious more than 15% or 2,500 square feet of any lot, whichever is greater. A 
system for groundwater recharge must be provided which does not degrade groundwater quality. For 
non-residential uses, recharge shall be by stormwater infiltration basins or similar system covered with natural 
vegetation. Dry wells shall be used only where other methods are infeasible. For all non- residential uses, all such 
basins and wells shall have oil, grease and sediment traps to remove contamination. Any and all recharge areas 
shall be permanently maintained according to Best Management Practices by the owner. 

Section 6. PROCEDURES FOR ISSUANCE OF SPECIAL PERMIT 

A. The SPGA under this Bylaw shall be the Board of Appeals. Such Special Permit shall be granted if the Board 
of Appeals determines that the intent of this Bylaw as well as its specific criteria are met. The Board of Appeals 
shall not grant a Special Permit under this section unless the petitioner’s application materials include, in their 
opinion, sufficiently detailed, definite and credible information to support positive findings in relation to the 
standards given in this section. The Board of Appeals shall document the basis for any departures from the 
recommendations of the other Town boards or agencies in its decision. 

B. Upon receipt of the Special Permit application, the Board of Appeals shall transmit one copy to the Board of 
Health, the Conservation Commission, the Public Works/Engineering Departments, the Planning Board and the 
Town Administrator for their written recommendations. Failure to respond in writing within 35 days of receipt by 
the Board shall indicate approval or no desire to comment by said agency. The necessary number of copies of 
the application shall be furnished by the applicant. 

C. The Board of Appeals may grant the required Special Permit only upon finding that the proposed use meets 
the following standards, those specified in Section 6 of this Bylaw and any regulations or guidelines adopted by 
the Board of Appeals. The proposed use must: 

(1) in no way, during construction or thereafter, adversely affect the existing or potential quality or quantity of 
water that is available in the Water Resource Protection District and 

(2) be designed to avoid substantial disturbance of the soils, topography, drainage, vegetation and other 
water-related natural characteristics of the site to be developed. 

(3) not exceed a maximum loading standard for nitrate-nitrogen impact on groundwater of 5 ppm, unless a 
cumulative impact analysis indicates a more stringent loading standard is necessary. 

D. The Board of Appeals may adopt regulations to govern design features of projects. Such regulations shall be 
consistent with subdivision regulations adopted by the Planning Board. 

E. The applicant shall file 3 (three) copies of a site plan and attachments. The site plan shall be drawn at a 
proper scale as determined by the Board of Appeals and be stamped by a professional engineer. All additional 
submittals shall be prepared by qualified professionals. The site plan and its attachments shall at a minimum 
include the following information where pertinent: 

(1) a complete list of chemicals, pesticides, herbicides, fertilizers, fuels and other potentially hazardous materials 
to be used or stored on the premises in quantities greater than those associated with normal household use; 
(2) for those activities using or storing such hazardous materials, a hazardous materials management plan shall 
be prepared and filed with the Board of Appeals for use by the Hazardous Materials Coordinator, the Fire Chief 
and the Board of Health. The plan shall include: 

a.provisions to protect against the discharge of hazardous materials or wastes to the environment due to spillage, 
accidental damage, corrosion, leakage, or vandalism including spill containment and clean-up procedures; 
b.provisions for indoor, secured storage of hazardous materials and wastes with impervious floor surfaces; 
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c. evidence of compliance with the Regulations of the Massachusetts Hazardous Waste Management Act 310 
CMR _ 30.00 including obtaining an EPA identification number from the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

(3) proposed down-gradient location(s) and specifications for groundwater monitoring well(s) should the Board 
of Appeals deem the activity a potential groundwater threat. 

(4) proposed stormwater drainage system 

(5) provisions to control soil erosion and sedimentation 

(6) Names, addresses and phone numbers of key contact persons if not provided elsewhere. 

F. The Board of Appeals shall hold a hearing in conformity with the provision of MGL CH. 40A, S. 9. Notice of the 
public hearing shall be given by publication and posting and by first-class mailings to "parties of interest” as 
defined in MGL CH. 40A, S. 11. The decision of the Board of Appeals and any extension, modification or renewal 
thereof shall be filed with the Board of Appeals and Town Clerk within 90 days following the public hearing. 
Failure of the Board of Appeals to act within 90 days shall be deemed as a granting of the permit. However, no 
work shall commence until the Special Permit is recorded as required by said MGL ch. 40A, S. 11. 

G. Written notice of any violations of this Section shall be given by the Building Commissioner to the responsible 
person as soon as possible after detection of a violation or a continuing violation. Notice to the assessed owner 
of the property shall be deemed notice to the responsible person. Such notice shall specify the requirement or 
restriction violated and the nature of the violation and may also identify the actions necessary to remove or 
remedy the violations and preventive measures required for avoiding future violations and a schedule of 
compliance. 

A copy of such notice shall be submitted to the Board of Health, the Conservation Commission, the Public 
Works/Engineering Departments, the Building Commissioner, the Water Department and the Town Administrator. 
The cost of containment, clean-up or other action of compliance shall be borne by the owner and operator of the 
premises. 

For situations that require remedial action to prevent adverse impact to the water resources within the Water 
Resource Protection District, Building Commissioner or any agent may order the owner or operator of the 
premises to remedy the violation. If said owner and/or operator does not comply with said order, the Town of 
Falmouth, the Board of Health, the Building Commissioner or any of their agents, if authorized to enter upon such 
premises under the terms of the Special Permit or otherwise, may act to remedy the violation. The remediation 
cost shall be the responsibility of the owner and operator of the premises. 

Section 7. DENSITY LIMITATIONS 
The following density limitations shall apply within the Water Resource Protection District: 
a) Non-residential Uses shall not exceed seven and five tenths (7.5) gallons sewage per day per one thousand 
(1000) square feet of lot area. Estimated sewage flows shall be based on Title V of the State Environmental Code 
310 CMR 15.00. Maximum Lot Coverage by impervious surfaces shall not exceed 40 percent. 
b) Residential Uses shall have the following density limitations: 

Minimum Lot Size: 80,000 square feet 

Minimum Lot Width: 200 feet 

Minimum Lot Frontage: 150 feet 

Maximum Lot Coverage by impervious surfaces: 20 percent 
Section 8. SEVERABILITY 
A determination that any portion or provision of this overlay protection district is invalid shall not invalidate any 
other portion or provision thereof, nor shall it invalidate any Special Permit previously issued thereunder.

39 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Animal by-law of the Code of Falmouth, sec. 83-19, Dogs at 
Large/Fines, by deleting the present sub-section A, B, C and D and inserting the following new sub-sections A 
and B: A. If it is the first offense subject to this Article committed within a calendar year, a fine of twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars shall be imposed and shall operate as a final disposition of the case. 

B. If it is the second or subsequent offense subject to this Article within a calendar year, a fine of fifty($50.00) 
dollars shall be imposed and shall operate as a final disposition of the case, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of the Department of Natural Resources. 

VOTED: By a majority vote, a quorum being present on December 1, 1993, the Town does amend the Animal By- 
Law of the Code of Falmouth, Section 83-19, for the purposes of Article 39 as requested. 


ART. 40 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Waterways By-law of the Code of Falmouth, sec. 231-17 
Minimum Standards, by amending the first sentence therein to read as follows: No Boat shall use a mooring in 
the Town of Falmouth unless the mooring either (a) meets the minimum standards set forth in this by-law, or (6) 
is of a type approved by the Harbor Master as equivalent to or exceeding the minimum standards, 

or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Harbor Master. 

VOTED: By a majority vote, a quorum being present on December 1, 1993, the Town does amend Sec. 231-17 
of the Code of Falmouth for the purposes of Article 40 as requested. 


ART. 41 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Code of the Town of Falmouth, General Bylaws, Article II, 
Chapter 83, §83-15 Kennel License as follows: 

DELETE §83-15 in its entirety. 

ADD: §83-15 Kennel License. 

A. Definitions: 

(1) Kennel: a shelter for four(4) or more dogs, six(6) months of age or over. 

(2) Commercial Kennel: a kennel maintained as a business for the breeding, rearing, training, boarding or 
grooming of dogs, or which sells dogs born and raised on the premises from more than one(1) litter per year. 

(3) Owner: the person in whose name the kennel license is issued. 

(4) Keeper: the owner or person hired by the owner to provide for the care of the dogs sheltered within the 
licensed kennel. 

(5) Veterinary hospital: shall not be considered a kennel unless it contains an area for the grooming or selling 
of dogs, or for the boarding of dogs for other than medical or surgical purposes, in which case it shall apply in 
writing to the Town Clerk, submitting approval forms from the Zoning Enforcement Officer for the required kennel 
license. 

B. License Requirements: 

(1) Any owner or keeper of four or more dogs, six (6) months of age or over, shall obtain a kennel license upon 
written application to the Town Clerk and approval of the Zoning Enforcement Officer. Application for a 
Commercial Kennel shall also require a special permit from the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

(2) The kennel license shall be on a form prescribed and furnished by the Town Clerk, and shall specify the 
name of the owner, the name of the property owner, the name of the kennel, the name of the keeper, the location 
of the kennel, proof of current rabies inoculation from a licensed veterinarian, and any special conditions which 
may be imposed by the Zoning Enforcement Officer and/or the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

(3) Failure of the Zoning Enforcement Officer to give written approval at a proposed location will cause the Town 
Clerk to refuse to issue a kennel license at such location. 

(4) The license shall be renewed annually. The required fee shall be paid to the Town Clerk at the time 
application is made for renewal of the license. If the owner or keeper fails to renew the license prior to the 
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expiration date of the current license, he/she shall be deemed to have forfeited the license and he/she shall apply 
to the Zoning Enforcement Officer as if applying for a new license. 

(5) A kennel license shail be in lieu of any other license required for any dog which may be kept in such kennel 
for any portion of the period for which the license is issued. The owner or keeper of such kennel shall renew the 
license prior to the commencement of each succeeding license period. 

(6) The Town Clerk shall issue, without charge, upon written application and written approval of the Zoning 
Enforcement Officer and the Board of Appeals, a kennel license to any domestic charitable corporation 
incorporated in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts exclusively for the purpose of protecting animals from 
cruelty, neglect or abuse. 

C. Fee Schedule: 


(1) Four dogs (maximum): Ten ($10.00) Dollars per year; 
(2) Ten dogs (maximum): Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars per year; 
(3) More than ten dogs: Fifty ($50.00) Dollars per year; 


(4) The Town Clerk shall issue, without charge, upon receipt of written approval of the Zoning Enforcement 
Officer, a kennel license to any domestic charitable corporation incorporated in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts exclusively for the purposes of protecting animals from cruelty, neglect or abuse. 

D. Kennel Activity: 

(1) While at large, each dog in a kennel shall wear a collar or harness to which shall be securely attached a tag 
upon which shall appear the number of the kennel license, the words "Town of Falmouth”. Such tag shall be 
in a form prescribed and furnished by the Town Clerk. The words “at large” for the purpose of this section shall 
mean: within the confines of the property of the owner of the kennel. 

(2) All holders of kennel licenses shall maintain said kennel in manner supportive of a healthy environment for 
the keeping of dogs. 

DELETE § 83-16 in its entirety. 

ADD:§ 83-16 Inspection, Regulation, Suspension, Revocation of Licenses, Penalties. 

A. Inspection: The Chief of Police or his designee, the Animal Control Officer or his designee, the Zoning 
Enforcement Officer or his designee, or persons appointed under Chapter 147, Section 10 of the General Laws, 
may at any time inspect or cause to be inspected any kennel. 

B. Suspension, Regulation, Revocation of License: 

(1) Sanitary/Humane Conditions/Inadequate Recordkeeping: if, in the judgement of person(s) authorized under 
§ 83-16A., the kennel is found not to be maintained in a sanitary and humane manner, or if records are not 
properly kept as required by the law, or where a violation of a special permit exists, the Board of Selectmen, at 
a public hearing, a majority vote thereof, shall by order revoke or suspend said kennel license. In the case of 
suspension of said license, the Board of Selectmen, a majority vote thereof, may reinstate such kennel license 
by imposing conditions and regulations upon the operation of said kennel. 

(2) Public nuisance: upon petition of twenty-five (25) residents in the neighborhood of the kennel, filed with the 
Board of Selectmen, setting forth that they are aggrieved or annoyed to an unreasonable extent by one or more 
dogs at a kennel located in the town because of excessive barking or vicious disposition of such dog or dogs or 
other conditions connected with the kennel that constitute a public nuisance, the Board of Selectmen shall, within 
seven days of the filing of such petition, give notice to all parties concerned of a public hearing to be held within 
twenty-one (21) days after the date of such notice. Within fourteen (14) days after the public hearing, the 
Selectmen shall make an order either revoking or suspending such kennel license or otherwise regulating the 
operation of said kennel, or shall dismiss such petition. 

(3) Within ten (10) days after such order the holder of such kennel license may bring a petition in the District 
Court praying that such order be reviewed by the Court. 

(4) The Animal Control Officer, or his designee may periodically inspect the premises where the kennel license 
has been revoked and shall institute court proceedings if he/she finds that the a kennel continues to be 
maintained on the premises. 

C. Penalties: Whosoever violates any provision or portion thereof of this bylaw shall be fined: 
a. Twenty-Five ($25.00) Dollars for the first offense; 
b. Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for the second offense; 
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c. One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for the third offense; 

d. Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars for each subsequent offense, 
such fine to be assessed on a per-dog-found-on-the-premises basis of said violator. Each day on which any 
violation exists shall be deemed to be a separate offense. Or do or take any other action in this matter. On 
request of the Town Clerk, Natural Resources Officer, Zoning Board of Appeals, and Zoning Enforcement Officer. 
VOTED: By a majority vote, a quorum being present on December 1, 1993, the Town does amend the Code of 
the Town of Falmouth, General By-Laws, Article Il, Chapter 83-15, for the purposes of Article 41 as requested. 


ART. 42 To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Demolition Delay Bylaw. 


DEMOLITION DELAY BYLAW 
SECTION 1. PURPOSE AND INTENT 
The purpose of this bylaw is to preserve and protect significant buildings within the Town which constitute or 
reflect distinctive features of the architectural, cultural, political, economic, and or social history of the Town, to 
encourage owners of such buildings to seek out persons who might be willing to purchase, preserve, rehabilitate 
or restore such buildings rather than demolish them, and by furthering these purposes, promote the public 
welfare, protect the Town resources, and maintain the Town as an attractive and desirable place to live in. To 
achieve these purposes, the Building Commissioner is empowered to delay the issuance of permits for demolition 
of buildings determined by the Historical Commission to be significant and not protected by historic districts. 
SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 
Building - Any combination of structural materials forming a shelter for persons, animals or property. 
Commission - the Falmouth Historical Commission 
Cultural Resources Inventory - a list of preferably preserved buildings, not in Historic Districts, that have been 
determined by a majority of the Commission to be historically or architecturally significant pursuant to this Bylaw. 
Demolition - Any act of pulling down, destroying, removing, or razing a building, or any substantial exterior portion 
thereof, or commencing the work of total or substantial destruction, with the intent of completing the same. 
Demolition Permit - Any permit issued by the Building Commissioner as required by the State Building Code for 
the demolition, partial demolition or removal of a building. 
Historic District - Areas of the Town of Falmouth under the jurisdiction of the Falmouth Historic District 
Commission, established by Section 3 of Chapter 654 of the Acts of 1975, as amended. 
Significant Building - any building or portion thereof, not located in a Historic District, which is listed on the 
Cultural Resources Inventory. 
SECTION 3. ESTABLISHING THE CULTURAL RESOURCES INVENTORY 
A) Determination of Significance - The Commission may, by majority vote list a building or buildings on the 
Cultural Resources Inventory if the Commission determines the building to be: 1) listed on, or is within an area 
listed on, the National Register of Historic Places or is the subject of a pending application for listing on said 
National Register or; 2) is protected by a preservation agreement with the Historic Commission or; 3) historically 
or architecturally significant in terms of period, style, method of building construction or, association with a 
famous architect, builder or other historically significant person, event or process either by itself or in the context 
of a group of buildings. The Commission shall follow the generally accepted methods of determining historic or 
architectural significance as set forth by the Massachusetts Historic Commission. 
B) Notice of Decision - Following the vote of the Commission determining a building to be significant, the 
Commission shall record with the Town Clerk a notice of its decision, a copy of which shall be mailed to the owner 
of record, as appearing on the most recent tax list. Notice of this decision shall specify the Commission’s findings 
as to the historic or architectural significance of the building and indicate that any appeal of this decision can be 
made to a Court of competent jurisdiction. 
C) Effective Date/Inventory on record with Town Clerk - Upon the filing of the Commission’s decision with the 
Town Clerk, the significant building shall be considered listed on the Cultural Resources Inventory. However, the 
provisions of this Bylaw shall not affect an application for a demolition permit filed with the Building Commissioner 
on the Cultural Resources Inventory. A copy of the Cultural Resources Inventory shall be kept on file with the 
Town Clerk and the Building Commissioner and shall be deemed a public record. 
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D) Removal/Cultural Resources Inventory - The Commission may remove a structure from the Cultural 
Resources Inventory, by majority vote. 

SECTION 4. PROCEDURE 

(A) Prior to when application is made for a demolition permit at the Building Department, the applicant shall 
deliver a copy of said application to the Town Clerk, who will certify whether the building is on the Cultural 
Resources Inventory. The Building Commissioner shall not accept or act on any application for a demolition permit 
unless it is accompanied by a letter from the Town Clerk advising the Building Commissioner whether the building 
is listed on the Cultural Resources Inventory. If the Town Clerk advises the Building Commissioner that the 
building is on the Cultural Resources Inventory, no permit for demolition shall issue for a period of three months 
after the application for a demolition permit has been accepted by the Building Commissioner. 

(B) No application for a demolition permit shall be accepted or acted on by the Building Commissioner unless 
it is accompanied by a statement from the Commission that they have received a copy of the application either 
at a regularly scheduled meeting or by certified mail. 

SECTION 5. ENFORCEMENT AND REMEDIES 

(A) No permit for demolition shall issue except in conformance with the Demolition Delay Bylaw. The Commission 
and the Building Commissioner are authorized to institute any and all proceedings, in law or equity, as deemed 
necessary or appropriate to obtain compliance with the requirements of this Bylaw or to prevent any violation 
thereof. 

(B) No building or occupancy permit shall issue with respect to any premises upon which a significant building 
on the Cultural Resources Inventory has been demolished in violation of this Bylaw for a period of two years after 
the date of the completion of such demolition, except where the Commission determines the demolition occurred 
due to an event beyond the control of the owner. 

(C) The Building Commissioner may issue a demolition permit upon written notice from the Historical Commission 
that there is no reasonable likelihood that either the owner or some other person or group is willing to purchase, 
preserve, rehabilitate or restore such significant building or that the applicant has agreed to accept a demolition 
permit on specified conditions approved by the Commission. 

(D) Nothing in this Bylaw shall restrict the Building Commissioner from issuing a demolition permit if in his opinion 
the condition of the significant building poses an imminent and substantial threat to public health or safety. 
SECTION 6. SEVERABILITY 

The provisions of this Demolition Delay Bylaw are severable from each other and the invalidity of any provision 
or section shall not invalidate any other provision or section thereof. 

Or do or take any other action on this matter. On behalf of the Planning Board and Historical Commission. 
VOTED: By a counted vote of 112 in favor and 62 opposed, a quorum being present on December 1, 1993, that 
the Town does adopt the Demolition Delay Bylaw for the purposes of Article 42 with the addition of the words at 
SECTION 3.(C) "for a structure not” between the words Commissioner” and ”on” so that SECTION 3.(C) reads: 
"(C) Effective Date/Inventory on record with Town Clerk -Upon the filing of the Commission’s decision with the 
Town Clerk, the significant building shall be considered listed on the Cultural Resources Inventory. However, the 
provisions of this Bylaw shall not affect an application for a demolition permit filed with the Building Commissioner 
for a structure not on the Cultural Resources Inventory. A copy of the Cultural Resources Inventory shall be kept 
on file with the Town Clerk and the Building Commissioner and shall be deemed a public record.” 


ART. 43 To see if the Town will, pursuant to General Laws Chapter 114, Sec. 34, approve the following property 
in Hatchville for burial use, the Board of Health having approved such location after notice to all persons 
interested in a hearing. 

Description of land for burial use: Lot 42, containing 1.58 acres, shown on Land Court plan 23937-J, being owned 
by Falmouth Jewish Congregation, Inc. off Sandwich Road northeast of Hatchville Road; said Lot 42 includes the 
land approved for burial use by Town Meeting on November 17, 1992, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of Elias J. Lieberman and others. 

VOTED: By unanimous vote, a quorum being present on December 1, 1993, the Town does approve the burial 
use for the purposes of Article 43 as requested. 
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ART. 44 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or appropriate and transfer from available funds 
or any combination of the foregoing the sum of $16,000 for completing construction of the softball field on the 
Town’s property on Route 151 whereas the Falmouth Upper Cape Cod Softball League has contributed $15,000 
of its own funds in payment of the cost of construction completed to date, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of Steven H. Johnson. 

VOTED: By a majority vote, a quorum being present on December 1, 1993, the sum of $10,843 is transferred 
from Certified Free Cash for the purposes of Article 44 as requested. 


ART. 45 To see if the Town will provide funding for any or all of the purposes voted for in the foregoing articles 
by taxation, by transfer from available funds, by borrowing or by any combination of the foregoing, or do or take 
any other action in this matter. On request of Finance Committee and the Board of Selectmen. 

VOTED: By unanimous vote, a quorum being present on December 1, 1993, the Town does appropriate by 
transferring from Certified Free Cash the sum of $685,166.20 from Certified Free Cash, transfer from other 
available funds the sum of $111,478.00; transfer from Overiay Surplus the sum of $230,000.00; appropriate the 
sum of $1,153,577.00 from State Aid Educational Reform Act; transfer the sum of $50,000.00 from Reserve for 
Appropriation Waterways Fund; appropriate the sum of $4,305,000 through issuance of Long Term Debt, all such 
appropriations to be expended for the several purposes of the actions taken at this Annual Fall Town Meeting and 
expended under the jurisdiction of the proper authority as hereinbefore stated.

On request 
of the Board of Selectmen. 

VOTED: Indefinite postponement of Article 9 by unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Tuesday, April 5, 
1994. 


ART: 10 To see if the Town will vote to amend Chapter 172 of the Falmouth By-laws by substituting the following 
amended bylaw for the existing bylaw in its entirety: 

172-1 - Registration to determine occupancy limits. 

Any owner or agent who shall offer for rent or lease any building or portion thereof to be used for habitation, other 
than duly authorized or licensed premises, shall first register with the Health Agent who shall determine the 
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number of persons said building or portion thereof can legally accommodate. Such registration shall remain 
effective until December 31st of the calendar year. Occupancy shall be determined by application of the following 
formula: Two persons shall be allowed for each bedroom over 100 sq.ft., provided that additional occupancy, 
as allowed under Article II of the state sanitary code -105 CMR 410.400 (B), may be allowed upon inspection by 
the Board of Health. 

172-2 - Fine for failure to register. 

Any owner or agent who shall offer for rent or lease any building or portion thereof which has not been registered 
under 172-1 shall be punished by a fine of not more than three hundred dollars ($300). 

172-3 - Fine for exceeding occupancy limits. [Added STM 9-27-1978, Art.9] 

If it is found that the number of occupants in any building or portion thereof used for habitation exceeds the 
number of the registered occupancy as required by 172-1 of this chapter, or if no such registration shall be in 
effect, then the tenant, lessee or person in control of said building or portion thereof shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than three hundred ($300). 

172-4 - Posting of certificate of registration. 

Any building or portion thereof registered by the provisions of this Article shall have conspicuously posted therein 
a certificate of registration issued by the Board of Health which shall indicate, at a minimum, the number of 
occupants that may legally occupy said building or portion thereof, and the name, address and telephone number 
of the owner and the owner’s agent, if applicable. 

172-5 - Fees 

There shall be a fee of fifteen dollars ($15) for each owner to provide an initial certificate of registration and fifteen 
dollars ($15) for a certificate of registration for each calendar year thereafter. Inspections to determine increased 
occupancy beyond two persons per bedroom shall require a fee of twenty five dollars ($25) for an initial certificate 
of registration and fifteen dollars ($15) for each calendar year thereafter. 

172-6 - Violations and penalties. 

For penalty, see Chapter 1, General Provisions, Article 1, Penalties. 

172-7 - Variances 

The Board of Health on petition of a property owner, may vary any provision of this by-law if, in its opinion, strict 
application of the by-law would constitute a manifest injustice and would not materially affect the safety or well 
being of the occupants. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Board of Health. 

VOTED: By majority vote, a quorum being present on Tuesday, April 5, 1994, that the General Bylaws be 
amended for the purposes of Article 10, as requested. 


ART: 11 To see if the town will vote to form a School Building Needs Committee of seven (7) members, to be 
appointed by the Town Moderator. The School Building Needs Committee will study and evaluate the need for 
a new school building as well as consider renovation/addition to existing school buildings in the town of Falmouth. 
Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Superintendent of Schools.

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287 of the Acts of 1989, in review of projects, issuance of licenses, technical or consultant assistance or any 
administrative or clerical costs associated with these duties. $5,000 to be transferred to account 01171-52318 
for professional/technical services to the Commission and $5,000 to be transferred to account 01171/58989, the 
Town Meeting Article Wetlands fund. Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the 
Conservation Commission. 

VOTED: By unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Tuesday, April 5, 1994, that the Town transfer the sum 
of $5,000 from Account 01171-52318 and transfer the sum of $5,000 from Account 01171-58989 to be expended 
under the jurisdiction of the Conservation Commission for the purposes of Article 13 as requested. 

ART: 14 To see if the Town will vote to expand the composition of the Historical Commission by adding two 
alternate members to be appointed by the Board of Selectmen for staggered three-year terms. Or do or take any 
other action in this matter. On request of the Historical Commission. 

VOTED: By unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Tuesday, April 5, 1994, that two alternate members be 
added to the Historical Commission for the purposes of Article 14, as requested. 


ART: 15 To see if the Town will vote to transfer the sum of Five Thousand, One Hundred Dollars ($5,100.) from 
the Reserve/Appropriation Waterways Fund to install a dive door and bow search lights in the Harbor Master’s 
27 ft. Patrol Boat. To be expended under the jurisdiction of the Harbor Master. Or do or take any other action 
in this matter. On request of the Harbor Master Department. 

VOTED: By unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Tuesday, April 5, 1994, that the Town transfer the sum 
of $5,100 from Reserve for Appropriation Waterways Fund to be expended under the jurisdiction of the Harbor 
Master for the purposes of Article 15 as requested. 


ART: 16 To see if the Town will vote to transfer the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.) from the 
Reserve/Appropriation Waterways Fund to purchase and install three (3) fixed mooring devices and tackle in 
Falmouth Inner Harbor in compliance with the new Falmouth Inner Harbor mooring plan.

TOWN ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT 


The period from July 1, 1993 through June 30, 1994 was a year of extraordinary activities, both in projects 
completed and in projects initiated. This level of activity was a tribute to the decisions made by Town Meeting 
and the Board of Selectmen, and planning and execution by all departments. All of these activities have been 
designed to enhance the quality of life of the residents of our community. 


Many of the projects undertaken have involved services related to transportation and the town’s lengthy road 
network. Among these projects were the completion of reconstruction of the Nashawena Street Bridge, the full 
implementation of the Woods Hole resident parking program, the design and implementation of a new 
handicapped parking placard system, the initiation of the WHOOSH trolley bus service from downtown Falmouth 
to Woods Hole, the design of the extension of the Shining Sea Bikepath and deliberations over traffic lights at 
several key intersections in town. 


A major funding opportunity was approved by Town Meetingg in November, 1993. The town approved borrowing 
$4,300,000 for road reconstruction, equipment replacement, several environmental protection projects, 
rehabilitation of the town’s tennis courts, and a possible beach facility at Menauhant Beach. The town’s financial 
officers were successful in establishing a new bond rating with an effective financial plan presented to Moody’s 
Rating Service orchestrated by Town Treasurer, Carol Martin. The new AA rating will definitely result in savings 
on interest costs through future years. In addition, the Board of Selectmen began the process of once again 
accepting private ways. 


Other key projects in the planning stage were the resurfacing of Route 28, and the reconstruction of the Green 
Pond Bridge. The Board of Selectmen hopes that in the Route 28 project, increased safety can be designed at 
the high volume intersections, and that bicycle travel can be accommodated within the limits of this project. 


The year saw major initiatives within the Police Department. Police Chief Kulander emphasized community 
policing as a means of more effectively connecting department personnel with the citizen community at large. 
Programs ranged from bicycle patrol to car seats for toddlers, school liaison officers, protection for the elderly, 
increased drug task force activity, and many other programs designed to foster understanding of the police role 
in Falmouth. 


Finally, the new form of government continues to mature and to suffer growing pains in the process, as the roles 
of town departments, boards, Administrator, and the Board of Selectmen define these crucial interrelationships. 
Our hope is that townspeople will benefit. As ever, the Town Administrator maintains an open door policy for all 
Falmouth residents and visitors. | would like especially to thank all department heads for their cooperation during 
the past year.

Many projects that were underway have been completed this year including the construction of the Long Pond 


Disinfection Plant which is now completed and the facility is in operation. Water main extensions have been 
completed in the Shorewood area. The paving of Seacoast Shores Boulevard is completed and the paving of 
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Route 28 from Sandwich Road to the Mashpee town line is now being designed. When the design is 25% 
completed a public hearing will be held. Work is progressing on the Crooked Pond Well Project and the Town 
must continue to pursue sources for the municipal water supply. Work to correct the flushing problem and Little 
Pond is about to begin as is the replacement of the Green Pond Bridge. Restoration of twelve tennis courts is 
underway. 


The Town has begun a program to accept private roads for the first time since 1979. We wish to acknowledge 
the extensive roadwork that has been completed by the Department of Public Works. 


The implementation of a traffic plan for Woods Hole has proven successful and we hope it will continue to 
improve the conditions in the village. 


The Town continues to work with the Steamship Authority regarding traffic and parking problems. 
An important part of our town government is the work done by the many boards and committees and the Board 
of Selectmen wishes to publicly thank the many volunteers who devote much time and energy. 


The Board of Selectmen also devotes many hours during the year to the issues brought before it and we hope 
to continue to make the town of Falmouth the very best it can be. 


During the next year it is my hope that we can improve the communication between the Town departments and 
the public.

BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The 1993-1994 fiscal year was another busy year for building activity in Falmouth with 5,248 permits issued for 
building, electrical, plumbing and gas construction activities. The various inspectors made 11,283 inspections 
during the fiscal year. 


There were 158 sign permits issued, which included several variances issued by the Selectmen. The summer 
months, with its many scheduled events, seem to prompt many unpermitted activities. Two weekends were 
devoted to the examination of zoning and sign violations throughout the Town. A report was submitted to the 
Selectmen and it was decided that similar weekend activities will occur during the summer. 


Some of the noteworthy projects that permits were issued for: Over fifty (60) permits for Ballymeade Development 
Corp., twelve (12) permits for the Affordable Housing Project located on Jeffrey Lane and the start of building the 
first house in many, many years to be built on the Village Green on Main Street. A total of 282 new residential 
permits were issued. 


Some noteworthy Change of Use permits included the Box Lunch, Lawrence’s Restaurant and several new 
Medical Offices. 


There was a noticeable increase in new gas installations throughout the Town of Falmouth. Many expansions 
were due to the new gas lines added to the roads.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Following is the 34th Annual Report of the Falmouth Department of Public Works covering operations of the 
Department for the period July 01, 1993 through June 30, 1994. 


ROADS 

The Department completed resurfacing on eleven (11) Town roads: Meadow Neck Road, Vidal Avenue, Natal 
Avenue, Pontes Avenue, Green Harbor Road, Thatchers Lane, Fairview Avenue, Pleasantview Avenue, Brown 
Court, Allen Avenue, and Gage Drive. Prior to resurfacing all roads were pulverized and graded and drainage 
problems corrected. Work was done in the Fall of 1993 and the total program comprised some 2.5 miles pf road 
at a cost of Three Hundred Fifty-One Thousand Dollars ($351,000.) using entirely State Aid funds. 


In the Spring of 1994, the Town started a long overdue program of crack filling various roads at a cost of Twelve 
Thousand Dollars ($12,000.). It is anticipated to continue and expand this program. 


The November 1993 Town Meeting approved a bond issue with Two Million Dollars ($2,000,000.) allocated for 
the improvement of Town major collector roads. Work began on the last mile of Seacoast Shores Boulevard in 
April 1994 and was completed by June 1994 at a cost of approximately Two Hundred Eighty-Six Thousand Dollars 
($286,000.). The second road started under this program was a sidewalk and curb contract for the entire length 
of Jones Road. 


BRIDGES AND SIDEWALKS 
Major repairs were completed to the Eel Pond Bridge in Woods Hole and to the Meadow Neck Road Bridge 


Replacement walks were installed on portions of Water Street, Hewins Street, Hamlin Avenue and Grand Avenue 
near Bristol Beach, and Menauhant Road.

EQUIPMENT 

With the appropriation of One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.) in the Capital Budget and a Four Hundred 
Fifteen Thousand Dollar ($415,000) bond issue line item, the Department was able to do some “catch up” on 
replacement of equipment. Purchases were a Survey Truck, 4WD Pickup Truck, Skid Steer Loader, 4WD One 
Tone Dump Truck, 4 cy Loader, Backhoe, Sweeper, Aerial Bucket Truck, and 6 cy Refuse Packer. Replacement 
of the large Highway Division Dump Trucks is of next major concern. 


SOLID WASTE 

The Department continues to operate the Disposal Area with its own equipment and personnel. The bulk of solid 
waste goes to the Otis Transfer Station for shipment to SEMASS. The Disposal Area primarily is handling 
construction and demolition wastes and recycleable items such as metal, tires, mattresses and box springs, waste 
oil, and leaves and yard wastes. Total FY94 income for the Disposal Area was One Hundred Ninety-Nine 
Thousand Seven Hundred Sixty-Eight Dollars ($199,768.). 


The Town recycled 7,935 gallons of waste oil, up 6.5 percent from the previous fiscal year. Cost to recycie this 
item was Two Thousand Four Hundred Twenty-Two Dollars and Fifty Cents (2,422.50). 


The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station handled a total of 40,719 tons of refuse for shipment to SEMASS, an 
increase of 2.8 percent from the previous fiscal year. 


TREE WARDEN, PARK HOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 

The Division workforce was assisted by participating the the J.T.E.C. Summer Youth Employment and Training 
Program. Most notably, the main Library flower beds were resurrected and maintained by this group. August 1993, 
the Morse Pond Big Toys Playground was built with volunteer labor as well as the site preparation and 
construction efforts of the Division. 


The Department of Public Works was again the recipient of another MASS/RELEAF Grant. a total of thirty-six (36) 
trees were planted throughout the Town, a total of Six Thousand Two Hundred Twenty Dollars $6,220.) was 
awarded for this purpose. 


At Fall Town Meeting bond monies were approved for the total reconstruction of thirteen (13) tennis courts. It was 
decided that three (3) of the courts at Nye Park, Lawrence School and East Falmouth School would be converted 
to all purpose courts to include basketball and street hockey activities. Also approved were capital projects at 
Fuller Field (bleacher replacement) and a new track surface at Falmouth High School. 


A major landscape project was undertaken at the public property at Heather Lane. This work was in conjunction 
with road improvements that were also made there. 


The annual Christmas display of lights was broadened to include the lighting of four (4) large Elms at the Main 
Library. The Division was also assisted in the floating of a gingerbread house on Shivericks Pond that produced 
many interesting comments and contributed to the holiday atmosphere of the downtown Village. The Division also 
assisted in the installation of Holiday banners along Main Street power and telephone poles. 


The Division fabricated nine (9) permanent picnic tables and one large grill for the Goodwill Park pavillion and 
also poured the concrete floor at the same location. 


Arbor Day was celebrated at the East Falmouth Library with many classes, from all system schools attending. The 
featured speaker was Mr. Daniel Nepstead of the Woods Hole Research Center. 


The final major project of the year was a complete revamping of the Fuller Field irrigation system. 


ENGINEERING 


The Engineering Division has spent considerable time throughout the year organizing the Town’s Road Records 
to check for duplication and consistency of the Road names and house numbers. This was done to aid in 
formulating an accurate listing for the E-911 Emergency Response System. E-911 cannot work effectively without 
accurate road names and a valid house numbering system. The Engineering Division has worked closely with the 
Assessors and the Fire Chief. Please post your House Number in a conspicuous place legible from the street. 
If you do not have a number or have any problem with the existing number, please see your Town Engineer. 


We in the Engineering Division are especially proud of the fact that a new Road Directory has been completed 
and issued to all Departments of the Town of Falmouth. Not only does it have a new color with new roads added, 
but it contains several items of interest such as the Origin of the Town Seal, Location of Public Beaches, an 
Article on our Shining Sea Bikeway and "The Falmouth Bell” by Katharine Lee Bates. 


Another successful year for D.P.W.’s Street Opening Permit Program. Thirty (30) permits were issued for various 
projects within the Town Ways. 


Woodard and Curran has completed Phase | (Scope of Work) of the Comprehensive Site Assessment and 
obtained the Department of Environmental Protection’s approval to proceed with Phase Il, the Installation of 
Monitoring wells, Testing and a final report. Phase II is being done by our Technical Section with the support of 
our Consultant. 

The following Design Projects were completed in-house by the Technical Section of the Engineering Division: 


inspected and prepared Specification for the repair of a three (3) million gallon water storage tank located 
at Falmouth Technology Park. 


Prepared Specifications and Plans for the Resurfacing of Route 151. 
Designed two (2) wheel chair ramps for the Teaticket Elementary School. 
Reviewed the Consultant’s Design work on the Shining Sea Bikeway extension. 


Continued updating the Road Management System with the inclusion of Street Markings,and a Sign 
Inventory. 


Continued work on Ter Heun Drive Extension Project to meet the Department of Environmental 
Protection’s Regulatory Requirements. 


Design and Contract Administration for the Reconstruction of Seacoast Shores Blvd. The Contractor was 
P.A. Landers of Hanover, MA. The construction cost was $286,000. 


Design and Contract Administration for Sidewalks at Various Locations within the Town of Falmouth. The 
Contractor was P.A. Landers of Hanover, MA. for a construction cost of $205,000. 


Plans and Specifications completed for the Little Pond Inlet Restoration. Estimated to cost $150,000 to 
complete. 


Several Notice-of-Intents and Request for Determination of Applicability were filed with our Conservation 
Commission. 
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Specification and Plans were completed for Hurricane Bob’s Debris Disposal Contract. 


Plans, Specifications and Contract Administration was completed on the repairs to the Meadow Neck 
Bridge. 


Prepared Plans and Estimates for a new Parking Lot at the Police Station. 


Aided Designer in gathering field data for the Design of the Green pond Bridge replacement and 
completed review of the 25% Plans. 


Projects undertaken by our Survey Crew were varied and challenging. A few notable ones are mentioned below: 
Prepared a plan showing the limits of the proposed sludge site at the Landfill. Also worked on the end 
of year volumes at the Landfill, gathering field data, calculations to determine volumes, and plotted 
contours of the active area. At various times throughout the year they remarked the final elevation of the 
Landfill for the operators to follow. Inspections and written reports were kept on these operations. 
Locating Monitoring Wells at the landfill and plotting the drawings were done by our Crew. Field data on 
various projects such as Seacoast Shores Bivd., Little Pond Culvert, various Sidewalks, Deacons Park 
Restoration were just some of the jobs done. Included also was the various information and data 
regarding length of guard rails, signage, pavement markings etc. for the resurfacing of Rt. 151. 
Drainage is an important part in the Engineering Division. Our Drainage maps have been updated with 
existing basins, plus new drains which have been placed where necessary. Checking water problems in 
poor drainage areas are being checked as probiems arise. 

D.P.W. Inspector was busy providing inspection of subdivisions. Also involved in completing plans and applications 

for proposed restoration and culvert enlargement of Little Pond. Preparation of Bid and Specification of the 

Restoration work at Deacon’s Park was completed. Contract awarded to George Botelho, Inc. of Falmouth and 

completed. 

Provided Engineering support for two (2) Heating Ventilation and Air-Conditioning (HVAC) Projects. 


The Engineering Division continued to support the Over-the-Counter services, reviewed projects for the Planning 
Department, Board of Appeals, Conservation Commission and the Town Counsel. 


Continued the Inspection of the Town’s thirteen (13) bridges. This effort is coordinated with the Massachusetts 
Highway Department, Bridge Inspection Section. 


Formulated the first Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) under the Intermodal Surface Transportation 
Efficiency Act with the aid of our Town Planner. 


Major Projects begun in 1993 include: 
Design of the Reconstruction of Tennis Courts at five (5) locations. 


Provided Design criteria to the State for the restoration of Route 28 from Sandwich Road to the Mashpee 
Town Line. 


identified Direct Discharge locations and provided data to arrive at best management practice solutions. 


Auditing of the Town Buildings for conformance with the American with Disabilities Act. (ADA). 
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Obtain as-builts and permits for three (3) Town Owned traffic lights to prepare a Maintenance Program. 


Our thanks to the Residents of Falmouth for their continued support as we work diligently to provide better 
Engineering Services "with a smile”. The hard work, cooperation and team effort by the Engineering Staff is much 
appreciated by the Town Engineer. 


UTILITIES DIVISION 
WATER AND WASTEWATER 


Water Treatment and Distribution System 


1993 saw the completion and startup of the new Mares Pond Well. This well came equipped with facilities for 
corrosion control treatment and produces water at a rate of 350 G.P.M. With the addition of Mares Pond 
Well, we now have one surface water source and three wells. Additional sources will be needed to meet 
future demands as well as relieve the stress on existing sources. 


Also completed during 1993-1994 was the addition of disinfection facilities at the Long Pond Treatment Plant. 
Corrosion control treatment is also being installed at Long Pond and should be operational by the Fall of 
1994. 


Our water distribution system expanded by an additional 3.6 miles of main in 1993. Some components of this 
system (which is now comprised of 333 miles of supply main) date back to the late 1890’s. These old mains 
and hydrants were not designed to meet the demands of a modern society and consideration should be given 
to a program of replacement. 


Wastewater Treatment and Collection System 


Efforts are still underway to correct deficiencies at the Wastewater Treatment Plant. It is hoped that work will 
begin during 1994-1995 to remedy problems associated with the pond aeration systems and the infiltration 
basins. 


While the wastewater collection system is not as large as the water distribution system, it too is in need of 
maintenance. Manholes require rehabilitation/replacement and some of the older collection mains need 
televised inspections to determine their condition for possible replacement.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Conservation Commission continued its heavy work schedule during Fiscal Year 1994, meeting 42 
Wednesday nights. During this time, the Commission processed 239 Requests for Determination of Applicability, 
110 Notices of Intent, 69 Amended Orders of Conditions, 90 Certificates of Compliances and numerous 
Emergency Certifications. Although the number of filings in front of the Commission has not actually increased, 
the board has spent an inordinate amount of time processing continued hearings for Notices of Intents, and 
Amended Orders, due to many applicants or their representatives not being properly prepared with all required 
information the night of the hearing, or simply numerous changes in projects that also must be re-reviewed, once 
they've received initial approval. This increases the workload and has created a backlog of projects, so that there 
is now approximately a 60 day waiting period to have a Notice of Intent scheduled to be heard by the 
Commission. This is a frustrating situation for both the Commission and the Applicants. 


Wetlands violations and litigation continues to consume large amounts of the Commission’s time. It is difficult and 
time consuming to write a Denial on any project reviewed by the Board, and knowing that most denials will be 
appealed to the state and court litigation makes the process even more cumbersome. In defense of the toughest 
cases which challenge the town’s wetland by-law or are precedent setting decisions, the Commission has been 
assisted by special counsel Gregor |. McGregor, of McGregor & Shea. This has added considerable strength to 
the town’s legal defense of wetlands challenges and also provided important moral support to the Commission 
and staff. . 


The membership of the Conservation Commission has remained consistent this past year. Dr. Cameron Gifford 
was re-elected to serve as Chairman, and Leslie Fields and James Vieira also re-elected as co-Vice Chairmen. 
The other members of the board are : Judith Stetson, Charles LoGiudice, Thomas Peterson, and Maureen Harlow- 
Hawkes. Pamela Truesdale is the Administrator for the board and Carolyn Baker continues to serve the 
contractual position of half-time administrative assistant to Pamela. Jean Roache is our part-time clerical help, 
a position the Commission shares with the Building Department. 


Major projects that the Board has been involved with this year are: 

1) The location of the proposed Crooked Pond welisite. The Commission has been actively involved with this 
process because of the rare and endangered species documented in the Crooked Pond complex. It is essential 
that the location of the well site and the potential drawdown of the groundwater from the well does not damage 
or destroy this environmentally significant area. 


2) The permitting for the reconstruction and improvement of the Little Pond outlet. The Conservation Commission 
worked closely and arduously with the Falmouth DPW to get this project through DEP, Chapter 91 Wetlands and 
Waterways, and Coastal Zone Management (CZM) review and approval. It is hoped that this project will begin 
during the fall or winter of 1994/95. 


3) The new cranberry bog lease and management of town-owned bogs. As a result of a recent Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court decision, the cranberry bog lease had to receive Town Meeting approval and be re- 
signed. The production in the Falmouth bogs was down for 1993, and provided revenues of only $31,200. Low 
production was blamed on dry weather and some serious insect problems. 


Some objectives and goals for 1995 include adding a full time conservation agent to the staff, providing adequate 
work space for the Conservation office and staff, completing the management plan for conservation lands, as 
proposed in the Local Comprehensive Plan, continuing on improvements to the Falmouth Wetlands Regulations, 
and reducing the waiting period for new Notices of Intents.

EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES

equipment to improve our service to residents of the Town. We would not be able to purchase these Items due 
to the limited funds available. Examples of new equipment purchased are devices to measure the oxygen content 
- of the blood, back boards that will not absorb bloodborne pathogens. The donations are greatly appreciated.

OFFICE OF EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


The summer of 1993 was quiet with no hurricane threats to Cape Cod. The 1994 winter, while severe, also did 
not have a repeat of the severe storms that required the opening of shelters. Had an emergency come, there 
were too few volunteers signed up to help manage shelters. One of the goals of fiscal year 1995 is to recruit 
more vigorously. The year was spent in improving response capabilities, as follows: 


1. Deputy McGrath organized a cadre of truck and 4-wheel drive operators to provide transportation and rescue 
for future such events. 

2. Volunteer groups provided assistance in preparing new shelter supply boxes and labelling new blankets and 
cots. 

3. Assistant Planner Rhett Lamb recorded a video describing evacuation areas and appropriate shelter 
information. This video will run twice a week on Channel 13 during the hurricane season. 

4. The EM van under the direction of Deputy John Justason made many runs to provide hot food to firefighters 
during mutual aid fires, as well as providing for audio equipment for the parade at Christmas and the various 
road races. The Salvation Army provides all food used in the van. The van will also serve as a communications 
command center if a hazardous spill occurs in the waters around the town. More volunteers willing to drive 
the van are needed. 

5. The Dept of Defense has authorized a grant to provide Mass. Military Reservation and the four towns 
contiguous to it with new computers and high band police radios. Receipt of the equipment is expected 
sometime in the fall of 1994. 

6. Town departments began the process of writing emergency response and evacuation plans as outlined in the 
new Emergency Management by-law. 


LOCAL EMERGENCY PLAN COMMITTEE 


A federal law called Sara Title III requires all cities and towns to have a Local Emergency Plan Committee (LEPC). 
This group is responsible for maintaining a plan that shows how the local government would respond to large 
hazardous materials spills in the community that might require evacuation of an area. To accomplish this the 
LEPC must: 


1. maintain a file of companies and business sites using or producing 
hazardous materials, or transportation highways over which such 
materials are carried; 

2. identify populations at risk near those sites; 

3. receive reports from companies quarterly as.to quantities on hand. 


The committee has representatives from several town departments involved in response plus members 
representative of various businesses or research institutions on the list. Organizational meetings were held in the 
spring after appointments were made, and a grant application was sent to the Department of Transportation 
concerning formation of a regional LEPC with the towns of Sandwich, Mashpee and Bourne. The committee has 
not yet heard the results of that application. The Board of Health has a contract in progress to identify who 
produces or uses hazardous materials in Falmouth, and computerization of that list will assist the LEPC in its 
work. 
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PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT 


The Town is continuing its conservative approach to creating new positions. We did, however, restructure work 
assignments and responsibilities and were able to change some job classifications and add some new positions 
without substantially increasing the salary and wages budgets in the Department of Natural Resources, Utilities 
Division of Public Works and the Assessors Department. A second Reference Librarian was added to the Library 
roster. A total of fourteen permanent positions was filled and twenty-one employees earned promotions. 


The Town gratefully acknowledges the years of dedicated service provided by the following employees who retired 
during this fiscal year: John Kiely, Deputy Assessor; Ann Haddad, Library Director, Lt. John Netto, Fire 
Department; Edward V. Mello, Fire Department, George Silvia, Equipment Operator, Public Works; Elizabeth 
Murphy, Outreach Coordinator, Council on Aging. 


635 school department, town and retired employees are enrolled in the group health plan. 97 of our retired 
employees’ retirement benefit is insufficient to cover the premium cost of their Medicare supplement. The 
Personnel Department billed and collected $213,047.63 from these people. Thanks to the group purchasing 
power of the health insurance consortium to which we belong, the Town and our employees actually had a 
decrease in the insurance premium. The savings were implemented in the form of a premium-free month, 
resulting in an overall saving of $200,000. in November, 1993. 


Claims administration for police and fire employees injured in the line of duty continues in this office. Bills totaling 
$54,500. were received, coded and paid at the rate established by the Massachusetts Rate Setting Commission 
resulting in a saving of $31,790. These savings were realized while we continued to provide the medical care 
necessitated by work-related injuries. 


Workers’ Compensation is the state mandated insurance covering all other employees who are injured on duty. 
Thanks to the efforts of the Safety Committee which reviews the cause of each accident and recommends 
preventive measurers and which produced a Safety Manual which was distributed to each employee this year, 
and to other cost containment measurers, we have saved $18,608. over last year’s premium even though our 
gross wages, a component of the premium equation, increased by 4%. 


The Employee Assistance Program began in 1992 to assist town and school employees and their families in 
dealing with financial, emotional, family and substance abuse issues. This program has become an important 
benefit to our employees and has enabled them to continue to perform productively while they resolve their 
personal issues. During fiscal ’94 employees and/or their families utilized this benefit. 


Labor Relations is always an active component of the department. This year, the Falmouth Library Staff 
Association and the Town concluded the agreement for a three year contract commencing July 1, 1992 and which 
provided for no increase the first year and a 4% increase each of the last two years. Agreements for the 
AFSCME (Town Hall, IAFF (Fire Fighters) and Massachusetts Laborers’ Council (DPW) continue in force through 
June 1995. Successor agreements for the IBPO/NAGE (Police) and the Superior Officers Association (Police 
Sergeants) contracts, which expired in July, 1992 have not been concluded.

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FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Police Department received 17,215 requests for services. 13,363 required police investigations 
and 2,168 resulted in court cases. 


Reported crimes against property resulted in a loss of personal assets of $938,015.00. Of the 2,120 incidents 
reported, 247 were cleared by arrest and court complaints. 


Reported crimes against persons were 589 of which 272 were cleared by arrests and court complaints. The 
majority of these crimes were simple assault and batteries. 


Sixty-nine (69) arrests were made for distribution and/or possession of controlled substances. This is an increase 
of 122% over FY93. The increase is due to our assignment of an officer full-time to the Cape Cod Narcotics Task 
Force and he creation f the Falmouth Police Drug Task Force. Our department drug task force is staffed by 
uniform officers that investigate drug offenses on duty when manpower allows or on overtime. These officers have 
done an outstanding job as evidenced by our increased number of arrests. The Town of Falmouth has committed 
the resources to this problem by funding DARE and School Resource Officers to educate our youth, and by 
funding these highly successful drug enforcement efforts. 


Our evolution into Community Policing is ongoing. Falmouth has been recognized nationally for its leadership 
in this area. We have initiated Citizen Focus Groups, Bicycle Patrol, National Night Out, Walk and Talk, school 
Resource Officers, Adopt-A-School, expanded Neighborhood Watch, conducted three Citizen Police Academies, 
held an Open House and expanded DARE. Next year, we will form the first Police Explorer Post on Cape Cod 
for youth 14 to 21 years of age. 


Domestic Violence is a serious problem throughout our country and Falmouth is no exception. This year, we 
assigned a detective full-time to this crime. Every victim is contacted in an effort to offer support and provide 
whatever service they need to break this cycle of violence. Six uniform officers volunteered for specialist training 
in domestic violence to provide expertise at the initial call. A packet of information on available victim resources 
is given to each victim. We work with numerous social agencies to provide a holistic approach to this epidemic 
of violence. 


"WE SERVE BECAUSE WE CARE” is our department motto. We believe that we are peace officers and strive 
to project that image in all dealings with our citizens. We are part of our community and dedicated to maintaining 
it as a wonderful town to raise a family, retire in peace or visit as a guest.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
1993-94 


The 1993-94 academic year was a very successful year in our school system. There was a total of 5,030 students 
housed in the seven schools. Staff development efforts have focused on in-depth training in the area of effective 
teaching and evaluation. All administrators and several staff members have taken part in a formal course in this 
area. Staff members have continued to be involved in on-going committee work to define, evaluate and revise 
curriculum in all areas of study. A great amount of effort was place into defining the Educational Reform Act of 
1993. The VIPS program has experienced a very successful year with an ever growing number of volunteers in 
our schools. 


The following staff members retired after many years of excellent service to the community: Dennis Comolli, 
Biology Teacher; Jeanne McCay, Teacher Assistant; Gordon Delaney, Custodian; Alfred Arruda, Custodian; and 
Ingeborg Langley, Bus Aide. 


The following reports represent the highlights of activities in each school: 


FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL - During the early fall at Faimouth High School, events included the Freshman Parent 
Picnic; a Welcome Back Dance at the Gus Canty Recreation Center; a Homecoming Rally with a game and 
dance; Parents’ Open House; a Sophomore Spaghetti Supper and Junior Work Day. 


Congratulations to Molly Buchanan, who won first place in the Cape Cod Times Writing Contest. In addition, four 
students were winners in the Cartoon Division. Teacher Mike Helfen, won second place in the faculty division. 
Aaron Swain took first place in the Association for the Preservation of Cape Cod Contest. 


Congratulations to the Falmouth High School Band for receiving the “Gold” rating at the Abington Band Show. 
This was the highest possible achievement at this event. The All School Play was South Pacific. 

The December events included, the Senior Christmas Sale; Fall Sports Night; Chorus/Repertory Singers held 
an auction to raise money for trips; Financial Aid Night for Parents; Multi Cultural Festival and the Falmouth High 
School Holiday Concert; Winter Holiday Concert with the Falmouth High School Chamber Ensemble. 


In February the National Honor Society inducted its new students. The number of students inducted this year 
was the highest in the history of Falmouth High School. Falmouth High School students performed Mirrors by 
Jerome McDonough at the Massachusetts Drama Festival. During the month of March, Falmouth High School 
held its Annual Science Fair. College Planning Program for Juniors and their parents was conducted as well. 
The Senior Class performed “The Sting”. The Cape Cod Times “Annual Classroom Times” Contest had many 
winners. Joan Tansey, English Teacher, won second place in the teacher’s section, and many Falmouth High 
School students won various awards. First place awards went to Sarah Gaines in the essay division, and Jamie 
Stuart in the cartoon division. The Falmouth High School Chorus and Repertory Singers traveled to Williamsburg, 
Virginia to participate in the Heritage Music Festival where they were awarded two bronze plaques for third place. 


Thirty-six Falmouth High School students volunteered to teach French to elementary school students. They taught 
at East Falmouth, Mullen-Hall, and North Falmouth Schools. 


Falmouth High School students participated in English Writing, French, and Trigonometry classes through the 
Distance Learning and Satellite Transmission. 


Two team teaching models that took place at Falmouth High School this year included: Mr. von Hentschel and 
Mr. Gould math/tech classes visited Woods Hole and toured the ferry boats, Martha’s Vineyard, and the R/V 
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Knorr. Mrs. Ashley and Mrs. Tansey’s Biology/English team worked on genetics cloning and DNA while also 
reading Jurassic Park. 


Falmouth High School student Samuel Brodsky and Margaret Bothner were among the three hundred semi- 
finalists in the 63rd Westinghouse Science Talent Search. The Boston Art Commission and the Wang Center 
sponsored the Fourth Annual “Words by Kids Contest.” The topic was Family Life: Ties That Bind. Falmouth 
High School had two students receiving awards. Peter Stegeman and Brenna Heaslip, were two of the fifteen 
winners in a contest which had 780 submissions. 


Students in the Sources Program and their teachers were commended for their efforts on behalf of the homeless. 
Together they helped renovate one of the Falmouth Housing Authority’s run-down properties to provide housing 
for homeless families. 


LAWRENCE SCHOOL - Lawrence School went on line with network systems connecting all school libraries. 
Twenty-five eighth graders attended the Oceanographic program aboard the vessel “Enviro-Lab Ill’. The 
Falmouth Schools Arts Council presented “Hard Knocks” by Jackson Gilman. The School Council sponsored 
the first Lawrence School Dance of the year in November. Students in grades seven and eight were active in the 
following activities: fund raising for AIDS research; Lawrence School Band performance in the holiday parade; 
Lawrence School Fashion Show; participation in the Falmouth High School Football Pep Rally Parade; hosts for 
the Southeast District Music Festival Auditions; student chorale and string ensembles presented a holiday 
program; the band and Jazz Band presented a Winter Concert. Fifty seventh and eighth graders attended a 
seminar on “Women in Science.” Eighth grade students also took part in the annual ski trip to Mt. Wachussett. 


Students participated in team assemblies to learn of the changes in rules and discipline in the school. An in- 
school suspension program was established. Over two hundred seventh and eighth graders participated in the 
Falmouth Schools Science Fair. Student Council members attended “Celebrating Differences” workshop at 
the Cape Cod Community College and sponsored by the Cape Cod Youth Council. Student Brian Savery 
qualified for the state level National Geography Bee held at Clark University in Worcester. Boston Globe 
Scholastic Art Award went to Kerry Burns, grade eight; and Betsy Coleman, grade seven. 


Molly Braga was awarded $100 for an article she wrote in “Classroom Times” in the Cape Cod Times. An 
Awards Night was held for students in the month of June for recognition of academic excellence. 


MORSE POND SCHOOL - The 1993-94 school year was a very exciting time for all at Morse Pond School. The 
Massachusetts Education Reform Act became law on June 18, 1993, and encouraged, supported and mandated 
many positive changes for the learning and education of those who are members of the school community, but 
particularly for the children. One of the first changes implemented was the formalization of a School Council 
consisting of three parents, three community wide representatives, and three members of the Morse Pond staff. 
The major order of business for the Council, after they developed their organization strategy, was to formulate 
the foundation for a three year School Improvement Plan. After meeting throughout the year, the plan was 
presented to the School Committee on May 24, 1994. The Plan incorporated the Needs and Strengths 
Assessments in which parents, staff and students identified what they felt were the strengths of Morse Pond 
School, and the areas on which the school should focus for the next three years. Also included was an updated 
Mission Statement for the school. Budgetary considerations and the proposed two year self study leading to the 
NEASC accreditation of the Morse Pond School completed the School Improvement Plan which will help make 
Morse Pond an even more exciting and stronger school for students. 


Many new people, programs and activities continued to expand the learning for the fifth and sixth grade children. 
New members of the staff include Assistant Principal Michael Arth. Mr. Arth is a long time Falmouth resident, 
Town Meeting member and active community member. Mike replaced Paul Morway who had been the Assistant 
Principal at Morse Pond for many years and transferred his Assistant Principalship to North and East Falmouth 
Elementary Schools. Also new to the staff were teachers, Maureen McCue, Marie Travers, Sue Riply Young, 
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Rachel Zaino and Jeanne Kuzirian; Andy Bunker joined the staff as an Adjustment Counselor and Mary Ann Avolizi 
became a teaching assistant. 


In keeping with the Education Reform Act to support and mandate staff development, several outstanding 
activities and programs were developed and expanded during the year. A volunteer, professional teacher 
curriculum sharing group was coordinated, a Building Based Support Team was coordinated for teachers 
assisting teachers to better meet the needs of individual students in their classes. The new Addison-Wesley math 
program was in place in all classrooms. 


Volunteer parents attended computer training, Discovery book training and conflict resolution training. 
Parent/student science nights were expanded in 1993-94. 


Students were active in Peer Mediation programs, DEAR, “Drop Everything and Read,” and the first annual 
DARE picnic was incorporated into the DARE graduation for all sixth graders with over 600 students, parents and 
faculty in attendance. Students also participated in community service projects such as Coastsweep, quilt making 
for HIV babies, reading with Freedom Crest patients and senior citizens, in addition to improving grounds at the 
school. Increased telecommunications were utilized through computer and telephone link up from our students 
to other students and classrooms throughout the United States; math, geography, writing skills and technology 
were all utilized. Improvement of student leadership skills and community involvement was enhanced through the 
formation of a Student School Advisory Council and Leadership group. Students created their first Morse Pond 
Video Year book. A number of awards were earned by Morse Pond students. The Hot Jazz group attended and 
received a first place trophy, in the seventh and eighth grade class music competition. Fifth and sixth grade math 
teams participated in the national Math Olympiad. Grade six students placed in the top 10% while grade five 
students were found in the top 20% throughout the United States. Matt Bourque and Jason Perry were among 
the top ten students within the New England region to participate in the New England Math League. 


MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL - The 1993-94 school year was one of consolidation of previous efforts. Using state 
assessment tests, curriculum committee expectations, and personal observations, the staff reviewed their work 
with the children during past years. Throughout this process, it was determined that the major need of the school 
was to have the children assume responsibility for their work and actions at the school. Related to this were 
issues of parents needing to be more responsible for supporting the educational and social needs of the children 
at school and at home, as well as staff responsibility to increase its communication with the home. 

Thus this year’s theme at Mullen-Hall was to focus the attention of the children, parents, and staff on developing 
a Critical skill for success in our society - Responsiblity! The staff developed a series of activities and events that 
were coordinated by the School Responsibility Committee. On-going activities included recognition of Citizen(s) 
of the Week in each classroom, monthly calendars of activities at school, suggestions to parents on ways to 
increase a child’s responsibilities for his/her own actions. There were also school-wide events that were used 
to develop better sense of community and commitment to responsibility theme, including the development of a 
school song and a school logo. The staff held role playing assemblies dealing with responsible decision making, 
Cooperative Games Day, and Flag Day with our version of the “living flag.” Over the year progress and plans 
were made to continue and expand the use of this theme in the coming school year. 


This year also marked the first year of the School Council. Elected to this group were Principal Michael Ward, 
Carol Christofi, Ernest Holcomb, representing staff; Zipora Urbach, Michelle Austin, and Davien Gould 
representing parents; Ceola Harris of VIPS, Kathleen Sylvia of the Cape Verdean Club and Kevin Kinsella of the 
Falmouth Police Department represented community organizations. After initial training in November, the Council 
spent several months learning about the school, its needs, what has been done in the past, and the ever-evolving 
Falmouth Vision and Mission statements. A three-year plan to address the needs of the school was developed 
during the final months of school. 
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The school is very pleased with and proud of the accomplishments of the children. The success of the children 
is directly attributable to the considerable support the school gets from their parents, as well as the dedication 
of the staff to making the school a safe and successful place for children to learn and grow. 


TEATICKET - Staff and parents worked diligently to provide a successful educational experience for 470 pupils 
during the 1993-94 school year. Plans were in place to integrate the new Education Reform Act into the school 
program. Inclusion, PALMS, the NEASC five year report, and Research for Better Teaching courses kept the staff 
meeting agendas full of challenging projects. A School Council was formed as part of the Education Reform Act, 
and working to prepare a School Improvement Plan for the 1994-95 school year. 


New teachers, Karen Baroncelli in Chapter |, and Lynn Van Etta in grade three, and new Adjustment Counselor, 
Denise Larner, were talented and caring additions to the staff. A staff member highly experienced in computers 
and available on a half-time basis was a great addition for training volunteers and providing classroom teachers 
with materials and equipment information. All children had access to computers during the year. 


Over one hundred volunteers worked at the school on a weekly basis in various capacities and continue to be a 
vital part of the school program. 


Students and staff members received national, state and local awards for outstanding achievements in a variety 
of areas. The Four Grade Spelling Team were champions of the district 1994 Spelling Bee. 


NORTH FALMOUTH SCHOOL - The school opened in September with 519 students. Due to increased enrollment 
a third grade class and fourth grade class was added. To accommodate the two new classes the art room and 
music room were eliminated. Five classrooms at each grade level, kindergarten through grade four housed 
students. 


New teachers, Kathy Bourque, Debbie MacRoberts; new head custodian Steve Stone, and Ginnie Williams, a new 
teaching assistant, have made a positive impact on the school. The playground area behind the basketball court 
was expanded to provide a small level play area for the children. 

The PTO was a tremendous support to our school and organized a fall pot luck supper, an ice cream social, a 
pancake breakfast, provided a number of guest speakers, purchased over six thousand dollars worth of 
equipment, sponsored field trips, school-wide activities and a number of fund raising events. 


Community centered activities took place at the school. This was the first year of a School Council which is 
comprised of three parents, three community members and three staff members. The purpose of this Council 
is to act as advisors to the principal and in this respect their council was used numerous times in the daily 
operations of the school. Members of the scientific community visited, contributions to the Kid’s Connection 
were made, and students participated in the community Science Fair as well as a number of intergenerational 
programs, the district-wide Spelling Bee and All Kid’s Craft Fair. 


The staff was involved in staff development programs, conferences and workshops. The entire staff participated 
in a fifteen hour cooperative discipline program and now have a common base from which all can work on 
discipline issues. 


EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL - Each school year is a time for new ideas and old traditions. Four East Falmouth 
Elementary School teachers piloted a multi-sensory (seeing, listening, speaking, writing, creating) language arts 
program entitled Won Way. Those who taught the program saw immediate results; those who observed the 
students became believers. by the end of the school year, all first and second grade teachers had stated a 
willingness to use Won Way. The end of the year reading test scores in the piloting classes were very 
encouraging. During the summer, in July, the East Falmouth Elementary School sponsored a training session 
for forty teachers (nine East Falmouth and six other Falmouth instructors) from the Cape and Islands, 
southeastern Massachusetts towns, and as far away as Connecticut who wanted to learn the Won Way method. 
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first grade parents, familiar with the program, requested placement of their children in a second grade class using 
Won Way. These requests were easily accommodated since all second grade teachers were participating in the 
program. 


East Falmouth also participated in the summer academic, artistic and recreational activities sponsored by the East 
Falmouth/Waquoit Family Center. The family based program met an obvious need, clearly indicated, when all 
the openings were filled within thirty minutes. The numerous activities at the East Falmouth Elementary School 
and Menauhant Beach were a prelude to the end of the program, beginning of the school year Block Party held 
at the school on August 31. Between 300 and 400 appreciative family members came out to play games, to see 
karate, unicycle, and juggling demonstrations, to enjoy the singing and dancing, and to sample the fine foods 
offered by parents and the owners of Family Foods and Kenyon’s Market. The Block Party was truly a 
community effort that demonstrated the pride of the East Falmouth, Teaticket, and Waquoit neighborhoods. 


The East Falmouth Elementary School poets were among the 100 students selected from over 2000 entries to 
participate in the annual poetry celebration sponsored by the Language Arts Consortium of Educators. Given the 
number entries, three poetry readers was quote an honor for Falmouth. 


Following tradition, the number of Gold Medal winners in the Books and Beyond Program increased. Supported 
by parents at home, the Parent Teacher Organization, and Bank of Boston, this family oriented program Is our 
‘annual highlight.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Falmouth School Committee continues its efforts to present excellent programs for students. The new 
Educational Reform Act of 1993 is being defined and implemented. Partnerships with several area businesses 
are being formulated. 


A major focus on improved staff development opportunities, as well as funding for the training of administrators 
and teachers is part of this Reform. School Councils have been created for each of the schools. Principals have 
been delegated with authority to be the educational leaders in a more defined role. The School Committee 
remains hopeful that the new State Reform initiatives will support their efforts in helping to reduce class size and 
expand upon course offerings for staff training throughout this fiscal year. 


At the Annual Town Election in May, Committee members Robert Fredericks, Susan Augusta and Douglas Souza 
were re-elected for full three year terms. Albert Roderick was elected Chairman of the School Committee. 


The School Committee continues with its goal to maintain reasonable levels of supplies and materials sufficient 
for each school. The need to present a comprehensive school facilities needs plan was initiated this spring. A 
School Building Needs Study Committee was selected by the Town Moderator. The members include: Chairman 
Deborah Hitchings, Martha Asendorf, Susan Augusta, Brian Dale, George DeMello, Marguerite McElroy, Kathryn 
Wessling, and Business Manager Marc Dupuis and Superintendent Suzanne McGee are Ex Officio members of 
this study team.

The FY 1994 Falmouth Public Schools budget was approved at Town Meeting in the amount of $21,603,577. 
Staff development training programs remain strong and comprehensive. A large number of in-service training 
courses and activities were presented to teachers throughout the school year. There were five in-service training 


days this year. A committee was formed to study the possibility of an adapted school calendar for the 1994-95 
school year. Discussion surrounding vacation weeks, and changes in vacation schedules are under consideration. 
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Falmouth continues to provide a wide range of extra-curricular activities without additional fee structures for 
participating students and continues to offer strong basic instruction in art, music, physical education and other 
special areas.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical School enrollment, as of October 1, 1993 consisted of eighty 
(80) students form Bourne, one hundred twelve (112) from Falmouth, ten (10) from Marion, thirty-nine (39) from 
Sandwich, and one hundred eighty-eight (188) form Wareham. An additional thirty (80) students were enrolled 
in the Licensed Practical Nursing Program and twenty-one (21) students were tuitioned from other towns. Adult 
tuitioned students, specialized afternoon and evening occupational programs and summer programs are addition 
to these enrollments. 


The extended day program provided training opportunities to over sixty (60) adults from surrounding communities 
in the areas of Culinary Arts, General Maintenance, and Nursing Assistance. As a result of successes with adult 
programs, the school received the Job Training Employment Corporation Outstanding Program Award for 1994. 


The school continues to integrate academic and technical instructional curriculum. Technical subject teachers 
are team teaching with Science instructors in Principals of Technology, and Math instructor are working directly 
with technical teachers to reinforce mathematics as it applies to specific occupations In addition, teacher-based 
curriculum teams have expanded academics to allow for College/Prep/Tech Prep course offerings as well as 
Career Prep courses. 


A second computer laboratory, consisting of sixteen (16) computers, was added to the school and many of the 
classrooms were newly-equipped with both computers and printers. Automotive, electrical and Marine programs 
continue to move ahead with new technologies. The result of these changes is a more challenging academic and 
technical curriculum. 


The Tech Prep Program, in affiliation with Cape Cod Community College and a number of other Cape schools 
systems continues to expand. Tech Prep allows students to earn college credits during their junior and senior 
years of high school through special courses developed by Upper Cape Regional and the college. 


Carl Perkins funding enabled us to hire a part-time counselor to work with youths enrolled in occupational 
programs non-traditional to their gender. In addition, as part of the grant, Upper Cape Regional hosted a non- 
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traditional conference in Falmouth. More than ten (10) vocational-technical schools and over 175 students 
participated in the event. 


The School’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of America had sixty-one (61) members during the 1993-1994 
school year, and seventeen (17) represented the school at the state competition. One student competed in the 
national competition placing fourth in the plumbing category, and another student served as state officer for the 
event. 


The school continues to aggressively pursue grants which will enhance the programs financed by local and state 
funding. Receipt of more than $616,000 in state and federal grants during this reporting period has allowed 
enhancement of curriculum, technology, and student support services which would otherwise have not been 
available to our students. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appreciation to the many advisory boards which assist us 
in developing and maintaining educational programs, various town and school officials who support our efforts,a 
nd the administration and other school employees who continue to contribute the success of Upper Cape 
Regional Vocational-Technical School.

The office is still receiving approximately 3 calls a week regarding housing issues. The FAIR HOUSING 
COMMITTEE is looking for active members. 
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ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals held 37 meetings and heard a total of 154 cases in fiscal year of 1994, which is an 
increase over 1993. Of the 154 cases, there were 124 special permits requests, 19 variance requests, and 11 
appeals from decisions or orders of the Building Commissioner. Only ten of the Board’s decisions were appealed 
to Superior Court. The Board notes a continued improvement in the economy during the year. A Special Permits 
was issued to Falmouth Hospital Foundation to allow construction of assisted living housing for the elderly, and 
construction of the Hickey Medical/Office Building is anticipated in the near future. Building is on-going at 
Ballymeade Development (formerly Falmouth Woods) after many of the lots, which would have lost their protection 
as buildable lots received a variance from this Board. 


The “mission” of the Zoning Board of Appeals is to provide the Town with a Board to hear and decide the 
following three types of petition in a reasonable, objective, honest manner in the best interest of the Town of 
Falmouth: 


SPECIAL PERMITS = Uses allowed by special permit where community input and 
a review of the specific project is desired. The uses must be in harmony with the 
general purpose and intent of the By-law, and may be subject to general or 
specific conditions set forth therein. 


VARIANCES = Board’s authority is limited to cases where the Board finds that 
owing to circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape or topography of the 
land or structures and especially affecting such but not affecting generally the 
zoning district in which it is located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the 
By-law would involve substantial hardship; desirable relief may be granted without 
substantial detriment to public good and without substantially derogating from the 
intent or purpose of the by-law. 


APPEALS = Board acts as a quasi-judicial body and determines whether the 
decision or order of the Building Commissioner is legally correct. Persons 
aggrieved by the inability to obtain a building permit or enforcement action from 
the Building Commissioner may appeal to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of 
the Building Commissioner’s action. 


The Board and staff attempts to make applicants feel comfortable rather than intimidated when appearing before 
the Zoning Board. The primary goal of the Board is to act as expeditiously as possible while acting in the best 
interest of the Town, which saves the applicants both time and legal costs. 


John Taylor was elected to serve another year.as Chairman, Chris Lebherz was elected Vice Chairman, and 
Priscilla Roslansky was elected Clerk. Alternate members John Druley and John Vidal are active alternate 
members. Joseph Martinho elected not to seek reappointment as an alternate member. The Board wishes to 
thank Joseph Martinho for his three years of dedication and service to the Town through the Board of Appeals. 
Bonnie O’Neill continues to serve as the Board’s Administrative Assistant and Carol Scott serves as office 
assistant.

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HARBOR MASTER DEPARTMENT 


The continued growth of the town population continues to put extreme pressure on available mooring areas and 
the Department’s resources. The majority of the fourteen (14) harbors have waiting lists for moorings. Total 
moorings in the Town have passed 3,500. 


The Department mourned the passing of Fred Stanwood who had served for many years as the Assistant Harbor 
Master for West Falmouth Harbor. 


Past fiscal year the Harbor Master Department issued 106 new mooring permits. 71 in harbors without waiting 
lists, 35 in harbors with waiting lists. Breakdown:

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FALMOUTH HUMAN SERVICES 
ANNUAL REPORT FY94 


INFORMATION AND REFERRAL 1163 requests were made to the department during the year. 


COUNSELING 177 households received counseling or casework services. The Communication Without Violence 
group was attended by 12 men. 


FRIENDLY VISITOR PROGRAM /71 elderly/disabled persons were served by 57 volunteers. Donations of 
$5,541.00 were raised by the Friends of Friendly Visitors to help fund the Coordinator of the program. The 
transfer of the program to the Council on Aging was effected to begin 7/1/94 with Sheila Payne continuing as 
Coordinator under the Senior Center Director. 


FEDERAL SURPLUS FOODS An average of 219 households received dairy, grain, and vegetable products at 
the quarterly distributions. This represented approximately $7,000.00 of free food for low income residents. 


EARLY CHILDBEARING PROGRAM 32 Falmouth pregnant and parenting teens were seen in this program co- 
sponsored by Healthcare of Southeastern Mass in individual and group services. 17 births to Falmouth teens in 
the program were recorded for the year. 

In February 1994, the Massachusetts Department of Public Health awarded the program a five year grant. 


AFFORDABLE HOUSING Falmouth Housing Trust continues to maintain office files and receive secretarial 
support through the Senior Aide. In November 1993 the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development 
awarded the Trust a grant to help purchase, rehabilitate and provide rent subsidies for a 7 room Single Room 
Occupancy facility for homeless single persons. The Trust purchased 170 Palmer Avenue for this purpose with 
a target opening date of early 1995. 


FALMOUTH HIV/AIDS COMMUNITY PARTNERSHIP received a second year of funding from Town Meeting. The 
Partnership through its Representative Council appointed by the Human Services Committee, provided 
prevention/education materials at six community health fairs and distributed posters and literature throughout 
town. A presentation was made to graduating seniors at Falmouth High School by local physicians on HIV/AIDS 
prevention. $1300.00 in donations were received on behalf of the Partnership, $1000.00 coming from the Woods 
Hole Community Foundation. 


COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION The data from the June 1993 Health and Human Services Needs Assessment was 
compiled, a public hearing was held, and a preliminary report presented to the Board of Selectmen pointing up 
resident concerns with public transportation, affordable housing and accessible and affordable healthcare. The 
good news: 72% rate their neighborhood as good or excellent. Support was received from the United Way of 
Cape Cod, Barnstable County Department of Human Services and the Cape Cod Commission for this effort. 
The name of the Substance Abuse and Family Abuse Reduction (SAAFAR) coalition was changed to the Coalition 
for Stronger Families. Chris Newton a social policy major at the Boston College graduate School of Social Work 
worked for the coalition’s subcommittee to establish an East Falmouth Family Center while serving his internship 
with the department from September 1993 to May 1994. 


CONTRACTS Over 5200 residents were served by fourteen non-profit human service agencies receiving town 
funds: Independence House (for battered women); Housing Assistance Corporation (family 

shelter); Nauset, Inc. (disabled workshop); Cape Cod Council on Alcohol & Drug Dependence, Inc. (substance 
abuse); The Thorne Clinic, Inc. (counseling for families and children); Cape Cod Human Services(substance 
abuse counseling); Cape Cod Child Development Program (day care and Head Start); Legal Services of Cape 
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Cod & Islands, Inc. (Elder Law Project); Cape & Islands Self-Reliance Corp. (energy self-sufficiency); Sight Loss 
Services of Cape Cod & Islands Inc. (visually impaired); Consumer Assistance Council (consumer fraud/buyer 
protection); Cape Cod AIDS Council (case management); Big Brothers/Big Sisters (adults matched with children); 
Access House (runaway youth). Reports are on file at Human Services Office. On site services at Falmouth Human 
Services were provided by Legal Services, Cape Cod Human Services, the Cape Cod AIDS Council and 
Consumer Credit Counseling allowing residents to avoid trips to Hyannis to receive their services. The Thorne 
Clinic opened a site in East Falmouth to serve Falmouth residents. 


PERSONNEL Andrew Linberg served as a clinical social worker intern from the Boston University graduate School 
of Social Work from September 1993 to May 1994. Harold Kramer, MSW, Sandwich, continued to provide pro 
bono counseling and student intern supervision services. Kathy Yolton, Teaticket, volunteered as an office 
receptionist. 


ADMINISTRATION/BUDGET Paul Olenick, Marina Andrews and Mildred Garvin were re-appointed by Selectmen 
to 3 year terms on the Human Services Committee. Jean Brockhurst was appointed to fill the unexpired term of 
Sandra Bearse. Paul Olenick, Jeanne Goldman, and Peter Clark were re-elected CHAIR, VICE- CHAIR AND 
SECRETARY of the Committee. Consultation was provided to the Towns of Mashpee and Orleans regarding 
organization and development of municipal human services delivery. The department was connected to the 
Town’s VAX computer system. The Annual Town Meeting approved a department budget of $251,912 for FY 1995. 


The Human Services Committee and the staff of the department express their gratitude to all of the volunteers, 
financial donors, and the taxpayers of the town for their continued support of the department’s efforts to serve 
residents in need. 


FALMOUTH RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Recreation Department continues to grow which telis us how highly people regard their leisure time. 


Fiscal year 1994 once again set new records in participation numbers for all programs. 

Youth Soccer Programs has a 20% increase overall with over 2,500 participants in Fall, Winter and Spring 
programs. Youth Baseball, Tennis ,Basketball, Hockey, Pop Warner Football and our Playground Programs all 
showed significant increases in player participation ranging from 13% -69% growth. 


Fiscal Year 1994 was also the year that Town Meeting appropriated the necessary funds to upgrade 13 town 
tennis courts at North Falmouth, West Falmouth, East Falmouth, the Lawrence School and Woods Hole. The 
Lawrence School , East Falmouth ,and North Falmouth sites will also have a multipurpose court that can be used 
for tennis, basketball, street hockey, rollerblading and skateboarding. The Recreation Department will be fortunate 
to have these new courts for tennis and other recreation activities. 


Fy 94 brought forth the awareness in the community for the need for additional playing fields. With many groups 
beginning work and research in 1994 the Recreation Department is hopeful for some additional sites in the very 
near future. 


Fy 94 saw the long awaited opening ceremonies at the George ” Joe ” Allietta Softball Field on Rte. 151 in 
Hatchville. With additional funds appropriated from town meeting the project could be completed and the first 
ball was tossed out in May of 1994. 

The Gus Canty Community Center continues to be the meeting place of Falmmouth with over 211 different 
meetings and activities using the Center during the last year. 
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In summary it has been a very busy year for the Department of Recreation which tells us that the people of 
Falmouth are taking full advantage of their leisure time. | must close by thanking our tireless dedicated staff and 
the hundreds of motivated caring volunteers that make the job we do possible.

FALMOUTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Change, adjustment, and new initiatives have characterized this year’s library activities. The greatest continuing 
challenge has been how to meet demand for library services, and further, how to restore levels of service that 
meet minimum state standards for a town the size of Falmouth, with not quite enough resources to do It. Winning 
Town Meeting support in April for the new Reference Librarian position allowed the planning for somewhat 
increased hours of opening to begin in the following school year, and has helped to refresh the dialogue on 
mutual needs between the community and the library. A community survey in June on library hours further 
defined greatest patron need and has helped in planning priorities for building back hours as resources to do 
it become available. 


Circulation Services: Regular activities include checking library materials in and out, registering borrowers, 
handling reserves for materials and museum passes, answering phone, collecting fines. 


Circulation direct to patrons: 319,715 
Items received from CLAMS libraries: 4,710 
Items sent to CLAMS libraries: 8,643 
New borrowers registered: 3,575 


Number of registered borrowers at Main: 23,613 
Estimated registered borrowers at branches: 12,066 


Reference Services: Regular activities include handling informational inquiries in person or by phone during 
every hour that the Main library is open. This may involve instruction of where to look, how to use information 
sources, assistance with use of equipment, or whatever helps the patron find answers. 

In addition this year, Reference staff provided nine tours of the Library for 73 citizens highlighting 
reference department resources, hosted nine instructional tours for 559 fourth and eighth graders, gave an 
inservice for Lawrence School Teachers on library services and CLAMS Public Access Catalog terminals, 
delivered special programs and services to young adults in the community, began a regular weekly newspaper 
column, and participated in producing the High School Summer Reading List. 

Thanks to additional funding in the statewide budget for the Regional Library System this year, Falmouth 
as the subregional library for the Cape and Islands was able to update the print reference collection significantly 
and to enhance the non-print resources such as microforms and CD Rom databases as well as the equipment 
available to utilize them. 


Children’s Services: Regular activities revolve around the provision of cultural and educational materials and 
programs suitable for children under the age of 12 including: circulation of materials, storyhours, school class 
and pre-school storyhour and instructional visits, summer reading programs, events with special performers, and 
helping children and their parents choose appropriate materials to their needs. Attendance at this year’s 212 
programs, 22 class visits, and 250 pre-school visits was 8713. Programs included concerts, an art workshop, 
puppet shows, jugglers, storytelling, writing classes, Junior Great Books, the Summer Reading Program, 
evenings of story-swaps, and on-going storyhour programs. Children’s circulation was 89,522 or 27% of the total 
circulation. 

In addition, the Children’s Librarian has participated in community outreach programs with other area 
organizations concerned with children’s issues in general. 
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Technical Services: Regular’activities involve the cataloging and record-keeping of each item in the library’s 
various collections. Most activities are automated and represent continuous interaction with the local network 
CLAMS and the national OCLC bibliographic database. This year 3,616 records were added to the CLAMS 
database and 7600 individual items were attached to records. The Main library is now 99% barcoded. This . 
department has also coordinated the automation project to bring the East Branch on-line in CLAMS (projected 
October 1994) and its department head has served as Chairman of the CLAMS Bibliographic Committee this year. 


Homebound Services: A total of 7,462 books, cassettes and magazines were delivered to 40 patients in three 
nursing homes and to 90 private home borrowers. There were 58 new borrowers during the year and 90 active 
borrowers as of 6/30. 


Branches: The East Branch, along with its regular library activities, prepared for projected participation in the 
automated CLAMS network (5000 items barcoded by 6/30), and experienced overall facility upgrades with 
air-conditioning installed, inside walls painted, and landscape refurbishment thanks to the Arbor Day Planting 
and plans provided by the Falmouth Council for Civic Beautification. The North Branch along with its regular 
activities has hosted class visits from the North Falmouth Elementary School, has provided regular story hours 
throughout the year, and has started the process of reworking space and improving conditions in order to 
provide a better area for children’s programs. 


Subregional Services/ Interlibrary Loan(ILL): As part of the contract that the Falmouth Library has with the 
State to provide reference and interlibrary loan to other libraries, the ILL department handles our area’s 
interlibrary loan requests, oversees the delivery service to other libraries, and manages materials in a designated 
regional lending collection. This year, the ILL department handled 7180 requests 28% of which were filled by 
Falmouth, 31% by the Boston Public Library, and the rest from local to nationwide libraries. As CLAMS network 
members share more materials with each other, the type of request coming to ILL now is for items harder to find 
or more complex in nature to provide. 


Invaluable support for delivery of library service this year was provided by the Friends of the Library and by our 
32 volunteers who put shoulder to the wheel in every department. 


Expression of general support of the Library by the Town this year has been gratefully noted and reinforces the 
goal of the Library organization to give back to Falmouth the highest possible quality of library service.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


The principal highlights of 1994 were winning Town Meeting support for library building upgrades in the Fall and 
an additional Reference Librarian position in the Spring. Both measures have provided the resources to maintain 
quality of current service while allowing a first real step in restoring levels of library service that meet state 
standards. It also clearly expressed significant community interest in supporting the Library. 


The state has begun its call in Fiscal Year 1994 for full compliance to statute levels for general town 
appropriations in support of public libraries. The statute levels for hours of opening and book budget minimums 
will be the focus in upcoming fiscal years. Thus the challenge is on. Hours of opening depend on adequate 
staffing levels. The additional Reference position will allow a few more hours to be possible but not enough yet 
to meet the minimum standard. Our goal is to work toward achieving the minimum standard of library open hours 
which, according to our data, corresponds directly with the number one request for additional library service by 
the Falmouth community. 
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A community survey regarding hours was distributed in June. The resulting plans for hours expansion will be 
based on that data. 


The building upgrade projects made possible by the Town for the Main Library and its East and North Branches 
have been further enhanced by support of the Friends of the Library and by a bequest to the Library. 
Landscape improvements at the East Branch have been provided through the Arbor Day festivities in April and 
a subsequent plan by the Falmouth Council for Civic Beautification. 


A popular library service made possible by both the Trustees and the Friends is the series of museum passes. 
This year passes to museums in Boston and nearby were used 1129 times admitting up to 5230 persons. 


Eight awards to graduating high school seniors for academic excellence were awarded. 


The Trustees began a long range planning process for the Library, the result of which will be a document filed 
with the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 
During the period June 1993-1994 the circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 13,157, an 
increase of 330 over last year. During the year 575 books were added and 240 removed. The library now has 


a total of 12,690 books. 


At the present time there are 402 registered members of the library and the library is open 21 hours a week 
throughout the year. 


The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr. Memorial Scholarship which is administered by the library was presented to Erin 
Creighton who is attending Fairfield University. 


The library continues to have a story/craft hour for young children, a monthly book discussion group and a weekly 
bridge group. In addition, the library has the Annual Book Sale, the Art Show, and the Holiday House Tour. 
Students from Falmouth High School participate in poetry readings and CLOC orchestra gives a free concert 
during the summer. The West Falmouth Pre-School uses the downstairs classroom. 


Dorothea Gifford gave to the library papers and artifacts pertaining to the history of West Falmouth. this will be 
known as the Bowerman-Gifford collection. 


The dedication of our volunteers, trustees, and librarians Ann Ellis and Roseleen Egan continue to make the 
library an important part of West Falmouth.

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WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library had an interesting and productive year in 1993-1994. Circulation for the year was 
20,154. Of this number 710 books were circulated to the children’s pre-school group at Headstart and the Woods 
Hole Child Center. The home delivery program circulated 771 books to the nine people in the program. 


The library added 1181 books and audio visual items to the collection. Of these items 746 were bought with 
library funds, 84 were bought with gift or grant money, and 457 were donated by library patrons. 


A grant of $1,000 was received from the Woods Hole Foundation for the purchase of science books for children. 
The Cape Cod Jazz Society awarded the library a grant of $85 for the purchase of books about jazz music and 
musicians. The Friendship Fund awarded the library a grant of $3,800 for the Ratcliffe theater Collection. An 
outside garden area with a commemorative stone was completed in memory of scientist George J. Scott with 
money given by his friends and colleagues. Fund raising events included book sales, concerts and an spring 
plant sale which helped the library continue its program of serving the Woods Hole and Falmouth community in 
many ways.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met 34 times during FY 1994 and approved 4 preliminary plans and 5 definitive plans creating 
14 lots. The Board also endorsed 39 plans as not requiring Planning Board approval creating another 36 lots, 
bringing the total number of lots created to 50 -- approximately half the number approved last year. The Board 
also approved 11 site plans and 5 Special Permit applications. 


The board recommended 5 amendments to the Zoning Bylaw at Town Meetings during 1994 all of which were 
passed. Adopted amendments included increased lot size requirements for Agricultural B districts, and an 
amendment which simplifies the permitting process for homeowners making alterations to non-conforming 
structures. Also passed were important changes to the Water Resource Protection District bylaw which enhance 
Falmouth’s ability to protect its drinking water resources and which brought the Town into compliance with state 
requirements. 


The Board continued its involvement in the development of the Local Comprehensive Plan through a cooperative 
effort with the Local Planning Committee (LPC). In addition to having a representative on the LPC, the Board 
has prime responsibility for the Land Use and Growth Management Element. Goals and Policies for this element 
are complete and data collection is underway including a comprehensive effort to identify village centers, and an 
inventory of land zoned for Business uses. 


As a result of reorganization, Richard K. Latimer was elected chairman and Janet H. Hand was re-elected as 
clerk/secretary. In May 1994, Dorinda Ostermann was re-elected and Alan P. Fleer was elected as a new member 
to the Board filling the vacancy created with the retirement of Raliegh Costa. The Board wishes to thank Raliegh 
for his dedicated service to the Board. The Board also thanks members of the many Town Departments, 
committees, and agencies which contribute their time and expertise to the Board's endeavors.

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LOCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The seven representatives of the Falmouth Local Planning Committee (LPC) were first appointed in October 1990. 
This committee met 24 times during 1994. 


The LPC’s primary objectives are: 


o To oversee the preparation of Falmouth’s Local Comprehensive Plan using the Cape Cod Commission’s 


Regional Policy Plan and Local Comprehensive Plan Guidelines as a starting point. The plan consists of a 
Town Vision and Growth Policy and 14 Elements: 


Land Use & Growth Management Open Space & Recreation 


Water Resources Coastal Resources 

Wetlands Wildlife & Plant Habitat 

Economic Development Solid & Hazardous Waste Management 
Transportation Capital Facilities & Infrastructure 

Energy Affordable Housing 

Health & Human Services Historic Preservation & Community Character

To get the most appropriate board, committee, Town Department or other group to assume primary 
responsibility for preparation, implementation, and future maintenance of each Local Comprehensive Plan 
element. 


To administer a $76,000 grant from the Cape Cod Commission to achieve optimum use of money in plan 
preparation. To date, $41,213 of this grant has been spent. 


The LPC set a goal of June 15, 1995, for completion of all 14 Preliminary Draft Elements and notified all 
responsible Town agencies. This date must be met to have any chance of submitting the Local Comprehensive 
Plan to the 1995 Fall Town Meeting for its approval. Of the 14 elements, we believe 10 have good prospects for 
meeting this deadline; however, progress has been very slow on four elements and they are unlikely to meet it.

The Preliminary Draft Element for Open Space and Recreation was reviewed in a workshop with the 
Selectmen and in a public forum. The Element was then transmitted to the Selectmen, Conservation 
Commission, the Recreation Committee, and the 300 Committee for implementation and maintenance. 


The Preliminary Draft Element for Transportation was reviewed in a workshop with the Selectmen in 
September 1994. A public forum is scheduled for October 1994. 


To fulfill its obligation to support each element with accurate maps and graphics, the LPC purchased a 
Geographic Information System (GIS) in July 1994. A GIS is a sophisticated computer program which links 
information maintained by the Town to features on a map. The software will allow the Planning Staff to 
produce high-quality maps and perform sophisticated analyses. Money for this purchase came from items 
of the LPC budget earmarked for mapping. 


The Falmouth Partnership for Economic Development agreed to be the committee responsible for preparing 
the Economic Development Element and appointed Richard Meyers to provide liaison with the LPC. 
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o Matt Patrick, Executive Director of Cape and Islands Self Reliance Inc., organized an ad hoc committee to 
draft the Energy Element. 


oO The Historic Commission issued a Request For Proposals for an Historic Preservation Plan designed to 
complete the Historic Preservation/Community Character Element. The anticipated cost of the study ($7,000) 
will be met by a combination of LPC money and a grant from the National Trust for Historic Preservation. 


o The Health and Human Services Steering Committee completed an extensive Needs Assessment Survey of 
Falmouth residents and community health care professionals. A report summarizing survey results will be 
available in 1994. The Committee has received recognition across the Cape for its important work in 
incorporating health and human services concerns into the local planning process. 


To date, Goals and Policies have been completed for 11 of the 14 Elements and data collection for 10 Inventories 
sections is completed or underway. Work on Analysis and Action Sections continues on several subject areas 
including: Water Resources, Wetlands and Wildlife and Land Use/Growth Management. 


The LPC wishes to thank the Town Departments and committees, and the many volunteers who are contributing 


their time and expertise. Special thanks are extended to Judy Stetson, Helen Warren, Doris Epstein, Pat 
Armstrong, Christina Deirker, John Saunders, Bill Burwell, Matt Patrick, and Richard Meyers.

Wetlands projects were reviewed by me in order to protect our resources and to try to minimize adverse effects 
on the marine fisheries and land containing shellfish. 


Once again, another poor scallop season was bad. | hope that this downward trend will change for the better 
in the coming years. 


The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries ordered the closure of sections, and in some cases, the entire 
pond, prohibiting the taking of shellfish. For the record, 19 bodies of water were affected due to unacceptable 
water quality. These waterways will continue to be monitored for water quality by both the Town and State to 
assure that our shellfish is safe for human consumption.

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NATURAL RESOURCES DEPARTMENT 


Our Falmouth Wetlands Action Committee has completed its inventory of the Town’s undocumented wetlands. 
These wetlands have been placed on the Town Assessors maps. All the environmental data that has been 
collected by our volunteers will be entered into the Planning Boards G.|.S. computer system. The next phase of 
the Local Comprehensive Pian for Wetlands and Wildlife involves action items for enhancing the quality of 
Falmouth’s wetlands. We have elected to tackle road runoff. The Town has 108 direct discharge points which 
receive contaminants from miles of catch basins and then empty a variety of pollutants into most of our ponds, 
streams, and harbors. Consequently a committee was formed from the Planning Board, Engineering Department, 
Conservation Commission, the Department of Natural Resources and also the Shellfish Warden. The committee 
selected what it believed to be the twenty worst sites in town. The Department of Natural Resources is now 
coordinating with a private consulting firm to prioritize ten of these sites for future clean up. Chemical, biological, 
hydrological data is being collected and evaluated so that our Engineering Department can devise solutions for 
mitigating this problem. It is our hope that over the next ten years this systematic approach to road runoff 
problems will end direct discharge in Falmouth. 


We have moved one of our natural resource officer positions into our animal control division. This move makes 
it possible to have 365 day a year animal control coverage, plus provides for animal control night patrol. 


This year we have also: issued 110 complain citations, sought 13 criminal complaints, and made 2 arrests. We 
have reviewed and assessed 278 new single family homes, 2 commercial structures and 1,449 alteration or 
addition permits for compliance with wetlands regulations. We have issued 36 cease and desist orders pertaining 
to illegal work on wetlands. We have reviewed numerous dock and pier proposals at the request of the Board 
of Selectmen. We have also conducted several environmental talks and field trips for classes from Yale 
23University. Our animal inspectors have inspected all town livestock for health compliance with State 
regulations. We have continued to erect and maintain Town and State osprey poles. We have also continued 
with our data collection at the Blacksmith Shop Road white cedar swamp replication area in conjunction with Yale 
University’s Department of Forestry and Environmental Studies. We continue to serve on the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institutions Sea Grant Marine Outreach Guidance Group, the Waquoit Bay National Estuarine 
Research Reserve Resource Protection Committee and their Advisory Council, and the Town’s Emergency 
Response Task Force. And as per usual, we have inspected thousands of hunters an fishermen,picked up 
hundred of dogs, coordinated with Friends of Falmouth’s Dogs for adoption, and we have provided emergency 
medical attention to injured wildlife.

BEACH COMMITTEE 


The 1993 summer season will be remembered as the summer of ’change’. Our Assistant Superintendent, Steven 
Allietta, was appointed to the position of Superintendent of Beaches and John Richardson was appointed to the 
position of Assistant Superintendent. 


The weather was a change from the 1992 summer season as we experienced a summer of war tropical breezes 
and bright sunshine. This was by far the busiest summer our beaches had ever seen. Our dedicated staff worked 
long and had to ensure that all beach goer’s had the opportunity to enjoy their day at the beach with as little 
21intrusion as possible. Unfortunately, the amount of beach space available was limited and the parking lots were 
taxed beyond there capacity on a daily basis. Our staff was forced to work long hours to accommodate the large 
beach crowds and numerous maintenance concerns generated by over used facilities and parking lots. 
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This summer also saw a change in the communication system used to facilitate emergency communications 
between our beaches and rescue personnel. Cellular telephones are now found at all our beaches. These 
telephones allowed us direct communication with our lifeguards and gave them the ability to contact either a 
supervisor or rescue with the press of a button. 


Our annual swim meet was held at the Massachusetts Maritime Academy pool and once again It was a great 
success. The event was held before a standing room only crowd of anxious swimmers, proud and nervous 
parents, and excited Swim Instructors. As always, each beach was well represented by team members, but of 
course, only one team could be the winner in each division. The large beach winner was Falmouth Heights and 
the small beach winner was Bristol. 


The 1993 summer ended on a surprise note when our Superintendent announces that he would be resigning his 
position on Labor Day. Mr. Allietta had an extremely successful tenure with the Falmouth Beaches. He worked 
as an Assistant Superintendent for eight years prior to his appointment to the Superintendent’s position this 
Summer. His commitment to our beach program, coupled with his organization and leadership qualities, will 
always be remembered. We thank him for his many hours of hard work and his honest attempt to make our 
beaches the very best. 


In November Mr. Sangster rejoined our staff as Beach Superintendent and agreed to work with the Committee 
to ensure a smooth transition as the Committees began the process of finding anew administrative staff. Mr. Alan 
Beal was appointed to the position of Assistant Superintendent in February and Mr. Sangster has agreed to stay 
on int he position of Superintendent for the 1994 summer season. 


Resident sticker sales for the new “two” year sticker began on March 30, 1994. Needless to say, sales were brisk 
... .by June 30, 1994 beach revenues were already at $1,158,840. 


In closing | would like to take this opportunity to again thank a number of individuals and departments that 
provided us with an incredible amount of assistance and guidance. Mr. Peter Boyer for his constant support and 
timely 

sense of humor, Ms. Christina Callahan for her professional wisdom and patience, the Board of Selectmen for 
their continued cooperation, the Fire Department for 

their timely medical assistance, the Police Department for their cooperation and understanding, and the 
Department of Public Works for their continued technical assistance and willingness to share. A special thanks 
to the Conservation Commission and Pamela Truesdale for making beaches environmental sanctuaries that 
accommodate everyone’s needs. Avery special thank you to our entire beach staff who worked countless hours 
to assure that each visitor had the opportunity to enjoy themselves on our beaches.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


From July 1, 1993 through June 30, 1994, Veterans, their widows, dependent children and parents of World War 
| and Il, Korean Conflict, Vietnam and the Persian Gulf were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Two World War I, thirty-seven World War Il, thirteen Korean and twelve Vietnam Veterans died during the year 
in Falmouth. Twenty-four of these veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The 
widows and dependent parents and/or children were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, 
burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Twenty-one markers have been applied for and received, for local cemeteries. Suitable markers and flags for all 
Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been taken care of and there was one indigent veteran burial. We are 
in the process of marking all Veterans’ graves in local cemeteries with seals and establishing a list of veterans 
buried in each of our local cemeteries. We hope that this will make it easier to put the flags out for Memorial Day. 


Approximately fifty-five VA eligibility verification reports were completed by this department to insure continuation 
of VA pensions for Veterans and their dependents. 


As of the last Federal Census the Veteran population of Falmouth was 4,298. This office has processed two 
Vietnam Veteran’s application and nine Persian Gulf applications for Massachusetts State Bonus’, and aided 
approximately seven hundred and fifty Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the job 
training, pensions, VA mortgages, tax abatements and many other benefits throughout the year, accounting for 
over $3,500,000.00 in Federal VA benefits coming into this town.

VETERANS COUNCIL COMMITTEE 
From July 1993 - June 1994, the Committee met on the third Tuesday monthly, except for December. 


Veterans Day ceremonies were held on November 11, 1993 at Memorial Lane. Joseph M. Caissie, Chairman of 
the Veterans Council Committee and Past-Commander of the VFW, Post 2569 was the Master of Ceremonies. 
Wreaths were laid at the two monuments by representatives of the Veterans’ organizations. The Company of 
Minute and Militia rendered a musket volley, taps were played by a bugler from the Falmouth High School band 
and prayers were offered at the beginning and end of the ceremonies by Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, Veterans 
Chaplain. The ceremonies were repeated at Deacons Pond in memory of Naval veterans. 


American flags were placed on properly marked Veterans’ graves and memorials in the Town on Memorial Day 
weekend. A parade was held from the Village Green to Memorial Lane, led by the U. S. Coast Guard, Otis ANGB. 
Falmouth elementary school students and members of the veterans’ organizations laid wreaths at the two 
monuments and the individual veterans’ markers on Memorial Lane; America the Beautiful and the Navy Hymn 
were sung by the Greater Falmouth Mostly All-Male Mens Chorus led by Tom Goux, Director. The volley was fired 
by the Falmouth Company of Minute & Militia; taps were rendered by a member of the Falmouth High School 
band; opening and closing prayers were given by Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, Veterans’ Chaplain; the National 
Anthem and a medley of patriotic songs were played by the combined Falmouth High School, Junior High School 
and Morse Pond bands. The Guest Speaker, in recognition of Falmouth being a World War |i Commemorative 
Community, was Raleigh Costa, WW Il Veteran. The Parade Marshal was Joseph M. Caissie, Chairman of the 
Veterans Council Committee. The World War || Commemorative Committee sponsored an Essay Contest for 
school students. The winners were asked to read their essays at the services and were presented with a $50.00 
savings bond. The winners were Jacob Ryder, Richard Gorton and Ronald Strunk. 


Both our Veterans Day and Memorial Day ceremonies had increased participation and attendance. It was 
wonderful to see such enthusiasm return to our ceremonies. Following both the Memorial Day and Veterans Day 
ceremonies collations were held at Amvets Post 70, Palmer Avenue, Falmouth. 

Doug’s Country Florist donated the wreaths for both Veterans Day and Memorial Day. We would like to take this 
opportunity to express our sincere thanks and appreciation to all those who willingly gave their time to make this 
such a memorable year. 


JOSEPH M. CAISSIE, CHAIRMAN 
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FALMOUTH CONTRIBUTORY RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


For the year ending December 31, 1993, the Falmouth Contributory Retirement System had a total portfolio 
investment return of 4.6% and ranked #20 in five year annualized returns at 12.25% . The assets of the system, 
totalling in excess of $22.4 million, are invested in high quality fixed income securities and equities overseen by 
the Falmouth Retirement Board and the retirement system’s investment manager, State Street Bank & Trust. 


Results of an actuarial study performed as of December 31, 1992 of the Falmouth Retirement System disclose 
the system as 59% funded. This study was instrumental in providing an updated funding schedule which yielded 
reduced pension appropriation obligations for the Town of Falmouth in the fiscal 1994 budget. 


The retirement system currently provides service for 523 active members and 231 retired members and 
beneficiaries. During the year 1993, eleven applications for retirement benefits and thirteen requests for return 
of accumulated deductions were processed. Forty-five new members were enrolled into the system. 


SOLID WASTE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


This year the Solid Waste Advisory Committee completed the section of Falmouth’s developing Local 
Comprehensive Plan which sets out solid waste goals and policy. It articulates a clear hierarchy of solid waste 
priorities for Falmouth, summed up as follows: 


*Highest priority - Reduce the amount of solid waste generated. 

*2nd priority - Reuse, recycle or compost all that is possible. 
*Incinerate what cannot be reused, recycled or composted. 

“Landfill only what cannot be reused, recycled, composted or burned. 
“The most cost-effective combination of waste management methods, 
including consideration of environmental values shall be used. 


The Committee was granted permission by the Selectmen to construct a ‘Swap Shop’ near the recycling center 
at the landfill. Town residents will be able to leave household items and selected building materials too good to 
throw away, which might have value to someone else. A double garage has been given for the purpose and many 
individuals and businesses have donated time, materials, labor and expertise toward this project so the cost to 
the town will be minimal. It should be ready for use by autumn. This was the second of a 3 year curbside trash 
and recycling contract with Browning-Ferris Industries.

The Committee is concerned that total tonnage of residential trash sent to SEMASS for incineration increased, 
but total tons recycled did not. Why, if recycling is a goal of the town, and considerable money is being spent 
to make it easy and convenient for residents to recycle, are so many recyclables not being recycled? 

Publicity and public education needs to be ongoing, especially in a town like Falmouth with a large seasonal 
fluctuation in population. This year SWAC has placed recycling reminders and instructions on the local cable 
channel. We also wrote an informational column for the Enterprise. We prepared a Recycling Guide and 
received a state grant which will fund printing and mailing to every household in Falmouth sometime in October. 
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Some other obstacles that hinder recycling are the many apartments and condominiums not being served by 
curbside service, lack of recycling barrels at public beaches, parks and marinas, and the fact that landfill 
personnel lack the authority to ban recyclables from the roll-off containers that go to SEMASS. These challenges 
and many others are being addressed by SWAC, the Selectmen and the DPW at a series of workshops. 


The good news is that newspaper recycling doubled. However, the growing tonnage, and the further increase 
expected in January 1995 when the state will make newsprint recycling mandatory is becoming too much for the 
few volunteers who run the quarterly collections at Town Hall. The DPW will take over responsibility for collecting 
newsprint at the landfill. 


FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


The John DeMello Senior Center is not just a center of senior activity, it is also the center of change for the ever- 
increasing number of seniors in the town and their changing needs and wants. In coordination with other 
agencies of the town, many services and programs are offered. 


This past year in addition to the Blood Pressure Screening, Glucose Screening, Income Tax Preparation 
Assistance, Sewing, Quilting, Oil Painting, Wood Carving, Legal Assistance, Investment Seminars, Dancercize, 
Line Dancing, Singing, Movies, Spelling Bees, Bus Trips, Arts and Crafts, Hearing Tests, SHINE Counseling 
(Serving the Health Insurance Needs of the Elderly), the already existing Friendly Visitor program has been added 
to the Senior Center. 


During the 1993-94 Fiscal year, the Council on Aging through the Senior Center provided activities and/or services 
to over 22,700 seniors. 6,503 seniors were afforded transportation to medical, shopping and other destinations 
by the Council on Aging Mini bus - an increase of 2,053 over the previous year. 294 seniors were newly enrolled 
in the Senior Center and 31,242 Soundings (the Center newsletter) were mailed during the year. 


The Council received many donations during the year totaling over $2,000., most of these were for the Mini bus 
Fund and the Postage Fund. 

The monies help defray the mounting costs of the services which are offered by the Council. The Council 
Outreach Program, funded by a grant of $12,/6I. 

from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs has continued its most valuable "hands on” assistance to the most 
needy of the town’s elderly population. 


The Falmouth Council on Aging wants to express its thanks to all the wonderful people of the town for all their 
help in continuing the work and efforts of the Senior Center. To all the volunteers at the Center whose value of 
volunteer hours amounted to a monetary amount of $87,694. - a tremendous and well-deserved thank you. 
Thanks also to the Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator, Finance Committee, and DPW for their support, 
leadership and assistance.

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WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD AND 
NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


On February 14, 1994, the Falmouth Board of Selectmen unanimously approved a comprehensive set of goals, 
policies and objectives for 1994-1995 to guide my efforts in working with the other Steamship Authority Members 
to identify and resolve issues of mutual interest. In this report, | hope to inform you briefly how my activities, 
decisions and recommendations this past year have been made with the intent of those policies consistently in 
mind. 


FALMOUTH PARKING AND TRAFFIC 

Every year the Authority handles more and more passengers than ever before, and this year is no exception. We 
must develop a consensus on growth management to minimize the effects of the increased traffic and parking 
demands. But in order for the community to feel comfortable enough with the Authority to be able to develop 
such a consensus, | feel the Authority must first demonstrate that it will continue to be worthy of the community’s 
trust. Towards this end, the Authority, at my urging, has listed for sale the forty acres of land it purchased in 1988 
on Blacksmith Shop Road. The residents have made it clear that they do not want any parking lot at that site, 
and the Authority must show unequivocally that their objections have been heard. In my mind, this can be done 
only by selling the property itself. 


Also in the past year, several businessmen have approached the Authority with offers to sell or rent other pieces 
of property as potential sites for additional parking lots. Again at my urging, the Authority has flatly turned down 
each and every one of those offers. The message is clear. The Authority must first work with the Town to jointly 
develop a long-range plan for parking facilities, and hold public hearings on the issue, before considering the 
location of more parking in Falmouth. But as this past summer also made clear, we must begin this process now. 


At the moment, the Authority is getting ready to begin the reconstruction of its ferry terminals in Hyannis and 
Vineyard Haven. Both of these projects are important and badly needed. However, the Authority’s Woods Hole 
terminal building is also hopelessly outdated and the neighbors are concerned about what the Authority’s plans 
are with respect to replacing it. Therefore, | have gone on record at several of the Authority’s meetings 
requesting the Authority’s management staff for a plan on what should be done to improve the Woods Hole 
terminal so that we can present it to the Selectmen and receive public input. | would expect that process to start 
after the other terminal reconstruction projects are underway. 


MANAGEMENT OF THE AUTHORITY 
As Falmouth’s Member on the Authority, it is my paramount obligation to ensure that the Authority makes sound 
business decisions and does not run a deficit, a portion of which would be assessed against our residents. Last 
year, with this goal in mind, the Authority asked the consulting firm of McKinsey & Company, Inc. to undertake 
a management study of the Authority. In May, the firm issued its report, which recommended that the Authority 
make a number of significant changes in its organizational structure and practices, and the Authority already has 
begun implementing those recommendations. At this time, | would like to publicly commend McKinsey & 
Company, Inc. for undertaking such an objective, independent and comprehensive study on a pro bono basis. 


However, the management report made clear that implementation of its recommendations will require a General 
Manager with a strong background in fiscal responsibilities, as well as strong administrative capabilities. For all 
of these reasons, in May | felt that the best interests of the future management of the Authority required us to 
undertake a nationwide search process to find a new General Manager. That process is currently underway. In 
the interim, the Authority’s Treasurer, Wayne Lamson, has agreed to take on the additional duties of Acting 
General Manager, and | am confident that the Authority is in extremely capable hands. 
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Implementation of the management report’s recommendations will also require cooperation from all of the 
Authority’s employees, and | would hope that we will receive that cooperation. Last year, the Authority’s licensed 
deck officers disaffiliated from their national union and formed an independent union to represent them in 
collective bargaining negotiations. This May, the Authority’s unlicensed vessel employees followed suit. Both of 
their union contracts, as well as the union contract for the vessels’ licensed engineers, are up for renewal this 
year, and in negotiations all parties have made good faith efforts to address and correct the problems currently 
facing the Authority. 


OTHER ACTIONS TAKEN IN 1994 
This year has been an extremely busy one for the Authority in other ways as well. The Authority’s two newest 
vesseis, the M/V Martha’s Vineyard and the M/V Sankaty, have recently gone into line service and both of them 
have received much favorable comment from the travelling public and should serve us well for many years to 
come. 


The Authority’s variable message sign on Route 28, which has had such a positive impact on traffic in Falmouth, 
will also be hardwired this year so that neighbors will no longer be disturbed by the sign’s engine noise. And the 
Authority also is working on a program to provide recyclable facilities on its vessels and at its terminals to recycle 
patrons’ cans and newspapers. 


Finances 
From January 1, 1994 through September 30, 1994, the Authority carried a total of 2,047,422 passengers, 
330,251 automobiles and 65,618 trucks, up 7%, 7.3% and 2%, respectively, from last year’s totals for the 
corresponding period. A big portion of the traffic increase was due to the replacement of the M/V Uncatena with 
the larger M/V Nantucket on the Hyannis-Nantucket run during this year’s summer schedule. 


The Authority presently estimates that for the year 1994 it will again derive revenues from operations in excess 
of the cost of its service, including debt service on its bonds. Indeed, the Authority’s strong financial performance 
is expected to continue so that the Authority should not need to raise any of its rates of fare to meet the cost of 
its service next year.

SEALER OF WEIGHTS & MEASURES 


In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth, testing and sealing of weighing and measuring devices were 
conducted in the Town of Falmouth. The State’s Division of Standards provided assistance and equipment for 
the testing of large capacity truck scales and oil truck meters. 


A total of 551 weighing and measuring devices were tested for accuracy and condition. Those devices that met 
the prescribed standards were sealed; some were adjusted and sealed; and some were condemned. 


The sum of $530.50 was collected in fees as of June 30, 1994 and deposited with the Town Treasurer. 

The State prohibits the sale of advertising of wood by the cord. Wood will be advertised and sold by the cubic 
foot, and a bill of sale must be presented to the consumer by the seller with the buyer’s name and address, plus 
amount of wood in cubic feet, and the total price. For the consumer’s protection, when wood is delivered we 
suggest measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid for.

HISTORY 


‘Formed back in 1948, the Falmouth Housing Authority has provided support for local housing initiatives designed 
to provide needed rental housing opportunities with the support of the Federal Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) and the State Executive Office of Communities and Development (EOCD). The mission of 
the Falmouth Housing Authority is to operate low rent Elderly and Family Housing, to determine and establish 
eligibility and rent requirements, and to provide decent, safe, and sanitary housing. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority maintains 302 units of public housing; one Chapter 689 special needs home for 
eight residents; plus slightly over 500 units of scattered site, privately owned housing under the Section 8 
(Federal) and Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program (State) rental assistance programs. 


The Authority is governed by a five member Board of Commissioners, one appointed by the Governor and four 
elected by the voters in the Town of Falmouth. The Board is required by law to make policy decisions on current 
and future programs, to determine how they are to be administered, and to obtain and protect monies to keep 
them operating. The Authority is a public corporation on which the commissioners serve as governing directors. 


FISCAL YEAR 1994 IN REVIEW 


The newly appointed Executive Director assumed the duties of the position on July 19, 1993. Since then, much 
has happened at the Falmouth Housing Authority. 


An initial evaluation of the State-owned public housing stock revealed that most of this housing was in need of 
repair. Five of the twenty-five units of Chapter 705 family housing were boarded up and abandoned; the 
remaining 20 all needed work; the State-owned elderly developments were in varying degrees of disrepair; and 
funds were low. 


Despite the shortage of funds, additional maintenance personal were needed and on November first, two new 
maintenance positions were created and filled using funds saved by the abolishment of the Deputy Director’s 
position. 


After several disappointing visits and discussions with EOCD seeking funds to repair the boarded up Chapter 705 


units, the Executive Director, with the full support of the Board of Commissioners, launched Project Prevention 
on December ist. Project Prevention is a community effort to restore the boarded up family housing units.

The Community of Falmouth résponded. Men from Habitat for Humanity donated their time and talents; Falmouth 
High School students from the Sources Program and from the Freshman Class responded by doing everything 
from picking-up debris to painting and making their presence felt; the Sea Scouts also responded one cold day 
in December cleaning up a yard full of cut trees. 


The business community also responded with donations of money, labor, and materials. Falmouth Lumber, Wood 
Lumber, the Carpet Barn, Sherwin Williams, Santos Home Improvement, Corcoran Plumbing Supply, Depot Ave. 
Co., Inc., the Tree Doctor, the Floor Sander, Greene’s Home Improvement, O’Connor Home Improvement, 
American Lead Abatement, Inc., and Alcoa Aluminum all participated and all made a big difference. 


The public also responded with financial donations. The first family was housed on December 23rd. By 
Valentine’s Day, the Secretary of EOCD, Mary Padula, was so impressed by the progress of this project that she 
allocated a grant of up to $100,000 to rehabilitate the two worst houses, provided the other three would be 
completed through Project Prevention. The second family took occupancy on the last day of February and the 
third family, during the third week of April. It is anticipated the last two houses will be completed prior to January 
1, 1995. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority has joined with the Falmouth Housing Trust and the Falmouth Human Services 
Department in the effort to develop a single room occupancy (SRO) facility on Palmer Avenue. The Housing 
Authority will administer the Section 8 Certificates for this program. 


Some neighborhoods in Falmouth have become victimized by bad tenants and/or bad landlords involved in the 
rental subsidy programs. The Falmouth Housing Authority has begun working with neighborhood groups and the 
Falmouth Police Department and other Town agencies in an effort to help neighborhoods maintain their integrity. 
This type of involvement is expected to continue and increase during FY ’95. 


Another area that has been problematic has been the mixing of disabled adults and elderly in the Authority’s 
elderly developments. Progress has been made with this issue during FY ’94, but an even greater effort is 
planned for the upcoming year. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority would like to thank the people of Falmouth for their support during the past year. 
Special thanks go to the Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator, the Human Services Department, Public Works, 
and the Police and Fire Departments. Your support and cooperation has been outstanding. 


On a more personal note, |, as Executive Director would like to thank the Board of Commissioners for their 
support during my first year. We wish former commissioner Bill Ferzoco well in his retirement and we welcome 
the addition of Deborah Converse as a new commissioner.

DESIGN REVIEW COMMITTEE 
The Design Review Committee was created by Town Meeting in April of 1991, and was charged with advising the 
Building Commissioner, the Planning Board, the Zoning Board of Appeals, and make recommendations to the 
Board of Selectmen on sign variance requests. 
Our job is to consider the esthetic impact of commercial construction on the proposed neighborhoods, and make 
appropriate recommendations to the various boards. There is no obligation for these applicants to even come 


to the Design Review Committee meetings, although an explanation sheet is available at the board’s offices for 
such attendance. 
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This committee is disappointed that referrals from the Planning Board and the Board of Appeals do not show up 
at our meetings. There may be misunderstandings as to procedure not made clear in our explanation sheet which 
we will try to correct with meetings with the boards. We hope these boards recognize the value of the DRC as 
we are able to ask for and view the elevations, or drawings of the actual buildings proposed, which are not always 
available to the boards.

FALMOUTH BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


The Bikeways has had another successful year. The Shining Sea Bikeway Extension engineering design from 
Locust Street to Skating Lane has been completed and the bid package is awaiting action by the State Highway 
Department. The construction is on the State’s Fiscal Year 1995 Transportation Improvement Plan (TIP) which 
enables the Town to receive 100% construction funding (approximately $230,000.00). Special thanks goes to 
the 300 Committee and the Falmouth Academy who granted easements on their property for the Bikepath 
construction. The State’s Executive Office of Transportation & Construction has granted a lease for the use of 
railroad property. 


The U.S. National Park Service through the Cape Cod Commission has given the Bikeways Committee $11,500.00 
for the Phase Ili extension’s engineering design from Skating Lane to Old Palmer Avenue. The Town provided 
$1500.00 matching funds for this grant, which was received from many small and large donations collected by 
the Friends of the Shining Sea Bikeway group. The Woods Hole Foundation gave a $500.00 donation, and Mr. 
Ken Gartner of Falmouth gave $1000.00 which he won in a Road Race. The design of the this phase of the 
extension will be completed in the next year, and this 100% State funded project is also on the TIP with 
construction schedule in fiscal year 1996. 


The Bikeways Committee has promoted bicycle transportation as a viable means of transportation in Falmouth. 
The Town has convinced the State on the next resurfacing of Route 28 in East Falmouth to add a minimum of 
2 foot paved shoulders to make this road safer for bicycles. Additionally, the State has agreed to put 4 foot 
shoulders on Route 151 when it is resurfaced. Both of these projects will be 100% State funded. The Bikeway 
Committee also assisted in obtaining an $18,000.00 grant from the Cape Cod Commission to Study the regional 
impact of transportation between Mashpee and Falmouth to include bicycle issues. 


The 4th Annual Bike Rodeo was held in May at the Lawrence School to provide bicycle safety instruction to 
elementary school children, and to have fun. The bike Rodeo is a joint project with the Parent Teacher 
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Associations, and the Recreation Department. Over 100 Bike Helmets were given away as attendance prizes 
which were donated by a multitude of individual and business sponsors which make the Rodeo a success. 


The High School National Honor Society again this year assisted in the cleanup and maintenance of the Shining 
Sea Bikeway and we very much appreciate their support.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department performed routine inspections of all year-round, seasonal and temporary food service 
establishments, including temporary establishments at various outdoor events. Additional follow-up inspections 
were performed as necessary. 


The Falmouth Board of Health continued the Household Hazardous Waste Collection Program at the Lawrence 
School in August of 1993. This program of periodic household hazardous waste serves the community on several 
levels. Most importantly, it provides a legal and responsible means for individuals to dispose of these materials. 
Secondly, the publicity surrounding the event focuses the public’s attention on the problem of wastes derived 
from consumer products. The program provides an immediate benefit to the community through the elimination 
of hazardous materials, plus there is the potential indirect benefit of future reductions in wastes generated as the 
public awareness increases. 


On July 16, 1993, the Board of Health promulgated regulations to control the use of tobacco products in public 
places. The first phase of the regulations became effective April 1, 1994. 


The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the control of certain communicable diseases. These 
materials are supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public Health at no cost and are dispensed, on 
request, to local health care providers and the nursing services contracted by the Board of Health. 


The State Department of Public Health provided 100% of the vaccines administered at the 1993 flu clinics 
conducted for the town by the Visiting Nursing Association. A total of 2300 immunizations were administered to 
Falmouth residents at nursing homes and public clinics. The Health Department budgets additional funds for the 
purchase of vaccines and syringes to complement the State allotment in the event of a shortfall.
